The members were called to order by James R. Rose, Esq., Clerk 
of the last House of Assembly. 

The Hon. Samuel Young, Secretary of State of the State of New- 
York, who was in attendance in the Assembly chamber, administered 
to the members present the oath of office prescribed by the sixth article 
of the Constitution of this State. 

The members then proceeded to choose by ballot a Speaker, Mr. 
T. R. Lee and Mr. Coe acting as tellers ; and the ballots having been 
taken and counted, it appeared that Horatio Seymour had received 
sixty-four votes, that John Young had received forty-four votes, that 
David E.. Wheeler had received sixteen votes, that H. J. Seymour had 
received one vote, and that there was one blank vote. 

Mr. Seymour having received a majority of the whole number of 
votes cast, was declared to be duly elected ; and on being conducted 
to the chair by Mr. Crain and Mr. Worden, he delivered the following 
address, to wit : 
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GENTLEMEN, 

I return you my sincere thanks for the honor you have conferred 
upon me in electing me Speaker of the Assembly. JI shall endeavor 
on my part faithfully and impartially to perform the duties of the 
station you have assigned me. 

The duties of the Chair are sometimes delicate and embarrassing. 
Many of the subjects upon which you will be called to legislate are 
not only of great importance to the interests of the community, but 
they are frequently connected with the political discussions of the day. 
Having recently passed through an exciting election, these subjects 
will naturally give rise to animated debates. The decisions of the 
Chair respecting the somewhat intricate rules of parliamentary law, 
may at times appear erroneous to those engaged in such discussions. 
But actuated by a sincere desire to perform my duties impartially and 
correctly, I shall rely with confidence upon the appreciation on the 
part of members, of the motives which govern me, although they may 
dissent from my conclusions. 

The rules which you will adopt for the regulation of your proceed- 
ings, will, without doubt, conform substantially to those which have 
heretofore existed in this body. ‘They are the results of experience, 
and are well adapted to facilitate business, while at the same time 
they furnish sufficient guards against hasty and immature legislation. 
Having witnessed the evils which result from a departure from these 
rules, and knowing that there will naturally be a desire on the part of 
members to hasten the passage of those bills in which they may feel 
a particular interest, by dispensing with some of these requirements, 
permit me to recommend to the House the propriety of adhering to 
them in all cases. By doing so, the public interestsywill be best sub- 
served, and the rights of each member more securely guarded. As 
these rules will be of your own adoption, I shall feel ntyself bound to 
enforce them with strictness and impartiality, and chal at all times 
rely with confidence upon the co-operation and assistance of the House 
in the performance of the duties of the Chair.

A message from the Governor, delivered by his Private Secretary, 
was received and read, in the words following, to wit : 


TO THE SENATE AND ASSEMBLY. 
FreLLow-CirTizEns : 

The Constitution makes it my duty to communicate to you the 
condition of the State, and to recommend: such matters for your con- 
sideration as I shall judge expedient. 

The great and diversified interests of the State demanding legisla- 
tive supervision, protection and aid, impose a vast responsibility upon 
the Legislature; while, to present the condition so fully to you as to 
facilitate your labors, accompanied with recommendations calculated 
to lead you to wise and just conclusions, is a task not less responsible. 
It is one upon which I enter with diffidence, and yet I make the 
attempt cheerfully, feeling that the duty has been assigned to me by 
a constituency always indulgent to honest effort and upright intention, 
and which never demands from a public servant more than, thus aided 
and directed, he is able to perform. 

The great and leading subjects of legislation are so intimately con- 
nected with the state of our finances, as to render it proper to examine 
first the financial condition of the State. 

Our revenues are large, and should be ample for a State having only 
the expenses of its internal government to meet. If they prove unequal 
to our necessities, the inference will be almost unavoidable that errors 
now exist, or have existed, in our financial policy and legislation. 

A general view of the current annual revenues of the State, taken 
together, according to the receipts of the fiscal year, ending on the 
30th day of September last, is as follows :

Various other funds which produce revenue, in the form of interest 
upon moneys invested, will be found mentioned in the fiscal reports, 
such as the Bank Safety Fund, various special sinking funds, the Ma- 
riners’ Fund, and the like, all of which are, in their character, trusts 
in the hands of the State for specified objects, in no way connected 
with the revenues and expenditures of the State government. 

The revenues before enumerated are those which enter into the an- 
nual expenditure of the State, and constitute the means for those ex- 
penditures, and they are the whole of such means annual in their 
nature, as ascertained by the actual receipts of the last fiscal year. 
Some portions of these revenues, with the funds from which they 
are derived, are pledged by the Constitution to particular objects, and 
are beyond the power of the Legislature for any other application. 
Such is the entire capital of the Commoa School Fund proper, and 
its revenues. ‘The capital is made ‘‘a perpetual fund, the interest of 
which shall be inviolably appropriated and applied to the support of 
common schools throughout this State.” So the tolls collected upon 
the Erie and Champlain canals, with the fund properly denominated 
the Canal Fund, are constitutionally pledged for the payment of the 
interest and the redemption of the principal of the debt contracted for 
the construction of those canals. Other of these revenues are by per- 
manent laws, appropriated to specific objects. Such is the Literature 
Fund, the revenues of which are expended in aid of the incorporated 
academies of the State. ‘I'he revenues of the United States Deposite 
Fund also, are by a permanent law, appropriated to objects of educa- 
tion or specified charities ; and whatever changes may be thought ex- 
pedient or just, in the distribution of the fund to the specified objects, 
it is not supposed that a diversion of these revenues to any other gene- 
ral class of objects of expenditure, will be contemplated. 

This presentation of all the revenues of the State collectively, with 
a brief explanation as to the portions specifically set apart by the Con- 
stitution or the laws, for exclusive application to particular objects, 
it is hoped may enable those not minutely acquainied with our finan- 
cial arrangements the better to understand, upon a separation of the 
various parts, how far means are in fact within the disposition of the 
Legislature for general and miscellaneous objects of expenditure,

Thus showing that the receipts into the Treasury on account of the 
General Fund, from all sources, are less by $208,701.98, than the 
sums charged upon the same fund and paid from the ‘Treasury for 
the last fiscal year. 

This is a comparison of the whole amount of the annual revenues 
of the General Fund, including all receipts of a miscellaneous charac- 
ter, with the annual permanent charges upon it, and also all payments 
authorized by special acts of the Legislature, as well as temporary 
and miscellaneous expenses. 

There was an apparent balance in the ‘Treasury at the close of the 


% 
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fiscal year, of $99,737.26, which, so far as it is available, would 
- diminish the deficit before stated in the receipts of the General Fund. 
This balance, however, included the sum of $84,358.15, paid to this 
State out of the proceeds of the sales of the public lands of the United 
States, under a law of Congress, and placed in the Treasury by the 
Governor, to whom the payment was made; but which has never 
been brought into the accounts of the General Fund, or any other of 
the funds of the State, because the Legislature has directed no dis- 
position and authorized no application of the money. It has remained 
in bank by a special contract with the Treasurer, at a stipulated 
interest. If this sum be deducted from the above balance in the 
Treasury, there will remain only $15,379.11, as the real available 
balance applicable to demands against the General Fund. If this sum 
be deducted from $208,701.98, the deficit in the revenues of the 
General Fund as before stated, it still leaves a deficit of $193,322.87. 

By the fifth section of the ‘Act to regulate the accounts between 
certain funds belonging to this State,” passed 25th May, 1841, the 
Commissioners of the Canal Fund are directed to pay to the Treasury, 
on or before the 30th day of September in every year, from the canal 
revenues, the sum of $200,000. Only one half of this sum has been 
paid for the use of the General Fund for the Jast year, the other half 
having been withheld to make up losses in the fund pledged for the 
payment of the Erie and Champlain canal debt, occasioned by the 
insolvency of certain banks which had loans from the Canal Fund. 
Hereafter the whole sum of $200,000 will be annually paid from the 
surplus revenues of the Canal Fund, for the use of the General Fund. 
But, with the whole of this appropriation, one half of the State tax, 
and all its revenues, permanent and miscellaneous, the General Fund, 
as is shown by the foregoing statement, is wholly inadequate to meet 
the annual demands upon it. 

A further and most important consideration connected with this fund, 
is the heavy debt charged upon it. This debt is $5,634,507.68. 
This is the amount of the positive, unconditional debt charged upon - 
the fund, the annual interest upon which is $310,499.69, and com- 
prises one of the heaviest items of permanent charge upon its revenues. 
The debt has been increased by the sum of $211,092.35, within the 
last fiscal year ; thus showing that the revenues of the fund, with but 
half of the mill tax, so far from presenting a surplus beyond the annual 
expenses chargeable upon the fund, are, in fact, deficient, and that the 
debt continues to augment. More than three-fifths of this debt was 
contracted by loans of the credit of the State to railroad incorporations, 
which have wholly failed, and thrown the amount upon the General 
Fund. Without the debt, the present revenues of the fund would be, 
ample to meet the charges upon it, and would authorize the Legislature 
moderately to increase those charges, when the public interest should 
be found to require it; but with it, and its constantly accruing interest, 
the charges upon the fund must be diminished, or its revenues in- 
creased, to prevent a constant annual augmentation of the debt. 

True economy, as well as sound policy, require the arrest of this 
process. A portion of the revenues of this fund, more than equal to 
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all the aid it derives from the mill-tax, is now annually consumed in 
the payment of interest alone, upon this increasing debt. Such an 
expenditure, while it makes taxation perpetual, works no public be- 
nefit. ‘The money passes from the pockets of the citizens, through 
the hands of the tax-collector, to the pocket of the public creditor, 
with the loss to the former of the expenses of collection, only that 
the process may be repeated with the same loss, as regularly as time 
shall bring around the seasons; and still the demand is undiminished, 
the weight of the load unmitigated. ‘To reverse this action is the only 
remedy for the evil. ‘The revenues should be brought to meet the 
annual expenditures, and leave a balance to wear upon the debt, and 
then each payment of the tax will bring with it hope and encourage- 
ment. The third: subdivision of section 2, of the act imposing this 
tax, looks to its discontinuance, after the present year, through an 
ability in the revenues of the fund to meet and extinguish the debt, 
without its further aid; but that expectation cannot be realized, while 
the debt is increasing against the power of these revenues, the tax 
included. - 

There is also a contingent debt hanging over this fund, amounting 
to $1,920,000. This is for loans of the credit of the State to canal 
and railroad incorporations, which have hitherto fulfilled their obliga- 
tions, by making the payments of interest. It is hoped they will be 
prepared for the reimbursement of the principal at the day. This 
contingent liability presents another reason for strengthening the con- 
dition of the General Fund, and taking prompt measures for the gra- 
dual entinguishment of its present increasing debt. 

After deducting the revenues of the School, Literature, and United 
States Deposite Funds, from the aggregate amount of the revenues

Included in these expenses are the $100,000 paid to the Treasurer 
for the use of the General Fund, and $100,000 paid on account of 
losses of the fund pledged for the payment of the canal debt, and 
$1,031,123.16, for interest upon that debt, making together the sum 
of $1,231,123.16, and leaving $546,664.86, as the expenses of the 
canals, included in the sums refunded on tolls, and for rents of sur- 
plus water from the Oswego canal. ‘The above charge for interest 
does not include the interest upon the balance unpaid of the old Erie 
and Champlain canal debt, that being met by the interest upon the 
funds set apart and invested for the payment thereof. 
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By the twelfth section of the act of 1842, “the surplus canal 
revenue, after paying all just canal current expenses, and the in- 
terest on the canal debt, and the payment aforesaid to the General 
Fund, shall, to an amount at least equal to one-third of the interest of 
the canal debt remaining unpaid, be sacredly devoted and applied as 
a sinking fund to the redemption of the canal debt now existing and 
authorized by this act, and shall not be diverted from that object to 
any other purpose whatsoever.” | 

Such is the language of this law, and such the express pledge it 
contains, touching the surplus of the canal revenues of the last fiscal 
year. If the amount of annual interest on the canal debt, as it ex- 
isted at the close of the fiscal year, $1,126,397.90, be the correct 
amount from which to measure the extent of the pledge, and if it be 
construed with technical strictness to extend no farther than the one- 
third of that interest, then the portion of this surplus to pass to 
the Sinking Fund is $375,465.96, leaving a surplus for the last 
fiscal year, beyond the amount pledged to the Sinking Fund, of 
$197,179.39. | 

The Canal Fund, however, as well as the General Fund, are bur- 
dened with a heavy debt, and it remains to be seen, whether the obli- 
gations of this debt, must not as effectually control the discretion of 
the Legislature, in the application of this surplus money, as any 
pledge which the law of 1842 could have imposed upon it. The in- 
terest of this debt, it is true, is carefully provided for by that law. 
This, without any provision for the extinction of the principal may be 
satisfactory to some, but such is not my view of the rule which binds 
the faith and honor of the State. I know of no obligation to meet 
the accruing interest, which does not demand, with equal force, the 
payment of the principal as it falls due ;. and so far as the means are 
possessed, the failure to apply them, in the one case, appears to me 
to be as much a breach of the faith pledged by the contract, as in the 
other. Suppose the creditor consent to the postponement of the payment 
of his principal money. Between individuals acting for themselves 
as principals, such consent would authorise the diversion of the funds ; 
but if the agent of the debtor were dealing with the creditor in person, 
would such consent justify the agent, without the sanction of his prin- 
cipal, in the diversion of the funds placed in his hands to pay the 
debt? Andis not this our case? Are we not the mere agents of the 
people in this matter? ‘They have permitted debts to be contracted 
upon their credit, and at their risk, to construct the present State ca- 
nals. ‘I'he moneys in our hands are the proceeds of the investments 
thus made, and came from the very source upon which they relied to 
pay these debts, and save them from oppressive taxation. Have we 
the right, as faithful agents, without the consent of our principals, even 
though their creditors should consent, to divert their funds to other 
objects, and continue the debt upon them? I strongly incline to the 
opinion that we have not. 

By a statement of the canal debt, furnished by the Canal Depart- 
ment, it appears that the whole amount unpaid on the 30th day of 
September last was $20,713,905.58. ‘This includes the old Erie and 
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Champlain Canal debt of $1,380,250.35, for the payment of which, 
funds have been already set apart, believed to be more than sufficient 
to cancelit. The portion of the funds so set apart, considered avail- 
able, amounts to $1,496,306 .45, being $116,056.10 beyond the prin- 
cipal of the debt to be paid, and probably more than sufficient to meet 
the principal and interest. Iam informed by the Commissioners of the 
Canal Fund, that the holders of this old stock have been personally no- 
tified that the money is ready for the redemption of the principal, and 
that payment will be made on the day it falls due. It is the intention 
of the Commissioners to place the funds in the bank, where the stock 
is transferable, and where the interest is paid, before the day of pay- 
ment, which is the first day of July next, and the notice given to the 
holders informs them that interest will cease on that day. 

This is the last. of the Canal debt, upon which the constitutional 
pledge rests, and it may become material, in the course of your leg- 
islation, to consider whether, when these steps shall have been taken, 
that pledge may not be considered, both in principle and in fact, fully 
redeemed. | ‘ 

The statement of the canal debt, before referred to, shows that the 
whole amount of canal stocks redeemable in July and January next, 
is $3,742,626.01. This includes the sum of $1,380,090.35 of the 
old debt, the redemption of which is provided for in the manner above 
specified, leaving $2.362,535.66 reimbursable in January 1846, for 
the payment of which the moneys are not yet fully provided. 

The Sinking Fund provided for by the twelth section of the law of 
1842, has received the contributions required to. be made to it, so far 
as the Canal revenues have furnished the means, although it is believ- 
ed that the surplus for the years 1842 and 1843 did not equal the one 
third of the accruing interest upon the debt. 

Carrying the whole surplus of the last year to that fund, with the 
whole $278,197.56 paid from the Treasury as the proceeds of the 
State tax, and the fund, including the accumulations of interest com- 
puted at five per cent, amounts to $1,195,102.01, an aggregate sum 
more than equal to one-third of the interest on the debt for the last 
three years, and is supposed to be available to meet the payment of 
that amount of the stocks before alluded to. ‘This willl leave $1,167,- 
433.65 unprovided for, any farther than there may be a surplus of 
the funds set apart to redeem the old debt, which can be applied to 
this object, and the accruing canal revenues of the current year may 
yield a surplus also thus applicable. 

The third subdivision of the eleventh section of the act of 1842 
provides that the contributions from the State tax to the Canal Fund 
shall cease, whenever the annual revenue from the State canals, as- 
certained in the manner pointed out by that act, shall exceed the ex- 
penditures upon the canals. the interest upon the canal debt, and the 
payment to be made to the General J'und, by more than one-third in 
amount of the annual interest upon the canal debt. ‘The revenues 
of the last fiscal year have produced that excess, as has been before 
seen, and have surpassed it; and consequently the collection of the 
entire mill tax, for the current year, must enure to the benefit of the 
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General Fund, and, after the current year, the collection of that half 
of the tax, imposed for the use of the canals, is to cease. Nothing 
further, therefore, is to be realized from this source, to aid in the re- 
demption of the canal stocks. 

If this be a correct representation of the means and liabilities of 
the Canal Fund for the current year, there would seem to be an end 
to discussion as to the appropriation of these means to any other ob- 
ject than to the payment of the debt unless the paymentis to be post- 
poned. Ihave already expressed my views in relation to such a di- 
version ; and I am constrained to believe that, whether considered as 
a question of principle, or one of economy the policy would be equally 
unsound. : 

Our canal revenues are very large, and nothing but the enormous 
debt charged upon them, keeps the fund so poor as to require the 
aid of direct taxation to meet its liabilities. Separate from the old 
debt, more than one million annually of these revenues are consumed 
in the payment of interest alone. ‘l’his must be a constant drain upon 
the fund, and nothing but the payment of the debt can arrest the cor- 
roding malady. Postponement can promise no relief, and may bring 
accumulated dangers. 

A departure from the sound rule of using our means rather than 
our credit, has brought this debt upon our favorite and favored fund. 
The only necessarily dangerous stage in our canal policy was passed, 
when the Erie and Champlain canals were completed and became 
productive ; and a sound and wise financial policy, faithful adminis- 
tration, and most fortunately located canals, carried us through that 
stage with safety. Up to that period, borrowing was necessarily the 
principal resource, and some of the richest revenues of the State were 
set apart to meet the payments of interest, while the Constitution of 
the State was made to pledge the investments, together with these re- 
venues, for the return of the principal. And even under all these safe- 
guards, loans were made with moderation, and the works were prost- 
cuted in a measured pace. After they were completed, payment of 
the debt became the object of solicitude, and means were accumulated 
and the stocks purchased and cancelled, in advance of their falling 
due, when they could be obtained on reasonable terms. 

In the mean time, other canals were constructed, but the expe: di- 
tures were kept within the limits of the canal revenues, without losing 
sight of ample provision for the payment of the existing debts. As 
an evidence of this, before the policy was changed, the payment made 
and the moneys accumulated applicable to those payments, had left 
less than five millions of the canal debt unprovided for. ‘The surplus 
revenues of the canals were accomplishing much annually towards the 
construction of new canals, and the enlargement and improvement of 
the old, and still yielding their annual contributions to a Sinking Fund, 
intended to remove the small remaining debt, as the principal should 
fall due. 

In this state of things a change of policy came over us, which was 
based upon a new financial rule of action. The existing revenues 
were looked upon merely as a fund to meet the interest upon further 
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loans ; it being assumed as-safe to depend upon anticipated improve- 
ments of those revenues for the payment of the principal of the debts. 
Indeed it is believed the principle was carried even farther, and that 
anticipated revenues were depended upon, to meet accumulations of 
interest, beyond the power of the existing revenues, as well as to cover 
the payments of principal. 

The reflection does not seem to have occurred to the authors of this 
new financial policy, that any disappointment in their anticipations of 
improved revenues must give their system a shock it could not sur- 
vive, by imposing a tax upon the people, or disappointment and loss 
upon the public creditors, either of which alternatives could not fail 
to arrest the further accumulation of debt upon such a basis. It 
would seem also to have been overlooked, that the money lender could 
draw as accurate a distinction as themselves between their means and 
their anticipations, and that when the means should have been ex- 
hausted, the anticipations might not command the required capital even 
to test their soundness, or their fallacy. 

In any event, loans were obtained in unexampled amounts, until 
the limit of the existing revenues was reached, when the public credit 
wholly failed them. Works of internal improvement were prosecuted 
upon a scale so extensive as to bring the State into competition with 
itself, and the wages of labor and the cost of subsistence upon one 
contract were enhanced by the demand for labor and subsistence upon 
another. An arrest of the means by a failure of the credit of the 
State put an end to this strife and to the new public works together, 
and when a return to the old and safe policy was attempted, it was 
fouud that a large proportion of the moneys, which had been accu- 
mulated to meet the old canal debt, were rendered unavailable by 
having been loaned to banks which could not pay ; that the accruing 
surplus of the canal revenues, beyond the current annual expenses, 
was covered by claims for interest ; that the general fund must sink 
under the accumulated and accumulating demands upon it for interest 
upon public stocks loaned to railroad companies which had failed, or 
were in a failing condition ; that temporary loans had been made to 
the amount of more than a million and a half which were impending 
over the Treasury, without the means of payment, and that contract- 
ors and laborers upon the public works were without pay, or with the 
unmarketable stocks of the State in the place of the money to which 
their contracts entitled them. 

The issue was therefore present and unavoidable. The people 
must be taxed, or the public creditors must suffer loss, and the pub- 
lic stocks be dishonored. A resort to the credit of the State was 
made unavoidable, to meet these urgent and instant demands, the ac- 
cruing interest upon the enlarged debt, and to put the canals in repair 
for the approaching season of navigation. Public distrust had taken 
the place of public confidence, and a substitution of the paying for 
the borrowing policy was made indispensable, before a resort to credit 
could command a response in capital. 

This was done by the act of 1842. The effect of this measure 
was almost electric, and was felt not merely throughout the State, 
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but throughout the Union. Under its solemn assurances money was 
obtained upon loan to relieve the pressing necessities of the public 
Treasury, and to preserve the public faith and honor, by a prompt 
payment, at the specie value, of the instalments of interest upon the 
public securities. From this time the credit of the State rose rapid- 
ly, and soon attained the par of money ; and by the scrupulous ad- 
herence to the policy and the pledges of that law, which has charac- 
terized our subsequent legislation, it has now reached its accustomed 
honorable elevation. 

We must not blind ourselves to the fact, however, that the recent 
disasters in the affairs of public and private credits, and especially 
connected with the credits of several states of the Union, have caused 
a distrust, a watchfulness, a sensitiveness, in reference to State credits, 
which will not permit of hazardous experiments. Our practice has 
been to pay at the day, both principal and interest, and such is the 
theory of finance upon which we have restored the credit of the State. 
If that theory shall be abandoned in practice, and the appropriate 
funds to pay the principal of the existing canal debt, as it falls due, 
shall be diverted to other objects of expenditure, and those payments 
be indefinitely postponed, can we hope that the credit of the State 
will remain unshaken ? Have we any right to expect that the effect 
will be other than that so recently witnessed, when the attempt was 
made to substitute anticipated revegues for real means and a disposi- 
tion to apply them, to maintain the public faith ? 

IT am well aware that objects of expenditure, of great and extended 
public interest, will be pressed upon your attention, and will press 
themselves upon the minds and feeling of those whose immediate 
constituencies have a more direct interest in their resumption and 
completion. ‘The Erie canal enlargement, the Genesee Valley canal, 
and the Black River canal are prominent among these objects, and 
deeply enlist the feelings and interests of large and worthy portions 
of our fellow-citizens. It would certainly be a more grateful task to 
recommend a compliance with these earnest wishes, than to feel im- 
pelled by a sense of public duty, to point out the necessity of their 
present disappointment. Yet we must not forget, when acting upon 
these great questions, that the interests of the citizens of the whole 
State are committed to our charge, and that a measure which would 
be wrong towards them, as a mass, cannot be right, because portions 
of the mass would be benefitted by it. And it would certainly be 
wrong to our citizens, as a whole, again to depress, or even to haz- 
ard, the credit of the State, by a diversion of any portion of. the 
canal revenues required to pay the existing debt, and preserve the 
public faith. It would be wrong to them to disregard the letter, or 
spirit of the pledges of the law of 1842, and thus incur the risk of 
a necessity for increased, or longer continued, taxation. 

Would such a policy be wise even in regard to these improvements, 
and the citizens more immediately interested in them? The surplus, 
which, as yet, can be so diverted, without an express infraction of 
the provisions of the law of 1842, is entirely too inconsiderable to 
make any useful progress with the works, and especially so, if it 
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must be divided amongthem. And it is not likely that those interest- 
ed in either will consent that the money shall be diverted from the 
debt and also from their favorite improvement. In the mean time, 
the accumulations of interest upon the present large debt are exhaust- 
ing the revenues which should be applied to the construction of further 
improvements, and nothing but a payment of the debt can discharge 
them from this profitless consumption. Will it not be more wise, to 
hasten the payment of this debt, and thus discharge these revenues 
from their incumbrances, and place at the disposal of the Legislature 
some ten or twelve hundred thousand dollars per annum, without a 
resort to credit, without a loss of interest, and without the danger of 
increased taxation? The recent experiment of hastening our public 
works has certainly shown us that such efforts may be unsuccessful, 
even in relation to enterprises undertaken by States as powerful as 
ours, and with a credit as strong and means as ample as those we 
possessed at the time our former prudent policy was abandoned. 

Your immediate predecessors originated, according to the forms and 
requirements of the Constitution, various amendments to that instru- 
ment, which were duly published previous to the late election. These 
propositions will necessarily call for your further action in the consti- 
tutional form. ‘Two of them bear particular relation to our financial 
affairs, and are therefore appropriate subjects for consideration in con- 
nection with the present discussion. 

The first of these amendments proposes to give a constitutional 
sanction to the pledges and guaranties of the act of 1842. ‘The se- 
cond limits and restrains the power of the Legislature, by requiring 

that laws authorizing loans of money upon the credit of the State, 
- except within the narrow limit of one million of dollars in the aggre- 
gate, or for the specified objects of repelling invasion, or suppressing 
insurrection, shall be submitted to the people and receive their ex- 
press sanction, to give them the force of law. ‘This amendment fur- 
ther provides that every such law shall propose a loan for a single ob- 
ject, or work, only, to be distinctly specified therein ; shall impose and 
provide for the collection of a direct annual tax to pay the interest 
upon the loan proposed, as it falls due, and also to pay and discharge 
the principal sum borrowed within the period of eighteen years from 
the time the debt is contracted ; shall be irrepealable until the debt, 
interest and principal shall have been fully paid and discharged ; and 
that the moneys loaned under it shall be applied to the object or work 
named in the law, and to no other purpose whatever. It further pro- 
vides that when a debt shall be contracted to repel invasion or sup- 
press insurrection, the moneys borrowed shall be applied to those ob- 
jects, or to the repayment of the debt so contracted, and to no other 
purpose whatever. 

_ 'The recent free use of the public credit, in over-hastening loans for 
State works, and in lending to irresponsible corporations, the embar- 
rassed condition of our finances, and the consequent call for direct 
taxation to restore public confidence, have doubtless given rise to these 
proposed amendments, as they did give rise to the law of 1842, which 
the first amendment proposes to surround by a constitutional sanction. 
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The manner in which that legislation was received by the people, 
although imposing a direct tax upon all their taxable property, as its 
first provision, the salutary influences it so promptly exerted upon 
public and private credit, and the triumphant manner in which its pro- 
visions and policy have been sustained by the people, whenever the 
wisdom and soundness of either have been brought in issue, at any 
subsequent election, presents a more forcible argument in favor of the 
first of these amendments, than any it would be in my power to offer. 

The second is manifestly intended, as it appears to me to be wisely 
framed, to secure the people against a like hazard and loss for the fu- 
ture, and their credit from further over-use and constant depression. 
‘The provision requiring each law to provide for a loan for a single ob- 
ject only, is necessary to enable the freemen at the polls to form a 
distinct and satisfactory opinion upon the propriety of the contem- 
plated expenditure, and to express that opinion in an intelligible and 
unequivocal manner. It strikes also effectually at one of the most 
universal causes of complaint and dissatisfaction growing out of the 
recent appropriations for our works of internal improvement. I refer 
to the charge, whether well or ill founded, that combinations of local 
interests are formed, on the part of the friends of different works ha- 
ving no natural or necessary connection with each other, and that, in 
this way, loans are authorized and appropriations secured, which the 
intrinsic merits and strength of no single work in the combination 
could command. 

This amendment cannot fail to have a strong tendency also to miti- 
gate, or entirely remove, another practical evil too often experienced 
in connection with this legislation. ‘The iegislature is always compos 
ed of members of the two great political parties which are ever striving 
for the mastery. ‘I'he majority in the Legislature is very naturally, 
and to a great extent, very justly held responsible for the action and 
measures of the body. ‘The minority will not be over solicitous to 
diminish this responsibility, resting, as it does, upon their political 
opponents, and may, at some times, at least as far as a sense of public 
duty will permit, be willing to increase it. ‘To such a’minority these 
applications for local improvements and expenditures present a tempta- 
tion which the journals of the Legislature will show are not always 
resisted. ‘The interests of a section of the State are involved. The 
application is pressed with the earnestness and feeling which personal 
and local interests are too likely to impart on such occasions. ‘The 

majority is looked to as holding the power to make the grant desired, 
and the majority, prima facie at least, is responsible for the action. 
If defeat be certain, the minority, by its favorable vote, may concili- 
ate and gain the interest, without hazard or injury to the public trea- 
sury. If the majority be divided, and the vote of the minority hold 
the power, the same opportunity is presented to gain the party advan- 
tage by the favorable vote, while the responsibility of the measure, 
when adopted, presumptively rests upon the majority, and may, at 
the worst, be made matter of debate between the political parties. 

I intend no invidious reference to individuals, to political parties, 
or to particular measures, by these remarks. My sole object is to

point out what I believe to be an evil tendency and temptation, con- 
nected with legislation of this character, and to refer to this provision 
of the proposed constitutional amendments, as eminently calculated 
to remove them. [If it be adopted, no contest can take place offering 
party advantage, as to the objects of expenditure to be embraced in 
any proposed law, or as to the amount which it shall appropriate ; and 
every member will be required to meet and justify his own vote, be- 
fore his own consvituents, whether he belongs to the majority or mi- 
nority of the body; because those constituents will be called upon 
directly to vote upon the same question. } 

The requirement that a tax shall be imposed by every such law, 
sufficient to meet the interest upon the loant o be made, is but pre- 
serving the same safe precaution which marked our early legislation 
of this character. Then the State possessed rich revenues which it 
could spare, and they, together with certain specified taxes, were 
pledged. Now, as has been seen, all its revenues applicable to these 
objects, are ncumbered to their full extent by existing debts, and the 
only pledge it can make to fortify and sustain its credit, is the one 
here proposed. ‘This the citizen should understand at the time he 
votes upon such a law, and to make it certain that he will understand 
it, he should be called to vote for the tax as well asthe loan. It may 
appear to some as going too far, to require that the tax should be 
sufficient to redeem the principal of the debts within a specified time, 
as well as to pay the current interest. If the object of expenditure 
be one not expected to yield revenue, then the provision is clearly right 
and absolutely necessary. If it be one from which a return of reve- 
nue is anticipated, and that anticipation be disappointed, as has been 
the case with most of the lateral canals, then the provision is equally 
right and necessary. And if the anticipated revenue be realized, then 
the debt will be sooner paid, and the tax imposed be but partially re- 
quired, or collected ; while, in any event, the people will be protect- 
ed from a load of unexpected debt and unforeseen taxation. 

The pledge contained in the Constitution to secure the payment of 
the old canal debt, and protect the citizens and the property of the 
State from taxation for that purpose, is to be completely fulfilled, and 
practically, if not technically discharged during the present year. If 
that pledge was wise, it would seem to be equally as wise that another 
efficient barrier should be interposed between the tax payers of the 
State, and the unrestrained power of the Legislature to contract debts 
upon their credit and at their risk. That this power may be abused, 
we now know. That it has been abused, the people now feel; and 
it cannot be a matter of surprise if they shall be found to demand 
protection against future abuses. 

I am certainly as far from entertaining the disposition, as I am from 
claiming the right to pronounce to, or for you, what is public opinion 
upon any subject ; but so far as my observation and means of infor- 
mation enable me to speak, these proposed amendments have been 
very broadly and fully disussed before the people, during the late can- 
vass, have taken deep hold of the public mind, and have been receiv- 
ed with strong favor. It is not given to you to incorporate the pro- 
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visions in, and make them a part of, our Constitution. This is wisely 
left for the people themselves. Your action, if favorable, can only 
prepare the amendments for their final action ; and the reflection that, 
without your favorable co-operation, the people cannot, in the manner 
pointed, out by the Constitution, express their will and choice upon 
these, to them very important propositions, will not fail to incline to- 
wards that reference the minds of all, whose judgments do not de- 
cidedly reject the proposed amendments. 

Our present Constitution has remained the fundamental law for 
nearly a quarter of a century, several amendments having been, in 
that time, adopted in conformity with the provision of that instrument 
for its own amendment. Hitherto that provision has satisfied the pu- 
blic mind, and led to the amendments demanded by the popular feel- 
ing and judgment. I consider it extremely desirable that this should 
continue to be found practically true, and that such a degree of har- 
mony shall, at all times, prevail between the popular will and the le- 
gislative action, in reference to further proposed amendments, as shall 
supersede demands for constitutional change in any other form. Itis 
a matter of public notoriety, that a portion of our citizens have, for 
some time, thought, and still think, that a call for a convention to re- ° 
vise our Constitution, has already become expedient. I[ have been in- 
duced to believe that the desire for amendments upon the very points 
embraced in those now under discussion, and perhaps upon one or 
two others in reference to which, propositions are also now before you, 
has excited this feeling, and given it its present strength. I know 
that a further limitation of the power of the Executive over appoint- 
ments to office is also a subject upon which many desire an amend- 
ment of the Constitution. Speaking personally, I hope I may be be- 
lieved when I say that any curtailment in that branch of the executive 
powers and duties, while I am to be honored with the exercise of 
these high functions, would be most grateful to me; and I am_pre- 
pared further to say, that I believe many of the officers now appoint- 
ed upon the nomination of the Governor, and the consent of the Se- 
_ nate, might be directly elected by the people, or otherwise appointed, 
with equal safety to the public, and more in accordance with the pop- 
ular feeling. If the time shall come, however, when the requisite as-’ 
sent of the legislature shall fail to be obtained, to authorize a submis- 
sion to the people of such propositions for amendments, as a clear 
majority of the freemen of the State shall demand, and believe to be 
necessary for the protection of their rights, discontents will be expe- 
rienced, and other forms of amendment will be proposed and perhaps 
successfully urged. Under this conviction, I feel it to be an impera- 
tive duty, respectfully but earnestly to request you to give to these and 
all other proposed amendments which may come before you, such 
calm, unprejudiced and thorough consideration, as shall be calculated 
to satisfy ofr common constituents with the conclusions to which you 
shall come. 

The instalments of the State debt, falling due after the present year, 
have not been brought into notice in the preceding exposition of the 
condition of the public funds. The last annual report of the Comp- 
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troller exhibits the times of payment of the whole debt, and will show 
that the amounts which become payable in 1846 and 1847 are com- 
paratively small. ‘This may enable the revenues of those years to 
meet those redemptions, and the unpaid balance of the present year ; 
but the sums falling due in the following years are very large, ex- 
ceeding five millions, and will require more than any surplus the 
present revenue can furnish, to preserve the public faith, by making 
these. payments when due. A deferred stock has been suggested as 
a practicable mode of meeting these debits To the extent that the 
current revenues, husbanded with the utmost economy, can furnish 
the means of payment, this course appears to me equally objectionable 
in principle and expediency. A deferred stock, to liberate revenues 
properly applicable to an existing debt, that they may be applied to 
other objects of expenditure, is the first and fatal step towards making 
debt perpetual. 

In any view I am able to take of this portion of our financial affairs, 
I am constrained to believe that the application of the existing revenues 
to the existing debts, so far as the current expenses of tlte public 
service will permit, has become an imperious duty to the whole people, 
that the burden of the present State tax may be removed at the earliest 
practicable day, and that the danger of its recurrence may be obviated 
by a payment of the debts which have rendered it necessary. I also 
believe that true friendship for our system of internal improvements, 
and its safe and certain extension, equally require, and will demand, 
the most speedy payment of the canal debt, and the hberation of the 
present canal revenues from the wasting demands of interest now 
resting upon them. I recommend, therefore, that course of financial 
legislation, which shall make these the prominent objects of its policy. 

Our financial condition is by no means desperate. ‘The rapid ac- 
cumulation of debt was arrested, before it had so far surpassed the 
power of our revenues as to render a return within the limits of a 
sound condition hopeless. ‘The able expositions of 1842, and the 
sound legislation of that year, satisfied the people of this fact, and the 
taxation necessary to render this return safe and sure was cheerfully 
submitted to. ‘The improvement of the revenues of the canals has 
already laid the foundation of a sinking fund, rendering the speedy 
reduction of that debt certain, if aided by the whole power of those 
revenues. Retrenchment of expenditures, it is hoped, may do some- 
thing towards bringing the payments from the General Fund within 
its revenues ; and the whole State tax, tor the present year, will at 
least relieve it from the accumulation of further debt, and afford time 
for su strengthening its resources, or diminishing its expenses, as to 
give it power to commence the reduction of its heavy debt. The 
question submitted to us, therefore, is not that submitted to the Legis- 
lature of 1842, whether we will attempt to bring to order and sound- 
ness deranged finances, and restore a fallen credit ; but whether, 
finding our financial condition substantially sound, and our credit high, 
we will maintain both in that desirable condition, and, as soon as it can 
be done consistently with these objects, relieve our whole people from 
the tax which the restoration of 1842 imposed upon them.

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Tt is pleasant to turn from our funds thus loaded with debt, to the 
consideration of others annually dispensing their benefits, without any 
such incumbrances, to objects the most vital to republican institutions. 

The productive capital of the Common School Fund was, on the 
30th day of September last, $1,992,916.35; and the reventes of the 
fund, received into the Treasury during the last fiscal year, amounted 
to $133,826.51. This revenue is, by the terms of the Constitution, 
to be inviolably appropriated and applied to the support of common 
schools throughout the State. .The School Fund was instituted by 
law in 1805, and the constitutional protection of the fund took effect 
on the first day of January, 1823. 3 

It is worthy of remark that the revenues of this fund have at no 
time been anticipated, so as to charge a debt upon them, or upon its 
capital. If distributions to the common schools have been directed 
beyond the power of the revenues of the fund, as they sometimes 
have, the same Jaw has always provided the means from which the 
excess was to be paid, so as to fix no debt upon the fund, or its reve- 
nues. The proceeds of the sales of five hundred thousand acres of 
the public domain of the State, were the first appropriation to this 
fund, and constituted its foundation. 

The immense superstructure which has been reared, upon such a 
basis, and under such management, in a period of forty years, is 
shown by the following statistics, furnished by the Superintendent of 
Common Schools. 

The number of school districts in the State, organized according to 
the school law, is 10,990, from’ 10,857 of which regular reports were 
received during the last year, showing that the average time, during 
which schools were kept open in these districts was eight, months. 
The whole number of children between the ages of five and sixteen 
years, residing in the State, estimating those residing in the city of 
New-York at 80,000, was 696,548; and the whole number of children 
actually taught in the district schools of the State was 709,156, being 
more than 50,000 beyond the number taught during the preceding 

ear. 

¥ The whole amount of money distributed from the Treasury of the 
State for the use of the common schools for that year, was $275,000, 
and the amount actually paid during the year, for the wages of com- 
mon school teachers, was $992,222.03. The number’of volumes re- 
ported as being in the school district libraries, was 1,038,396. ‘These 
returns also show, that 37,531 scholars had been, during some portion 
of the year, in attendance upon private and select schools, out of the 
city of New-York, and it is estimated that at least an equal number 
were in attendance upon like schools in that city, making more than 
65,000 children thus taught, not including those taught in the acade- 
mies and other incorporated literary institutions. | 

[ do not think it expedient to go more at large into the statistics of 
our common schools, in this communication, as they will be fully laid 
‘before you in the annual report of the Superintendent, and will be 
found to possess an intrinsic interest certain to command your most 
anxious attention. 
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These facts, however, present evidence both striking and satisfac 
tory of the immense extent of public benefit, which revenues, mode- 
rate in amount, but unincumbered by debt and interest, may work 
out, in so limited a term of years. It is true the School Fund has 
from time to time been moderately aided in its annual, distributions, 
from the Treasury, and that now and for several years past, it has re- 
ceived, and is now receiving, one hundred and sixty-five thousand 
dollars per annum from the interest of the United States Deposite 
Fund, a sum greater than its whole annual revenue. ‘This authorizes 
the enlarged distribution directed by law to be now annually made for 
the benefit of the common schools. 

No public fund of the State is so unpretending, yet so all pervad- 
ing; so little seen, yet so universally felt; so mild in its exactions, 
yet so bountiful in its benefits ; so little feared or courted, and yet so 
powerful, as this fund for the support of common schools. The other 
funds act upon the secular interests of society, its business, its plea- 
sures, its pride, its passions, its vices, its misfortunes. ‘This acts 
upon its mind and its morals. Education is to free institutions, what 
bread is to human life, the staff of their existence. The office of this 
fund is to open and warm the soil, and sow the seed, from which this 
element of freedom must grow and ripen into maturity, and the health 
or sickliness of the growth will measure the extent and security of our 
liberties. ‘The thankfulness we owe to those who have gone before 
us, for the institution of this fund, for its constitutional protection, and 
for its safe and prudent administration hitherto, we can best repay by 
imitating their example, and improving upon their work as the in- 
creased means placed in our hands shall give us the ability. 

Few, if any instances are upon record, in which a fund of this de- 
scription has been administered, and its bounties dispensed, through 
a period of forty years, with so few suspicions, accusations or com- 
plaints of the interference of either political or religious biases to dis- 
turb the equal balance by which its benefits should be extended to 
our whole population. This should continue as it has been. Our 
School Fund is not instituted to make our children and youth either 
partizans in politics, or sectarians in religion; but to give them edu- 
cation, intelligence, sound principles, good moral habits, and a free 
and independent spirit; in short, to make them American freemen 
and American citizens, and to qualify them to judge and choose for 
themselves in matters of politics, religion and government. Such an 
administration of the fund as shall be calculated to render this quali- 
fication the most perfect for the mature mind, with the fewest influ- 
ences tending to bias the judgment, or incline the choice, will be the 
most consonant with our duties, and with the best interests of our 
constituents. Under such an administration, education will flourish 
most, and the peace and harmony of society be best preserved. 

Our common school system has been so long a prominent subject 
of legislation, as to have become matured and perfected in many of 
its most important features. With it, our whole community are fa- 
miliarly acquainted, and it is quite unnecessary for me to detain you 
by remarking upon it. | 
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The subject of the proper education and qualifications of the teach- 
ers of common schools, is one of primary interest, as it has been 
found to be of prominent difficulty, in the execution of our school 
laws. It has so frequently occupied the able pens of my predeces- 
sors upon occasions like this, and of our distinguished scholars and 
statesmen, who have interested themselves in the prosperity of our 
common schools, and the cause of education generally, as to leave 
for me little more than to invite your anxious attention to this part of 
the system, and to the existing provisions of our laws relating to it. 
Some recent legislation, affecting the management and inspection of 
schools, the licensing of teachers and their future education, is at- 
tracting considerable attention, and exciting some interest, in portions 
of the State. The substitution of a county superintendent of schools, 
in the place of the former town commissioners, has given rise to dis- 
contents in some of the counties, and the proposition to establish a 
school at the seat of government for the education of teachers, ap- 
pears to be creating serious apprehensions in the minds of portions 
of our citizens. 

It is feared that an institution for the education of teachers for our 
common schools, under the superintendence of officers of the State 
government, and dependent upon the public patronage and bounty, 
will lead to influences of a dangerous character; that teachers so sent 
out, if the law shall not make them so, may feel themselves to be a 
preferred and a privileged class, and that the tendencies may be to 
incline them to use efforts to impress their pupils favorably towards 
the government to which they feel indebted, and the system which 
has given them preferment; that a uniform religious and sectarian, 
as well as political feeling may come to pervade such an institution, 
and through the teachers there educated, be disseminated in the com- 
mon schools ; and thit in the end, a species of government establish- 
ment may grow up, giving a cast to the education and political and 
religious opinions of our youth, dangerous in its influences and results. 
Apprehensions of this character have been pressed upon me, with 
evidences of popular feeling upon these subjects entitled to respect, 
and I feel bound therefore to lay them before you. 

In the same connection it is my duty to say that communications 
from other sources, equally intelligent and respectable, have been re- 
ceived, appreciating most highly these provisions of the existing laws, 
as great improvements In our common school system, and as pro- 
mising the most auspicious results, without affording any just ground 
for the apprehensions to which I have alluded. 

My opportunities for personal observation have not been sufficient 
to enable me to form an opinion as to the practical workings of the 
change from the town commissioners to the county superintendents, 
and I do not feel qualified to make any suggestion or recommendation 
in regard to it. If there be abuses of a serious character, they will 
‘doubtless be laid before you, with the evidences of their existence, 
and you will then be able to determine whether the defect be in the 
law, or in its administration, and to apply the remedy which the evil 
shown shall require. 
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The school for the education of teachers cannot yet have afforded 
any evidence of the groundlessness or justice, of the apprehensions 
to which I have referred, and I have not myself studied the subject 
so as to authorize me to pronounce an opinion, or to interpose any 
recommendations respecting it. I shall have discharged my duty, 
therefore, in presenting the point to you, with the suggestions upon 
both sides, and the expression of my conviction that those who take 
either are governed by the purest wishes for the steady and secure 
advancement of our system of education. 

The school in question is located at the capital, and is therefore, at 
all times, within the reach of your personal inspection. It would 
scarcely be deemed reasonable, after its institution at the public ex- 
pense, to condemn it in advance, and withouta trial; but should you 
become satisfied, from intimate inspection, or other reasonable proofs, 
that it produces, or is likely to produce, the malign influences which 
have been anticipated, it will then be your duty to abolish it. And if, 
on the other hand, this system shall be found to realize the anticipations 
of its friends, without bringing with it any of the dangers or abuses ap- 
prehended by others, it may be confidently expected that the objections 
alluded to will be abandoned, as unsupported by experience. 

The Literature Fund is also devoted to the purposes of education. 
Its capital, at the close of the last fiscal year, amounted to $268,- 
990.57, and the revenues received into the ‘Treasury during that year 
were $18,490.34. This fund receives $28,000 annually from the 
interest of the United States Deposite Fund, and its revenues are dis- 
tributed to the incorporated @cademies of the State, under the direc- 
tion of the Regents of the University. As the conditions upon which 
academies are permitted by the Regents to participate in the dividends 
from this fund, the incorporation must own real estate and buildings 
of the value of $2,500 over and above any incumbrances thereon, 
and must have a fund invested and yielding annual interest for the 
term of twenty years, equal to at least $2,000. ‘The increase of 
the number of academies participating annually in the distribution 
from this fund, by bringing themselves within these conditions, fur- 
nishes one strong evidence of the rapid advancement of education in 
the State, and of the very general diffusion of a grade of education 
beyond that ordinarily acquired in the common schools. ‘The means 
necessary to purchase the lots, erect the buildings, and establish the 
funds for these numerous academies, are mostly if not entirely drawn 
from the voluntary contributions of private citizens, and of our incor- 
porated villages and towns; and their collection and application evince 
in a gratifying manner, the lively interest taken by our people in the 
_ great cause of education. The annual report of the Regents of the 
University will place before you the condition of these institutions for 
the past year. 

The capital of the United States Deposite Fund is $4,014,520.71, 
the proportion received by this state of the surplus moneys in the 
treasury of the United States, deposited with the States for safe keep- 
ing by the act of Congress of 1836. ‘This money was loaned by the 
State to the several counties, as the safest mode of investment, the 
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faith of the State being pledged for the return of the principal without 
interest, whenever the United States shall demand the re-payment of 
‘the same. The interest has been appropriated almost exclusively to 
the purposes of education, a single thousand dollars per annum to 
the New-York Eye Infirmary being, as I believe, the only exception. 

The opinion is entertained in some quarters, that too large a pro- 
portion of this fund has been appropriated to the use of the colleges 
and academies of the State, and that an invidious distinction is made 
in their favor as compared with the appropriation to the common 
schools. ‘This conclusion appears to rest upon the fact, said to be 
ascertained, that the dividend per scholar, from the public funds, is 
greater to these institutions than to the common schools. I have not 
ascertained how this fact may be, nor does it strike me as a Very sa- 
tisfactory foundation for the conclusion if it be as stated. These insti- 
tutions are entitled to the public patronage and bounty so far, and 
only so far, as they are valuable and useful auxiliaries in the great 
cause of education generally, and especially in supplying the common 
schools with competent and qualified teachers, and improved modes 
of instruction, and in otherwise sustaining and elevating the standard 
of instruction in those schools. ‘These, as it appears to me, should 
be the great objects of legislative grants to them, and the measure of 
such grants. ‘The institutions must be sustained in a healthful and 
flourishing condition, or the accomplishment of these objects can not 
be expected from them. ‘They must be supplied with competent 
teachers, or they can not send forth those competent to teach. The 
value of useful and proper class-books nqst be known and appreciated 
in them, or they can not commend such books for other schools. ‘The 
standard of education in them must be sound and elevated, or they 
will not contribute to maintain such a standard in the common schools. 
Their healthfulness, therefore, or their need, in a pecuniary sense, 
would seem to me to be a more safe and more just guide to the legis- 
lature than any rule of distribution per scholar. ‘The common schools 
should never be suffered to languish for the want of the means grant- 
ed to these institutions; nor should the colleges and academies be 
permitted to decline and suffer, that the means which would sustain 
them may be granted to well supplied and healthful common schools. 
Either «xtreme would be equally unwise, impolitic and hurtful. All 
are parts, and essential parts, of one great and valuable and essential 
plan of education, and sickliness in any branch must soon be felt 
throughout the whole system. ‘The common schools are the princi- 
pal and these institutions are the auxiliaries, essential auxiliaries, and 
that legislation which shall preserve the most equal and uniform 
soundness aud activity and vigor, throughout the whole, will be the 
most politic, the most wise, and the most just. 

Having no information in regard to the condition and wants of these 
various institutions, | am unable to pronounce an opinion upon the 
propriety of the present appropriations from the revenues of this fund. 
{ can only, therefore, recommend the rule I have laid down upon this 
subject for your consideration ; being well convinced that, if your 
examinations shall satisfy you that these appropriations are in con- 
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formity with it, you will find no cause to change them; while, if you 
shall find any essential departure from it, that you will make the 
changes which the healthful action of our whole system of education 
ehall seem to require. 

By a Jaw passed on the 10th day of April, 1838, principal moneys 
of the United States Deposite Fund paid, were directed to be trans- 
mitted to the State Treasury and not reloaned, that they might be 
applied in extinguishment of the debt standing against that fund, due 
to the Canal Fund. Payments of principal money have been made to 
an amount sufficient to extinguish that debt, and it is submitted for 
your consideration whether this law ought not to be repealed, and 
the authority of the commissioners of loans to reloan the principal 
moneys of the fund, originally conferred by the 28th section of the act 
of the 4th of April, 1837, be thus restored. It is important that these 
principal moneys be made constantly productive, that the appropria- 
tions of the revenue from them to the objects before named may be 
regularly met, and no other mode of investment appears to me to offer 
the same security with an equal rate of interest. As a mere financial 
question, therefore, separate from the consideration of accommodation 
to the inhabitants of the respective counties, it appears to me that the 
authority to reloan these moneys should be restored. | 

Our penitentiary system has been a subject of primary solicitude 
and deep legislative care, for a long series of years. In its early 
stages, next to the prevention and punishment of crime, the heavy 
burden upon the public treasury, and the removal of that burden, by 
making the labor of the convicts pay the expenses of their punish- 
ment, was the object most anxiously sought. It was finally reached 
through radical changes in the construction of our prisons, and the 
improvement in prison discipline which those changes rendered prac- 
ticable. JI entertain the impression that our State was the first to 
bring about the accomplishment of these great improvements in the 
construction and police of prisons, and with them the equally impor- 
tant result of making them support themselves. Various accidents, 
since that desirable point was first reached, such as the construction 
of new buildings, additions to, and improvements of the old, and a 
necessity for changing the labor of the convicts from employment to 
which they had become accustomed, to that which they were to learn, 
have created calls upon the Treasury for aid to support the State pri- 
sons; but, as an ordinary rule, when the labor of the convicts has 
been directed to support alone, itis believed that it has fully met 
that charge, and, for some years, it has yielded a very considerable 
surplus. 

The reports made to me by the inspectors of the prisons at Au- 
burn and Mount-Pleasant, present both these institutions at present in 
a sound and prosperous state, the health of the prisoners ordinarily 
good, the discipline carefully preserved, and the avails of the labor of 
the convicts for the current year, promising to meet the expenses of 
the prison. | 

The number of male prisoners in the Mount-Pleasant Prison has 
increased one hundred, comparing the year 1844, with 1843, but 
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more than half that increase is accounted for by the transfer of thirty 
prisoners from Auburn, and the addition of eight counties to that pri- 
son district. ‘The whole number there confined on the 30th Septem- 
ber last, was eight hundred and sixty-three. ‘The number of female 
convicts at Mount-Pleasant, at the same period, was seventy-two, 
four less than the number at the close of the preceding year. The 
whole expenses of the prison, for the last fiscal year, amounted to 
$64,215.03, which the inspectors say is less, by from two to four- 
teen thousand dollars per year, than the expenses of the three pre- 
ceding years, and they anticipate that the avails of the labor of the 
convicts, for the current year, will be equal to the support of the pri- 
son. ‘This report makes several important suggestions for diminish- 
ing the expense and improving the condition of this prison, and es- 
pecially as to a sufficient supply of pure water; but as the annual 
report of the inspectors to the Legislature will doubtless present these 
subjects, together with all the statistics in reference to the prison, 
more fully than I could do in this communication, I respectfully refer 
you to that document, when it shall be laid before you, and invite 
your attention to its statements and recommendations. 

The number of prisoners confined at Auburn on the 30th of No- 
vember last, was seven hundred and fifty-five, being but twelve more 
than at the close of the previous year, but it should be borne in mind 
that the transfer to the Mount-Pleasant Prison, of thirty of the Au- 
burn convicts, probably diminished the number remaining in the lat- 
ter prison to about the same extent, while the change of the prison 
districts would have diminished the number of commitments for the 
latter portion of the year. ‘The whole expenses of this prison for the 
last fiscal year, were $68,107.40, but this included some five thou- 
sand dollars of debts standing over from previous years, which were 

aid during the last year, from a special appropriation made from the 
Treasury for that purpose. ‘Thé earnings of the prisoners employed 
upon contracts, during the last year, amounted to $52,389.10, and 
the same earnings, for the current year, are estimated at $60,000, 
while the expenses of the prison for the year, for general support 
and repairs, are estimated at the same sum. ‘The report from this 
prison contains many interesting facts, relating to the discipline and 
moral and intellectual condition of the convicts, but which, as they 
will probably be repeated in the annual report of the inspectors to the 
Legislature, and as they call for no action on your part, I omit to 
notice. ) 

For several years previous to the last, extensive complaints were 
made, on the part of the mechanics of the State, against the manner 
of employing the convict labor in the State Prisons as particularly un- 
just and oppressive upon them as a class of our citizens. ‘The ordi- 
nary branches of mechanical and manufacturiug labor chosen for the 
occupations of the ®prisoners, and the manner of employing them in 
the branches selected, by hiring their labor to mechanics and manu- 
facturers in those trades, it was urged, raised up an unequal and un- 
fair competition in favor of those employers against their: fellow citi- 
zens of the same trades, but without that facility to procure cheap 
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labor ; that the State could afford to hire out these convicts at a rate of 
wages merely equal to their own support, in the economical way in 
which that support is provided in the prisons, because the services of 
the laborer were to cost it nothing more; that such labor could be 
made to supply the market with a better article, at a less price, and 
greater profit, than the mechanic or manufacturer can do, who has not 
the benefit of this artificial standard to govern the wages of his labor- 
ers. 

A further ground of complaint was that this mode of employing 
the convicts, thus constituting them mechanics confined to a few trades 
and those, to a great extent the most common, and necessarily follow- 
ed in all parts of the State, was throwing the whole body of these 
State criminals, after their discharge from prison, upon that particular 
‘class of society, and making them the associates of the apprentices 
and journeymen in those trades. 

The last legislature considered these complaints worthy of an effort 
to change the policy, and authorized the erection of anew State prison 
in the iron region of the State, with a view to the employment of the 
convicts in mining, making iron and such branches of the manufacture 
of iron as are not commonly practised by the mechanics of the State. 
A site has been selected for the proposed prison, by the persons, and 
in the manner, pointed out in the law, located in the county of Clinton. 
Two hundred acres of land have been purchased, including what is 
believed to be a very extensive bed of iron oar, of excellent quality ; 
and the location, with reference to coal, water, and other requisites for 
the proposed business, is considered very favorable. ‘The annual re- . 
port of the agent of the proposed prison, will place you in possession 
of all the facts important for your action in furtherance of this experi- 
ment to change the labor of the convicts in our prisons. Your pre- 
decessors adopted and established the policy of the measure, and $17,- 
500 have been paid for this site for a prison, as one important step to- 
wards the execution of their law. A plan for the new prison miki 
company the report of the agent, and further appropriations will doubt- 
less be wanted to enable him to proceed with the erection of it, and 
the necessary buildings for the propesed manufacture of iron. Of 
the dmount of appropriations which will be necessary, [am not ad- 
vised, but you will be informed by that officer, and presented by him 
with the facts and views upon which his estimate is based. . 

The course having been deliberately resolved upon, it should be 
prosecuted with energy and good faith, and the work should be has- 
tened as rapidly as the means at your command applicable to it, and 
true economy of expenditure will permit. Still those who feel an in- 
terest in the accomplishment of the change should constantly bear in 
mind that time is required ; that the work to be performed, and the 
expense to be incurred, must be very great, before the revolution pro- 
posed can be perfected, even if the experiment should be attended with 
complete success, The enterprise is one of deep interest, but one 
which impatient haste may endanger and cannot serve. 

The public charities of the State form another class of objects for 
your paternal care. Among them no one stands more prominent than 
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the provision made for the insane, and especially for the insane poor. 
The State Lunatic Asylum, lately established at Utica, is particularly 
designed for the relief of this most unfortunate class of our fellow be- 
ings, and the munificence of preceding legislatures towards it, and the 
promptness with which the counties and towns of the State availed 
themselves of its benefits, afford the highest evidence of the strength 
of that charity in the affections of our people. There is not, perhaps, 
an instance upon record where a public institution of that description 
and extent has been so promptly filled with patients, and certainly few 
where the happy result of entire restoration to reason, considering the 
condition of the patients when received and the duration of the malady 
before that time, have borne a greater proportion to the whole number 
of cases treated. ‘There were in the asylum, at the commencement 
of the last year, 196 patients, and received into it during the year 
275, making the whole number of cases within the year 471. Of 
this number 132 were discharged cured, 47 improved, 16 not improved, 
and 16 died, leaving 260 patients in the institution at the close of the 
year. Of this number 131 were males and 129 females, and patients 
were included from forty-nine of the fifty-nine organized counties of 
the State. 

The patients remaining, at the close of the year, filled the asylum 
and indeed crowded it; but all poor patients chargeable to the towns 
and counties had been received, and there were a number in addition 
supported by their friends, or from their own means. The price of 
board during the year was reduced from $2.50 to $2 per week, and 
yet the income of the institution was expected to equal the expenses, 
so as to call for no new appropriation for general support. Under the 
appropriation already made for enlarging the asylum, additional ac- 
commodations for 200 patients are commenced. ‘This appropriation 
was $60,000, of which but $6,000 have been drawn from the Trea- 
sury, so that, although no further appropriation may be required, 
means to enable the ‘Treasury to meet the existing one are to be pro- 
vided. As the managers of this institution are required to make an 
annual report to the Legislature, I forbear to go further into its parti- 
cular condition, except to say that the presentation furnished to me is 
a most encouraging and gratifying one, both with reference to the 
liberality of the State towards the insane, and the faithful and suc- 
cessful application of its means by the managers and officers of the 
asylum. 

There were in the lunatic asylum at Bioomingdale at the com- 
mencement of the last year, one hundred patients; received up to 
the 6th day of December one hundred and two, and discharged ninety- 
nine, leaving in the institution, on the last named day, one hundred 
and three. 

As the fiscal'and calendar year are the same at this institution, it 
has not been in the power of its officers to lay before me the condi- 
tion of its pecuniary affairs, for the last year, but a communication 
from the resident physician informs me that it will not vary materially 
from that of the year 1843, as reported to the Legislature during its 
last session. A referénce to that report will show that the financial 
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affairs of the asylum appeared then to be in a fairly healthful state. 
The resident physician gives a favorable and encouraging account of 
the condition and treatment of the patients in the institution, and thinks 
it will bear a comparison with any similar institution in the world, 
and he seem’ to speak from a very extensive experience and exami- 
nation. - 

~The annual report to the Legislature, of the Governors of the 
New-York Hospital, of which this Asylum is a branch, will put you 
in possession of all the necessary information in relation to both insti- 
tutions. The State pays an annual annuity to the hospital of $12,500, 
and to the asylum of $10,000. 

The principal of the institution for the education of the deaf and 
dumb in the city of New-York has laid before me an interesting state- 
ment of the condition of that school, but as the fiscal closes with the 
calendar year, the state of its finances for the last year could not be 
given. 

The number of deaf mutes resident in the institution on the second 
of December last, was one hundred and eighty-five, of whom three 
were connected with the department of instruction, seven with the 
mechanical department, seven were employed in domestic household 
duties, and one hundred and sixty-five were pupils of the school. 

The sums received, and to be received, from the State, from the 
various appropriations to this institution, were estimated to amount, 
for the year, to something more than twenty-two thousand dollar 
and it was slated that some of the laws making these appropriations 
are about to expire. An intimation was also given that additional aid — 
was desirable and might be asked. Many other interesting facts were 
stated in relation to the institution, and the advancement of education, 
and improvement in the modes of instruction, but as all will be more 
fully placed before you in an annual report from the managers, to be 
laid before you early in your session, I omit a reference to them here. 

- Next to the deprivation of reason the subjects of this charity make 
the strongest appeal to the public sympathies, and will doubtless com- 
mand your guardian care. In the present embarrassed condition of 
the General Fund and the deficient state of its revenues, I cannot feel 
authorized to recommend an increase of the already very liberal pa- 
tronage extended to this institution. It will doubtless be your plea- 
sure to continue that already extended, so far as the revenues relied 
upon to meet the present appropriations, and the state of the public 
treasury will warrant. 

The New-York Institution for the Blind is another public charity 
only second to the two which have been mentioned. A statement 
from yhe corresponding secretary ‘of the incorporation gives the pre- 
sent number of pupils at one hundred and ten, of whom eighty-eight 
are supported by the State at the annual expense of one hundred and 
thirty dollars each. This will amount to $11,440 per annum, paid 
from the public treasury for the education of pupils in this school for 
the blind. The account given of the advancement of these unfortu- 
nate children in the various branches of education, in the science of 
music, and in mechanical and manufacturing industry is one of deep 
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interest, and it is a matter of profound regret that, with this liberal 
patronage from the State, the funds of the institution are not such as 
to preserve it, from embrrassments, which limit its usefulness. ‘The 
Managers suppose they can derive a benefit from certain alterations 
and extensions of their cliarter, which will aid in relieving these em- 
barrassments, among which is the permission to constitute this insti- 
tution an asylum, as well asa school, for the blind. My acquaint- 
ance with the subject does not enable me to judge of the propriety of 
this extension of the charter; but I invite your careful attention to the 
request, convinced that it will. receive your favora! le action, unless 
there shall be sound objections against it. 

It is a most gratifying reflecticn, that during all the period of our 
late financial embarrassments, driving us to the necessity of direct 
taxation, our expendi'ures for education, for the maintenance of our 
penitentiaries, and for the liberal support of our public charities, have 
not merely not been diminished, but have been increased and extend- 
ed, at least to keep pace with our increasing population. ‘This single 
fact speaks volumes in favor of the intelligence, patriotism, and public 
spirit of our people. 

Few subjects connected with this communication have been pressed 
upon me with so much earnestness, since the close of the late election, 
as the necessity of some additional legal provisions to secure the in- 
dependent and unbiased exercise of the elective franchise, and the 
purity of the ballot box, especially from the corrupting influence of 
money. No subject can possess deeper interest to the freemen of our 
state and country, or be more vitally important to the very existence 
of our political institutions. Without, however, detaining you with 
remarks to establish a position which will be instantly conceded and 
fully appreciated, I will proceed directly to the points to which I 
propose to confine my suggestions. 

One of the prominent complaints is that efforts are made, and suc- 
cessfully made, to'defeat the policy of our present law, intending to 
secure to the elector the privilege of keeping his vote from the sight 
or inspection of the officers of the election, or any one else, and its 
character known to himself only. By the law, if he chooses to hand 
his ballot to the inspector closely folded, the law prohibits the in- 
spector, upon pain of severe punishment for a misdemeanor, from so 
opening it as to expose the names of the persons voted for upon it. 
The law, however, requires that the ballot should be labelled upon 
the outside ; and if folded, it must be so folded as to leave this label 
visible. ‘This is made one of the means of defeating the protection 
intended to be thrown around the elector, by enabling him to keep the 
character of his vote a profound secret from all the world but Ifimself, 
if he should choose to do so. This:label, as a general remark, must 
be printed, and the character of the type is made to designate the 
political complexion of the vote within, as plainly, to those who under- 
stand the design, as would the inspection of the names upon the ballot. 
In this way the influence of the employer over the feelings and fears 
of the employed, is as fully and forcibly exerted, as if the latter were 
required to give a viva voce vote, or deposit an open ballot. So the 
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description and color of the paper upon which ballots are printed is 
often resorted to for the same purpose ; and in this way the spirit and 
intention of the law, to protect the elector in the independent exercise 
of his own free choice, are circumvented and defeated. 

I do not know that it is possible, by legislation, to reach and prevent 
all these devices unduly and improperly to influence the free choice 
of the elector; but it does appear to me that all the abuses growing 
out of the use of a label upon the ballot, may, as our law now is, be 
prevented by a very slight modification. When there is not a pre- 
sidential election, and when no amendments to the Constitution are to 
be voted upon, we now have but one ballot box and one ballot, and 
then manifestly no label can be required. I can see no cause to ap- 
prehend inconvenience or injury, by such an amendment of the law as 
shall render but one box and one ballot necessary at any time.. The 
persons voted for as electors of president and vice-president may be 
as well designated upon the state ticket, as upon a separate one, and 
the opinion of the elector upon any constitutional amendment can be 
as well expressed upon that as upon a separate ballot. Nor do I think 
the addition to the size of the ballot, in either of these cases, would 
produce any serious objection. 

I respectfully submit these suggestions for your consideration, con- 
fident that, as far as you shall find it practicable, you will defend the 
elector in the enjoyment of that impunity from improper influences, in 
giving his vote, which it has ever been the policy of our law to secure 
to him. 

Another point of much more serious complaint, is the extensive and 
rapidly increasing practice of betting upon elections, and the interested, 
selfish, and corrupting tendencies which it exerts upon the election 
itself. It is true, that bets so made cannot now be recovered by action, 
or payment enforced in any legal manner, and that property or money 
staked, or even paid over upon a bet, may be recovered back in a suit 
at law ; and yet it is equally true, that a public opinion exists, almost 
universally, so strongly condemnatory of the conduct of him, who, 
having made a bet, refuses the payment; or, having paid, seeks to 
recover back the money, as to have almost the force of positive law to 
compel the payment. Indeed, instances have existed, when bankruptcy 
has been the consequence to the losing party, and yet pecuniary ruin 
has been preferred to a resort to the protection of this statute. Under 
such a state of things, the law is wholly ineffective to prevent the 
practice, as its alarming increase too clearly proves. 

Still the evil influences of the practice upon our elections, and the 
propriety of interposing by legislation to avert them, are fully recog- 
nized in the present law. ‘These improper and corrupting influences 
have made themselves manifest to the whole body of our freemen, 
and constitute a theme of almost universal complaint. Upon the party 
to the wager, they are all controlling. His ear and his mind, from 
the moment his money is staked, are closed against argument, or 
reason, or examination, either as to the questions involved, or the 
candidates presented for his suffrage. He must so vote and so act as 
to win his bet, and the welfare of the country becomes an entirely 
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secondary consideration. His appeals to all over whom he may hope 
to exert an influence, are to save himself from loss, and help him to 
win the money of his opponent, not to examine and inquire how they 
may best serve their country by their votes, 

The manner in which this evil practice extends itself, presents ano- 
ther and even stronger reason for its more effectual suppression. . It 
operates as a positive coercion upon many who are really unwilling to 
make bets, because it is made a test, by the members of the contend- 
ing parties, of the confidence of each other in the strength of their 
cause and their candidates, and their final party success. The offer 
of the bet is often the consequence of heated discussion and strong 
partizan feeling, made by one who, without excitement, would neither 
offer nor accept a bet upon an election, and yet once made and reluc- 
tantly accepted, the same coercion prevents either party from receding; 
the wager remains, and they become parties to a bet upon the pending 
election, and subject to all the selfish and corrupting influences which 
have been described, though both feeling a repugnance to the practice. 
To avert these evil influences from such parties, and save them from 
the coercion of so artificial and imaginary a test of political sincerity 
- and confidence, if it can be done without a violation of principle, is ° 
certainly most desirable, and would be a valuable improvement in our 
legislation. 

Many have suggested disfranchisement as the penalty of becoming 
a party to a bet, upon the very rational ground that he should not be 
permitted to vote at all, whose vote is to be governed by his private 
interests, and not with reference to the public good. ‘This suggestion, 
however plausibly urged, we have not the constitutional power to 
adopt. ‘The constitution of our State declares the qualifications and 
disqualifications of the voter, and does not give to the Legislature 
the right to subtract from the one or add tothe other. Its whole power 
in the matter is to pass laws for ascertaining the constitutional quali- 
fications. ‘The suggestion which strikes me with most force, and as 
most likely to arrest the practice of betting, is to make it punishable 
criminally ; to subject the parties to every bet made upon the result 
of an election, to indictment, and upon conviction, to punishment by 
a fine, to be graduated by the amount of the wager, and to all the 
costs of the prosecution. If the fine be given entirely to the com- 
plainant, the probability of prosecution, and consequently of arresting 
the evil will be strengthened. 

No valid objection in principle against such a law has occurred to 
me. ‘lhe deleterious influence of this species of gambling upon the 
public morals alone, would, it appears to me, justify the passage of a 
law which should make it criminal. And when its corrupt and cor- 
rupting tendencies upon our elections, upon the free and proper exer- 
cise of the elective franchise ; when its influence to bring the impro- 
per expenditure of money into a political canvass, and to apply it 
under the desperate impulse of a gambling spirit, are considered, I 
cannot doubt that the moral and political aspect of the evil will fully 
justify its classification as a crime, and its punishment as such. 

I submit the suggestion, however, with great deference, and in the 
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full conviction that it will not receive your sanction, unless you deem 
it sound in principle, and likely to prove salutary in practice. Such 
a law cannot do less than relieve from coercion those who do not make 
bets from voluntary choice ; as no state of public opinion will be like- 
ly to require of the citizen, that he should violate the law, and sub- 
ject himself to indictment, to manifest his confidence in the correct- 
ness of his political opinions, or the success of his political party ; 
and if any should be reckless enough to challenge him to do it, his 
refusal placed upon this ground, will admit of none of the inferences, 
which constitute the coercion at present felt. 

The use of money at our elections, not connected with wagers, 
has become a subject of universal complaint. The provisions of our 
law are very rigid, and expressly confine the lawful use of money 
upon those occasions to “‘defraying the expenses of printing and’ the 
circulation of votes, hand-bills, and other papers, previous to any 
such election, or for conveying sick, poor, or infirm electors to the 
polls ;” and any candidate for any elective office, or any other person, 
who shall, with intent to promote the election of any particular can- 
didate or ticket, contribute money for any other purpose, is guilty of ' 
a misdemeanor, punishable by fine’ not exceeding two hundred and 
fifty dollars, or by imprisonment not exceeding six months. It is dif- 
ficult to see how provisions of law can be more rigid, and not restrict 
the free publication and circulation of political matter, or prohibit 
offices of kindness to the sick, poor or infirm; and yet it is manifest 
that the evils and mischiefs intended to be prevented by the present 
law, yet exist, and are rapidly and alarmingly augmenting. It is 
impossible to presume that the contributors expect, or intend, to keep 
within their own control, or even to retain a personal knowledge of 
the uses to which their money is applied, as vast purses are frequent- 
ly made up for the avowed purpose of wide distribution throughout 
the counties of the State, and not to meet the lawful expenses of the 
election in the county where the contributors reside, and are voters. 
The forms of the law may be observed in the subscription papers, but 
the spirit of the law is disregarded, if not expressly departed from, 
when the application and use of the money is placed beyond the power 
and knowledge of him who gives it. 

It is worthy of consideration whether contributions in money, for 
any purpose of expenditure, even within the terms of the present law, 
may not be safely confined to the county. If the object is publica- 
tion, let the contributions be in publications and not in money, and 
the expenditure is brought within the terms and provisions of the law, 
by the act of him who contributes the money. It will scarcely be 
contended that the sick, or poor, or infirm, of any one of our coun- 
ties, will be kept from the poll, if money is not contributed from 
another county to defray the expense of conveying them to it. Eve- 
ry county has citizens enough, able and willing to perform that ser- 
vice for their sick and poor and infirm neighbors. 

It has been suggested that this corrupting influence upon our elec- 
tions may be restrained, by limiting the amount, beyond which no can. 
didate and no citizen shall contribute for any purpose. If sucha lim. 
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itation can be imposed and enforced, it will doubtless go far to restrain 
the evil, as it is apparent that very large amounts are paid by com- 
paratively few subscribers. Large contributions cannot be made with 
any regard to the provisions of the existing law, and the contributor 
doubtless contents himself by the reflection that he but gives the mo- 
ney, while, taking no part in its expenditure, he is not responsible 
for any violations of the law to which his act may lead. Such con- 
tributions of money, for such a purpose, cannot fail to lead to abuses, 
and are therefore themselves abuses, and any provision which should 
effectually restrain them, without a violation of principle, would be a 
most important step towards exempting our elections from the poison- 
ous influence of money. } 

Two proposed amendments of the Constitution will call for your 
action, farther to extend our judiciary system. One provides for the 
addition of three associate chancellors to the court of chancery. This 
court has always hitherto consisted of a single judge, but years of 
experience have proved that the labors of no one man are equal to 
the discharge of the duties and the despatch of the business of that 
court. 

The other amendment adds two justices to the bench of the Su- 
preme Court. Formerly this court was composed of five judges, and 
they performed all the duties of the: bench and of the circuits for the 
whole State. At the revision of the Constitution, eight circuit judges 
were provided for, and the judges in bench were reduced to three. 
As with the Court of Chancery, the experience of several years last 
past has conclusively shown that the three justices cannot do the busi- 
ness falling upon this court, and, in both the Supreme Court and 
Court of Chancery, delays of justice are suffered deeply injurious to 
parties, and laying the foundation for just complaints. 

A conviction of the necessity of adding to our judiciary in some 
safe and proper way has long since been produced upon the minds of 
our people, and differences of opinion as to the expedient mode of 
accomplishing the object have prevented amendments of the Constitu- 
tion until this period. With a full view of all the facts, and a full 
knowledge of the necessity of some farther provision upon this sub- 
ject, your immediate predecessors matured the amendments now under 
consideration, and made the preliminary submission of them to our 
common constituents. Most of you have been elected at the election 
when these amendments were before the people, and of course with 
reference to their farther disposition, and I submit them to your action 
conscious that nothing which I could add to the communications of 
my predecessors upon tliis interesting subject, almost annually made 
for the last eight or ten years, would increase your sense of the ne- 
cessity of some provision to reach and cure the evil complained of ; 
and I do not feel competent to enlighten you by any attempt to discuss 
the merits of these particular amendments as compared with other 
propositions which have been, upon various occasions, submitted to 
the Legislature and the public. All the ground of discussion pre- 
sented has been so frequently and so ably occupied, as to place within 
your reach all the views of which the topic is susceptible. 
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If it shall appear to you that these amendments will accomplish 
the object desired, and in as safe and practicable a mode as any other, 
I am sure they will not fail to command your assent in a way which 
will place them before the people for their final action. 

A farther proposed amendment to the Constitution, securing to per- 
sons subject to removal from office by the joint resolution of the two 
Houses of the Legislature, or by the Senate on the recommendation 
of the Governor, the right to information as to the grounds upon 
which it is proposed to remove them, and to be heard in their defence, 
will also demand your action The principle involved in this propo- 
sition, as one of general application, is certainly sound, and in strict 
conformity with the policy and spirit of our law; and no reason occurs 
to me against its application to this class of cases, while, without 
some special and strong ground for the exception, there would seem 
to be abundant reasons why it should be so applied. 

Still another amendment is proposed and will also come before you. 
Its object is to abolish the property qualification required in the Con- 
Stitution to hold a seat in the Senate, or the office of Governor. I 
am not aware that the provision applies to any other offices. The 
qualification is doubtless in conflict with the present policy of our 
laws and feeling of our people, as the day has passed by when the 
title to a freehold is supposed to be a necessary qualification either to 
entitle a citizen to vote, or, to be voted for. I cannot doubt that the 
amendment will meet with your approbation. 

The transactions of the State Agricuitural Society, annually com- 
municated to you, will afford information in relation to that great in- 
terest, so much more full and authentic than any it is in my power 
to lay before you, that I consider my duty best discharged by com- 
mending to your notice that forthcoming communication, without any 
attempt to anticipate its contents. ‘The commanding position which 
that Society has taken, within the last few years, has roused the en- 
ergies of our agriculturists beyond any former example ; and those 
energies have been wisely directed to practical and substantial and 
valuable improvements, in an unusual degree. Societies have been 
organized in about fifty counties, and each year presents the proceed- 
ings of annual fairs in some of them, of which any agricultural popu- 
lation may well be proud. ‘The fairs of the State society already 
rival the best in the Union, and, in very many respects, bear a favorable 
comparison with any in the world. ) 

The appropriation of eight thousand dollars per annum, for a short 
term of years, by the Legislature of 1841, for the encouragement of 
agriculture, seems to have added impetus to these movements; and 
the more rigid system of accountability for the expenditure of the 
money, and its more wise application to real and practical improve- 
ments in agriculture, appear to have given to the appropriation more 
extended utility than has always been visible from like expenditures. 

This law is to expire during the present year, and certainly no body 
of men can be better qualified to determine whether it should be ex- 
tended, than the representatives of the counties where these societies 
exist, where the members of the State society are found, and the in- 
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xuence of their instruction and example is felt, and where the bene- 
fits of these organizations are experienced, if benefits proceed from 
them. ‘. 
The interest involved is not merely the most important committed 
to our charge, but more important than all others, and the only ques- 
tion we have to solve is, whether it will receive that encouragement, 
from a continuance of the appropriation, which ought to be derived 
from the expenditure of that amount of the money of the people, and 
not whether the interest is worthy of that amount of encouragement. 
The decision of the question is referred to you, with the assurance 
that I shall cheerfully concur in any reasonable measure, designed 
and calculated to afford substantial encouragement to the agriculture 
of the State. 

I regret that my duty to communicate to you the condition of the 
State cannot be discharged without bringing to your attention a subject 
of a very different character, but one of deep and pervading interest. 
I refer to the difficulties existing between.the proprietors of certain 
leasehold estates, in several of our counties, and the tenants upon those 
estates. For several years past these difficulties have been accumu- 
lating, and have, from time to time, been the cause-of local disquiet 
more or Jess extensive, and more or less seriously threatening the 
preservation of social order and the public peace, Still, with one or 
two exceptions, the authorities of the counties have been relied upon 
to maintain the law, preserve the peace, and protect the rights, pro- 
perty and persons of the citizens, against any attempt of the ill advised 
to violate either. Resistance was made during the period referred to, 
and sometimes too successfully made, against the officers of justice in 
the discharge of their official duties, but under circumstances leaving 
the hope that misapprehension, acting upon minds suddenly excited, 
had occasioned the resistance, and that time, calm reflection upon the 
magnitude of the offence committed, and more patient and dispassionate 
inquiry into the grounds of complaint, and the wise and proper mode 
of redressing the grievances, if any, which should prove to have real 
existence, would cure the disturbances, and relieve our ordinarily 
peaceful and prosperous communities from the dangers which threa- 
tened them. , 

This reasonable hope has not been realized. An exciting state 
election was made the occasion for an earnest attempt to intermix 
these questions with the general politics of the State, and make them 
tests of election to the legislature. Jt was but reasonable to expect, 
after the appeals made in this form had been patiently listened to, 
maturely considered, and deliberately decided by the freemen of the 
counties before whom the questions were raised, that further efforts, 
in any other manner, to accomplish the objects sought, would be at 
least delayed until the relief expected could have been asked at the 
hands of the Legislature. Even this delay has not been suffered, but 
resistance to the law and its officers has been renewed, in forms and 
under circumstances of the deepest aggravation. Organized bands of 
men, assuming the disguise of savages, with arms in their hands, have 
already bid defiance to the law, its process and its officers, and, in ~ 
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repeated instances, and in more than one county, put the life of the 
sheriff or, his deputies in imminent peril, forcibly taken from them their 
official papers, and burned them in open day, compelling the officer to 
desist from further attempts to discharge his duties. 

These misguided violators of the law, and disturbers of the public 
peace, have not confined their outrages within even this limit. Already 
the lives of two peaceable and unoffending citizens have been taken, 
and, in both instances, when neither the sheriff nor his officers were 
present, and when no attempt was made to serve legal process. 

Minor outrages upon the rights and persons of private individuals, 
and the peace of neighborhoous, had begun to awaken attention to the 
danger of these lawless and passionate proceedings ; but these wanton 
sacrifices of human life, in a manner so unprovoked and causeless 
have given to the whole public mind a shock, which nothing but the 
prompt and effectual restoration of the reign of law and order can 
calm. 

While the question between the proprietors and the tenants was 
whether the leasehold tenures should be perpetuated, or the rents 
should be commuted upon fair and reasonable terms, and fee simple 
titles should be given upon the payment of a capital in money, which 
invested at a stipulated rate would reproduce the rents to the landlord, 
the controversy was one in which the feelings and sympathies of our 
people were deeply enlisted, and strongly inclining in favor of the 
tenants. 

Then the question was, not whether rights of property are to be 
trampled upon, the- obligations of contracts violently resisted, the laws 
of the State set at defiance, the peace of society disturbed, and human 
life sacrificed, but in what way contracts onerous in their exactions, 
and tenures in their nature and character uncongenial with the habits 
and opinions of our people, could be peaceably and justly and con 
stitutionally modified to meet the changed circumstances of the times 
And then I might have invited your careful attention to the considera- 
tions growing out of these issues. ? 

But I feel precluded from discussions of this character, by the 
extravagant and indefensible position given to the controversy by the 
unlawful and violent proceedings of those, who assume to take the 
charge of the rights and interests of the tenants involved in this litiga- 
tion. J say those who assume to take the charge of the rights and 
interests of the tenants in the matter, because I cannot believe that the 
great body of farmers, who are the occupants of these leasehold 
estates, are either parties, or conscious and willing accessories, to 
these violations of the laws of the State, and to high crimes, subjecting 
the perpetrators to punishment in our State prisons. I do not believe 
that they, as a body of men, are prepared to trample upon the rights 
of any class of their fellow citizens, to break up the peace and order ot 
society ; to paralyze the arm of the law, and make might the measure 
of right; to disguise their persons, that they may avoid the responsi- 
bilities of their own acts ; and, least of all, wantonly to sacrifice human 
life in such a controversy. Still, that there are those who have de- 
liberately made up their minds to all these revolting consequences, or 
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who are passionately and thoughtlessly pursuing a course of conduct 
calculated to bring them upon us, the facts which have been adverted 
to conclusively prove. The information communicated to me, how- 
ever, authorizes the belief that this desperate extremity, whether of 
deliberate determination or of thoughtless passion, has been reached 
by comparatively few, and that many of those are not themselves 
tenants, but persons who have, for hire, enlisted themselves into the 
service of the anti-rent associations. I cannot be responsible for the 
truth of this information, as I have no personal knowledge whatever 
in the matter, but it has reached me from sources which I consider 
entitled to my belief. . 

If such be the fact, and there are those engaged in these transactions 
who have no other and deeper personal interest, any appeal to them, 
I fear, would be in vain. If any individual, who enjoys the blessings, 
and seeks for himself and his thé protection, of our free institutions, is 
prepared, upon calm reflection, to serve for hire in such a cause; is 
ready to make himself the instrument of visiting these wrongs upon 
his fellow-citizens, and these evils upon society, for the paltry con- 
sideration of the wages of the day laborer; to him I should address 
myself withont hope. 

To the tenants themselves, who are the real parties to’this contro- 
versy, and whose deepest interests are at stake, I can appeal with 
some confidence. Have they been able to convince themselves, or 
can they convince themselves, that violent wrong to others is the rule 
by which right is to be secured to them? That open and criminal 
resistance to the laws and authorities of the State is the way in which 
they are to find peace and security tor themselves and their families ? 
That a course tending to disgrace, if not to subvert, our republican 
institutions, can lead to wealth or prosperity or happiness, for them 
and theirs ? Have they reflected that the very theory upon which our 
government is instituted, is equal protection to all, and that the strong 
arm of our constitution and laws is the security of the feeble and de- 
pendent against the wealthy and powerful? It is for man, not money, 
for the tenant, not the landlord, for the laborer, not the employer, that 
the protection of the law, and its faithful execution, are most required ; 
and when the former shall take weapons in their hands to break down 
and destroy that. protection and security, they but invite the invasion 
of the latter upon their rights and privileges and liberties, by a removal 
of the only obstacle against a successful assault. | 

Under this view of their rights and interests, to say nothing of their 
duties to society and their country, can they believe it wise to persist 
in the course they have taken? ‘To countenance and sustain those 
who openly set the laws at defiance, and who pursue a course calcu- 
lated to subvert the government of our country itself, and this without 
proposing to take any step towards the final adjustment of the dis- 
puted rights and questions involved in the controversy, other than that 
which is taken by the criminal exertion of physical force? Are not 
the associated tenants conscious that many of those, who apparently 
act with them, are influenced by the coercion of fear? And do 
they not know that threats have been used to force individuals into 
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the associations and to deter them from seceding? Is it not true 
also that one of the avowed objects of the combination is to prevent 
individual tenants from making voluntary payment of rent, or from 
purchasing a title from their landlords, upon any terms however fair 
and liberal, and for any consideration however reasonable and just, 
unless the association shall first yield its assent to the compromise ? 
Here, then, is resistance not only against the leases as they are, but 
also resistance against such a change of the leases as shall remove 
their ground of complaint. 

Is it not moreover true that a system of rent assessed upon the 
lands is rigidly enforced, to meet the expenses of this organization, 
more obnoxious to the principle and spirit of freedom than the leases 
themselves? And are there not involuntary contributors, from whom 
payment is coerced by means much less defensible than those which 
the landlords attempt to use to collect the rents ? 

Again, I ask, can it be that the tenants, indstrious and worthy far- 
mers as they are, can either hope, or wish, to sustain a position so 
unnatural, by means so wholly indefensible? Will they not reflect 
upon the dangers they may incur as accessories to the crimes com- 
mitted by their disguised agents, if they continue to pay their money 
to support and sustain those agents in their illegal proceedings. After 
what has already transpired, can they say to their own consciences, 
much less to a jury of their country, that they make these contribu- 
tions in ignorance of the uses to which their money is to be applied, 
or that, with such knowledge, they do not make themselves, morally 
at least, if not legally, accessories to all the offences to which these 
contributions may lead ? 

If, however, there shall be those among the tenants whose passions 
or prejudices are too strong to be overcome by these and like consi- 
derations, may [| not finally appeal to those who have become reluc- 
tant members of these mistaken associations, and who have been made 
to contribute of their means, or by their names, to sustain such illegal 
and criminal proceedings, now to step boldly out and resume their 
duties to society and their country? To take the side of the Constitu- 
tion and the law, against the violators of both, and to show that their 
intentions were not criminal, and their objects not subversive of our 
free and glorious institutions, by manfully lending their aid to prevent, 
or detect and punish crime, and to preserve the order and peace of the 
community ? | 

In any event, if these appeals to our fellow-citizens shall not be 
listened to, upon us rests the responsibility of furnishing the necessary 
aid to the ministers of the law, to enable them to perform their duties, 
and to arrest and bring to trial and punishment those who shall un- 
lawfully resist them. The power of the county is confided to the 
sheriff, and upon him rests the duty of calling it into exercise, as far 
as need may be, to enable him to enforce the laws, and to protect the 

roperty and rights and lives of the persons within his bailiwick. 
his power is given without qualification, other than the measure of 
the necessity which calls it into exercise. It extends to every male 
inhabitant of the county of sufficient age to render effective assistance, 
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and to be able to comprehend the duties and responsibilities of the ci- 
tizen ; and it is upon the peril of indictment and punishment that any 
such inhabitant disregards, or disobeys, this summous of the sheriff. 
Mr. Jefferson, one of the ablest, as he was one of the most sincere 
and ardent defenders of the liberties and rights of the people, whom 
any country has produced, considered this feature of our system as 
comprehending its principal strength. He said, ‘1 believe this the 
strongest government on earth. — I believe 1 the only one, where every 
man, at the call of the laws, would fly to the standard of the law, and 
wou'd meet invasion of the public order as his own personal concern.” 
This is the proper personal concern of every American citizen, and if 
the time shall ever come, when the mass of our people shall refuse 
so to consider and ‘so to treat, invasions of the public order, or shall 
join those who resist the law and its officers, then will our liberal in- 
stitutions have been voluntarily surrendered by those they were de- 
signed to protect and bless ; then will the blood of our revolutionary 
fathers have been shed in vain, and their descendants will prove them- 
selves unworthy of the rich inheritance transmitted to them through 
so much toil and peril and suffering; and then will the cause of free 
government receive a fatal blow, and monarchists every where will 
rejoice at the incapacity or indisposition of man to govern himself. 

The present indications of the public mind and feeling, in relation 
to the outrages which have been referred to, sufficiently prove to us 
that this fatal period is not yet even approaching, with <ur citizens, 
and that all tho e entrusted by them with the execution of the laws 
will most lamentably misrepre ent them, if they pause in their exer- 
tions to restore peace and security and order. It is highly creditable 
to the fidelity and patriotism of our citizens, that, hitherto, in these 
recent disturbances, formidable as has been the shape they have as- 
sumed, wherever the sheriff has had an opportunity to call for the re- 
quisite aid, and has proceeded with firmness and energy, the body of 
the county has proved adequate to the service of criminal process, 
and to the arrest and detention of some of the most forward of those 
engaged in the armed resistance against him. | | 

‘The power of the county is first to be exerted by the officers of the 
county, aided by the body of the county; and only when representa- 
tions made to the Governor shall satisfy him that this power is insuffi- 
cient to maintain the supremacy of the law, can he interpose and 
order a military force from other counties to aid the resisted sheriff 
and his posse. ‘This is in strict conformity with the theory of the 
system, and with its healthful action. ‘The inhabitants of the vicinage 
are the most directly and deeply interested in suppressing violations 
of the law, detecting and punishing crime, and preserving peace and 
order and security in their neighborhoods, and to them the law first 
looks for its maintenance and execution. 

The principal disturbances, of recent date, have been confined to 
the counties of Columbia and Rensselaer, and in the former county 
several arrests of persons concerned in resisting the sheriff, and sus- 
pected as accessaries, or principals, in the killing of a citizen of that 
county, and their confinement:in the county jail at Hudson, called forth 
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extensive threats of a rescue, and movements among the disguised 
bands, calling themselves Indians, having that avowed object. The 
sheriff succeeded in organizing an armed posse of one hundred men, 
and the citizens and corporate authorities of the city of Hudson, alarm- 
ed by threats of injury and destruction to the town, made application 
to the Governor, and received from him, upon the bond of the corpo- 
ration, arms and ammunition for the use of the inhabitants. In this 
way the jail and the town were guarded for a week, when, as other 
arrests were to be made, and the disposition and efforts to rescue the 
prisoners seemed to be gaining extension and strength by co-operation 
from other counties, the sheriff, and the authorities of Hudson united 
in making a requisition upon the Governor for a military force from 
without the county of Columbia, in aid of the sheriff’s posse. 

It appearing to the satisfaction of the Governor, that a constant 
guard was necessary to secure the jail and the prisoners confined 
and who might be confined therein ; that the presence of such a guard 
might be required until the cases of the prisoners should be finally 
disposed of by trial or otherwise ; that the service required the strict- 
ness and vigilance of rigid military discipline, and could not be so se- 
curely performed by any organization which it was in the power of 
the Sheriff to give the posse comitatus ; and believing as he did, that 
the character and probable duration of the service were such as were 
not contemplated by the law giving the power to the Sheriff to sum- 
mon his civil posse, the request was granted, and a military force or- 
dered and placed at the disposal of the Sheriff. Inasmuch as no 
means had been provided to subsist this force, the Sheriff was requir- 
ed to make that provision, but under the assurance that the matter 
would be laid before you, with a recommendation that you should re- 
munerate him for the expense from the state treasury. 

The report of the Adjutant General, herewith transmitted, will ex- 
hibit the amount and description of force thus called into the service 
of the State, with all the facts necessary to enable you to take the re- 
quisite action in regard to it 

All these steps ou the part of my immediate predecessor have been 
taken, in my judgment, from sound views of the exigences of the pu- 
blic service, and were dictated by the purest intention to discharge in 
a safe and proper manner, a most responsible and unpleasant public 
duty ; and [ cheerfully and earnestly recommend that as early provi- 
sion as practicable be made for the payment of the men, for their sub- 
sistence for the future, in case it shall be thought necessary to con- 
tinue them in service, and to discharge the fair and just accounts of 
the Sheriff of the county of Columbia, for their subsistence hitherto, 
and until provision by law shall be made. | 

I have already said, that I felt precluded from discussing. what I 
understand to be the real questions between the proprietors and the 
tenants, so long as the present position of the controversy on the part 
of the tenants is maintained, as it excludes all idea of arrangement, 
amicable or legal, upon any basis which has suggested itself to me 
as within my power of recommendation. Indeed, not merely the 
questions but the parties to the controversy, have been practically 
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changed by the violent proceedings alluded to; and it now becomes 
my duty to call your attention to a struggle going on between a band 
of desperate men, who disguise their persons, and with arms in their 
hands, bid defiance to the law and its officers, on the one side, and 
the constituted authorities of the State, exerting the powers conferred 
upon them to preserve the peace, defend the rights, and protect the 
lives of the citizens, on the other. In such a controversy, there is 
but one side for the faithful public officer to take, whatever may be 
his office, or the trust confided to him; and as upon me rests the ex- 
press constitutional obligation to ‘‘take care that the laws are faith- 
fully executed,” which obligation I have sworn faithfully to discharge, 
I have no choice left, even if I were inclined, as I trust I am not, to 
doubt or hesitate. The laws must be executed. The rights of ail 
must be respected. The public peace must be preserved. The lives 
of our peaceful fellow citizens must be protected; and crimes must 
be prevented or punished. So far as the law as it now is clothes me 
with power to secure the accomplishment of these objects, or so far 
as it shall be your pleasure to confer additional authority, I hope to 
be able to exert it calmly and dispassionately, but with vigilance and 
firmness, and aided and sustained by the great body of our common 
constituents, as I am sure I shall be, I do not entertain a doubt of 
complete success. Indeed, I indulge the earnest hope that already 
the crisis is past ; that the events which have transpired have opened 
the eyes of those, who were looked to for aid and support by these 
desperate perpetrators of crime, and made it certain that no further 
outrages will be committed through their countenance or co-operation, 
If this reasonable hope shall be disappointed, still the laws must be 
executed, fall where they may, and affect whom they may. 

Permit me to suggest, in conclusion of this subject, whether the 
facts here presented, and others constantly appearing before the pu- 
blic, should not induce you so to provide for the prevention and pun- 
ishment of crime, as to enable the officers of justice to reach him 
who disguises his person for the purpose of committing crime with 
less exposure to detection. That the disguises of these organized 
bands, calling themselves Indians, are assumed for purposes unlaw- 
ful and highly criminal,—an armed resistance to the execution of the 
law,—-they themselves openly and publicly declare. After that of- 
fence, or other and higher crime has been perpetrated, the disguise 
is laid aside, and even eye witnesses, upon the spot, may not be able 
to identify the guilty. Can there be any violation of principle in 
making the use of the disguise itself an offence, subjecting the party 
at least to arrest, examination and identification, when evidence exists 
to satisfy the magistrate, or other officer of the peace, that the pur- 
pose for which the disguise is assumed is unlawful and criminal? It 
appears to me there is not: and that a provision of this character, 
properly guarded, would go far to aid in the prevention of the crimes, 
which have been recently so daringly committed, under the protec- 
tion of masks and other disguises. The suggestion is respectfully 
submitted for your careful consideration. 

As the authority of the Governor to deliver from the State Arsenal, 
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the arms and munitions of war for the use of the citizens of Hudson, 
as well as for the use of the militia called into service, may be mat- 
ter of doubt and question, and as I am satisfied that the necessities of 
the occasion required the exercise of this discretion, I recommend 
that, by giving legal sanction to the act, you protect him both from 
responsibility and censure. 

I cannot consent to close this communication without a brief refer- 
ence to the interests of our State as a member of the Union. We 
have just passed through a presidential election, second to none which 
has preceded it, in the importance of the principles involved, or the 
deep and universal interest of the whole people in the contest. At 
no time has the excitement of feeling been more intense, and no sim- 
ilar election has passed away, with a more universal observance of - 
public order. Seldom have the two great parties of the country ar- 
rayed themselves more distinctly upon the principles and measures of 
policy which divide them, or more unequivocally staked the result of 
a national contest upon the strength of their respective positions. 
Great issues, which, heretofore, have been but imperfectly joined, or 
sectionally tried, have now been universally recognized as presenting 
controlling questions in the canvass. ‘The public lives, and the known 
and acknowledged principles, of the leading candidates: of the re- 
spective parties, as clearly as these expressed issues, defined the 
grounds upon which the battle was to be fought. ‘Those candidates 
were supported upon the principles and opinions, which, as statesmen, 
they had avowed and practised. ‘The whole mass of the people were 
more universally appealed to and more elaborately addressed, than at 
any preceding election; and every freeman in the country enjoyed 
the fullest opportunity thoroughly to understand all the points in dis- 
pute, before he cast his vote. ‘The conclusion is almost unavoidable, 
that, at no time has the whole public mind more perfectly under- 
stood all the important questions involved in an election, or more 
clearly comprehended the influences to be exerted by its decision, 
upon the future policy and measures of the national government. 

It is reasonable to hope that, after so solemn a decision of the peo- 
ple, pronounced under such circumstances, the great interests of the 
country, which have long been kept in a condition of uncertainty and 
agitation, will be allowed repose ; that the basis of the action of the 
federal government on the subject of the currency, may now be con- 
sidered settled; that all further agitation on the question of assigning 
one entire branch of the permanent, federal revenues to the states may 
be at an end; and that the principle upon which the revenues of that 
government, to be derived from customs, are to be assessed, is intel- 
ligibly defined. All these are subjects which deeply affect the busi- 
ness interests of every portion of the country, but more especially, 
and most deeply, the commercial and trading interests; and as the 
most commercial state of the Union, we have felt, with great severity, 
the uncertainty, the chance and the prospect of change, which, for 
many years past, have almost constantly surrounded all these ques- 
tions. 

Next to a policy based upon sound, constitutional principle, one 
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which is stable, and which will realize for the future what it pro- 
mises for the present, is the most important for all the great interests, 
agricultural, commercial, and manufacturing. ‘The issue of the late 
election seems to promise these benefits, at least for a time, and until 
the recurrence of another similar canvass shall determine whether 
these issues are to be re-opened ; aresult, in my opinion, greatly to be 
deprecated. No violent changes are required to conform the existing 
state of things to such a settled system as has been thus indicated. 
My entire conviction that the hands into which the administration of 
the Federal Government is to pass, are those which will most scru- 
pulously respect these manifestations of the popular will, induces me 
to express this strong degree of confidence upon these points. That 
respect will draw to the new administration the continued confidence 
of the people, and secure the results anticipated, at least during its 
continuance. 

Some apprehensions appear to be entertained of difficulty in our 
foreign relations, and an interruption of the peace of the country. I 
confess I cannot partake strongly of such fears. I am not aware of 
any good cause for such an interruption, existing in the relations be- 
tween us and any other government; and I firmly believe that a calm 
and statesmanlike course in the management of our relations with other 
powers, based upon broad national principles, and governed by the 
rule ‘‘ to ask nothing which is not clearly right, and to submit to no- 
thing which is wrong,” will continue us in peace, or if it lead toa 
war, it will be such a war as every patriotic heart in the country will 
sustain and approve. ‘That thisrule will be the guide of the new ad- 
ministration, in its management of the foreign relations of the country, 
I fully believe. 

Under these impressions in regard to our interests involved in the 
administration of the National Government, and in the strong assu- 
rance that the affairs of the State to be affected by your deliberations 
and action will be wisely disposed of ; with the continued smiles of 
that gracious Providence, which has hitherto so signally poured its 
blessings upon our country, [ anticipate security and peace for our 


constituents, and prosperity for the State.

RULES AND ORDERS OF THE ASSEMBLY. 


1. Upon the appearance of a quorum, the Speaker having taken the 
chair, and the members being called to order, the journal of the pre- 
ceding day shall be read, to the end that any mistakes therein may be 
corrected by the House: and in all cases of the absence of a quorum 
the members present may take such measures as shall be necessary 
to procure the attendance of absent members; and the Speaker, with 
the consent of the majority of the members present, may adjourn from 
day to day until a quorum shall appear. 

_ 2. After the reading and approving of the journal, the order of 

business, which shall not in any case be departed from, except by the 
unanimous consent of the House, shall be as follows: 

. The presentation of petitions. 

. Reports of standing committees. 

. Reports of select committees. 

. Messages from the Governor. 

Communications from the State officers. 

Messages from the Senate. 

. Third reading of bills and resolutions. 

. Motions, resolutions and notices. 

. Unfinished business of the preceding day. 

. Special orders of the day ; and if in any case the unfinished 
business of the preceding day shall have taken the place of 
special orders, these orders shall be taken up and acted on in 
their order of time. 

11. Unfinished business generally. 

12. General orders : the day ; but messages from the Governor, 
communications from State officers, and messages from the 
Senate may be considered at any time. 

3. Motions for reference to different committees shall be put in the 
following order :

1. The committee of the whole. 
2. To a standing committee. 
3. To a select committee. 

4. No bill laying a tax, or making any appropriation or disposition 
of the public moneys or property, or authorizing the borrowing of 
money, or the loaning of money, or of the credit of the State, shall 
be ordered to a third reading without having been acted on in committee 
of the whole. 

5. The Speaker shall cause the Clerk to make a list of all bills, 
resolutions and reports of committees, and other proceedings of the 
House which are committed to a committee of the whole, and not 
made the special order of the day for any particular day ; which list 
shall be called ““ The General Orders of the Day.” 

6. All questions relating tothe priority of business, shall be decided 
without debate. 

7. The Speaker shall preserve order and decorum, and shall decide 
all questions of order, subject to appeal to the House. On every 
appeal from the decision of the Speaker, he shall have the right in his 
place to assign his reasons for his decision. He shall have the right 
to name any member to perform the duties of the chair, but such a 
substitution shall not extend beyond one day, unless by leave of the 
House. | 

8. When the House shall be equally divided, including the Speaker’s 
vote, the question shall be lost. 

9. While the Speaker is putting the question, no member shall 
walk across, or out of the House. 

10. When the House adjourns, the members shall keep their seats 
until the Speaker shall have left the chair. 

11. Every member previous to his speaking, shall rise from his 
seat and address himself to the Speaker. 

12. When two or more members rise at once, the Speaker shall 

‘name the member who is first to speak. 

13. No member shall speak more than twice to the same general 
question without leave of the House ; nor more than once in any case, 
until every member choosing to speak shall have spoken. 

14. While a member is speaking, no member shall entertain any 
private discourse, or pass between him and the chair. 

15. A member called to order shall immediately sit down, unless 
permitted to explain. All decisions of the chair on questions of order 
shall be conclusive, unless reserved on appeal to the House. 

16. Every member who shall be present when a question is stated 
from the chair, shall vote thereon, unless he be excused by the House, 
or unless he be directly interested in the question, in whicl: case he 
shall not vote. No member shall be permitted to vote on any ques- 
tion, unless present when, upon such a division, his name is called 
in regular order. 

17. Petitions, memorials, and other papers addressed to the House 
shall be presented by the Speaker, or by a member in his place. 

18. Every member previous to presenting a petition or memorial 
shall endorse on the same the substance thereof, and add his name ; 
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the clerk shall then read the endorsement ; after which, the Speaker 
shall put the question on the reference of said petition or memorial. 

19. No motion shall be debated or put, unless it be seconded ; 
when a motion is seconded, it shall be stated by the Speaker before 
debate ; and every such motion shall be reduced to writing, if the 
Speaker or any member desire it. 

20. After a motion is stated by the Speaker, it shall be deemed to 
be in the posession of the House, but may be withdrawn at any time 
before a decision or amendment. 

21. If the question in debate contain several distinct propositions, 
any member may have the same divided ; but a motion to strike out 
and insert shall be indivisible. 

22. When a blank is to be filled, and different sums or times are 
proposed, the question shall first be put on the largest sum and longest 
time. 

23. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received 
unless for a call of the House, for the previous question, to postpone 
it indefinitely, to adjourn it to a certain day, to lay it on the table, to 
commit it, to amend it, or to adjourn the House. 

24. A motion to lay a question on the table shall be decided without 
amendment or debate ; a motion to commit, until it is decided, shall 
preclude all amendment and debate of the main question ; and a motion 
to postpone a question indefinitely, or to adjourn it to a day certain, 
until it is decided, shall preclude all amendment of the main question. 

25. The “ previous question ” shall be as follows—‘‘ Shall the main 
question be now put?” It shall be admitted only when demanded by 
a majority of the members present, and until it is decided, shall pre- 
clude all amendment or debate. When on taking the previous question, 
the House shall decide that the previous question shall not now be put, 
the main question shall be considered as still remaining under debate. 
The ‘‘ main question” shall be on the passage of the bill, resolution, 
or other matter under consideration ; and in cases where there shall be 
pending amendments which have been adopted in committee of the 
whole, but not acted on in the House, the question shall first be taken 
upon such amendments in their order, and without further debate or 
amendment. 

26. A motion to adjourn the House shall always be in order, and 
decided without debate. 

27. In all cases where a bill, order, resolution or motion, shall be 
entered on the journal of this House, the name of the member moving 
the same shall also be entered on the journal. 

28. If any ten members require it, the ayes and nays upon any 
question shall be taken and entered upon the journal. 

29. All committees shall be appointed by the Speaker, unless other- 
wise specially directed by the House, in which case they shall be ap- 
pointed by ballot. 

30. Select committees to whom original references are made, and 
all committees to whom private claims are referred, shall in all cases 
report a state of facts with their opinions thereon. 

31. Every bill originating in this House, shall be introduced by mo- 
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tion for leave, or by an order of the House and the report of the com- 
mittee. One day’s notice at least shall be given of a motion for leave 
to bring ina bill, unless the House otherwise unanimously allow ; such 
notices shall specify the subject matter of such bill ; and all resolutions 
of reference and instruction to committees shall state the subject to be 
referred. 

32. All bills brought into this House by any member or committee, 
shall be endorsed with the name of the member or committee bringing 
in the same ; all bills introduced by members on leave shall be referred 
to one of the standing committees, or to a select committee; such 
committee may report adversely to the entire bill with or without 
amendment, and the bill, if any, reported by such a committee, shall 
then become the bill before the House for consideration. 

33. No private bill shall be brought into this House, but upona 
memorial or petition presented to the House, and signed by the party 
or parties praying for such bill, except by the unanimous consent of 
the House. 

34. No bill shall be committed or amended until it has been twice 
read. 

35. Every message from the Senate communicating any bill for 
the concurrence of this House, shall, with the accompanying docu- 
ments, if any, be referred to a standing or select committee to consi- 
der and report thereon. 

36. All amendments by the Senate to bills which have passed this 
House, shall be referred to a standing or select committee, to exa- 
mine and report thereon, unless the House shall otherwise expressly 
order or allow. 

37. In forming a committee of the whole House, the Speaker shall 
leave the chair, and a chairman be appointed to preside. 

38. The rules of the House shall be observed in the committee of 
the whole House, except the rules respecting a call for the ayes and 
nays and times of speaking. 

39. Bills committed to a committee of the whole House, shall, in 
committee of the whole thereon, be first read through, if desired by 
any member, and then read and debated by clauses, leaving the title 
to be last considered. All amendments shall be noted on a separate 
piece of paper, and reported to the House by the chairman of the 
committee of the whole: After the report, the bill shall be still sub- 
ject to debate and amendment before the question to engross is put ; 
and such amendments only shall be in order, as were offered and de- 
cided in committee of the whole House. 

40. A similar mode of proceeding shall be observed with bills 
which have originated in the Senate, as with bills originating in this 
House. 

41. If, at any time when in committee of the whole House, there 
be not present a quorum todo business, the chairman shall immedi- 
ately report that fact to the Speaker. 

42. On a motion in committee of the whole House to rise and re- 
port progress, the question shall be decided without debate. 

43. Every bill shall receive three several readings previous to its 
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being passed ; and the second and third readings shall be on different 
days ; and the third reading shall be on a day subsequent to that on 
which the bill passed in committee of the whole House, unless the 
House unanimously direct otherwise. . 

44, A standing committee of five members shall be appointed to be 
called ‘‘the committee on engrossed bills:’ whose duty it shall be 
carefully to examine all the bills passed by this House, and see that 
the same are correctly engrossed, and report the same to the House 
before they are signed by the Speaker. 

45. Reports from the committee on engrossed bills shall at all times 
be in order, and have the preference to any other business. 

46. When a bill passes the House, the Speaker shall certify the 
same with the date thereof, at the foot of the bill. 

47. No motion for reconsideration shall be in order unless on the 
same day or day following that on which the decision proposed to be 
reconsidered took place; nor unless one of the majority shall move 
such consideration. A motion for reconsideration being put and lost, 
shall not be renewed ; nor shall any subject be a second time recon- 
sidered, without unanimous consent. 

48. A standing committee of five members shall be appointed on 
bills coming within the ninth Section of the seventh Article of the 
amended Constitution of this State; and when any bill shall have 
passed in committee of the whole House, on which the Speaker may 
entertain doubts whether it comes within the provision of the said ninth 
section, it shall be referred to the said committee to examine and 
report thereon, before the question on the final passage shall be taken. 

49. On the final passage of all bills requiring two-thirds, the ayes 
and nays shall be taken and entered on the Journal, and the Speaker 
shall certify upon every such bill, when passed, that two-thirds of all 
members elected to this House voted in favor of the same. 

50. A motion to reconsider the vote on the final passage of any 
bill, requiring the assent of two-thirds of all the members elected to 
this House, shall be made by a member who voted in favor of the 
decision of the House on the question on the final passage of the bill; 
and two-thirds of the members elected to the House shall be required 
to reconsider the same; and such vote shall not be a second time re- 
considered. But the vote on the final passage of any bill creating, 
continuing, altering or renewing any moneyed incorporation shall not 
be reconsidered whenever such bill shall be lost. 

51. No standing rule or order of this House, shall be suspended, 
changed or rescinded, without one day’s previous notice being given 
of the motion therefor ; nor shall the fiftieth rule be altered, changed, 
rescinded or suspended, unless two-thirds of all members elected to 
this House agree to such alteration, change, rescinding or suspension. 

52. No person, unless in the exercise of an official duty, or b 
special invitation of a member, shall be admitted on the floor of the 
House, except the Executive, State Officers, the Chancellor, the Judges 
of the Supreme Court, and circuit judges, members of the Senate, 
and former members of the Legislature. 

53. Standing committees, consisting of five members each, shall 
be appointed on the following subjects : 
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Ways and Means, 

Canals, 

Judiciary, 

Railroads, 

Banks and Insurance Companies, 
Two-third Bills, 

Colleges, Academies and Common Schools, 
Grievances, 

Privileges and Elections, 

Petitions of Aliens, 

Erection and Division of ‘Towns and Counties, 
Claims, 

Internal Affairs of Towns and Counties, 
Medical Societies and Colleges, 
Incorporation of Cities and Villages, 
Manufacture of Salt, 

Trade and Manufactures, 

State Prisons, 

Engrossed Bills, 

Militia and Public Defence, 

Roads and Bridges, 

Public Lands, 

Indian Affairs, 

Charitable and Religious Societies, 
Agriculture, 

Expiring Laws, 

Public Printing, 

Expenditures in the Fxecutive Department, 
Expenditures of the House. 

And it shall be the duty of each of the several committees to inquire 
into the matters indicated by its name, and to report thereon to the 
House any information, and any bill or resolution, which it may deem 
conducive to the public good. 

54. No printing shall be done for the House without the order of 
the House made in each case, except in the case of bills reported fa- 
vorably upon by a committee of the House, and the written reports of 
standing committees. 

55. It shall be the duty of the committee on public printing to 
examine and report on all questions of printing referred to them, and 
to state an approximate estimate of the cost in the particular case re- 
ferred, when practicable; to examine from time to time, and ascer- 
tain whether the prices charged for printing are in conformity to the 
contract therefor, and whether it is done in conformity to the orders of 
the House, and without unreasonable delay; to ascertain and report 
what number of copies ought usually to be printed, and how distri- 
buted, and to report to the House, from time to time, any measures 
they may deem useful for the economical and proper management of 
the public printing. 

56. It shall be the duty of the committee on expenditures of the 
House, and in the Executive Department, severally to inquire into 
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the said expenditures, and whether the same have been made in con- 
formity to law, and whether proper vouchers exist for the same, and 
whether the funds provided for the purpose are economically applied, 
and to report from time to time, such provisions, laws and regulations, 
as may conduce to economy, and secure the faithful disbursement of 
the moneys appropriated by law. 

57. Resolutions giving rise to debate, and those containing calls for 
information from the Executive Department, shall lie over one day 
for consideration, after which they may be called up, by the mover, 
of course, under that order of business. 

58. It shall be the duty of the committee on ways and means to 
examine into all the departments of the government, whether Execu- 
tive, Legislative, Judicial, or otherwise, where salaries or emoluments 
are given; to examine, ascertain and report to the House what offi- 
cers can be dispensed with, and what salaries and emoluments can be 
reduced, and how far consistent with the public good.

To THe LeersuaTuRe. | 

Not having observed, at the time of the transmission of my annual 
message, that our statute seems to require that notice should be given 
to the Legislature of vacancies existing in the offices of senator of the 
United States from this State, the subject was not adverted to in that 
communications The resignations of both the late senators from this 
State have since been placed in my hands, by the late Governor ; the 
one received by that officer on the twenty-first, and the other on the 
twenty-sixth of November last. 

I communicate the fact that these resignations were then made, as a 
notice to you that the offices of both the senators from this State became 
vacant during the last recess of the Legislature. The places are now 
filled by executive appointments, and, in conformity with the statute 
referred to, will call for your early action.

elections.

without amendment; which he was directed to report to the house.

A schedule also accompa- 
nies this, containing the names of all the counties alphabetically ar- 
ranged, and the name of the paper in each county in which publica- 
tion was made, with the exception of the counties of Hamilton and 
Rockland, in which no paper was published. 

A copy of the said several proposed amendments is also herewith 
transmitted.

PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO THE CONSTITUTION. 
RESOLUTION 


Proposing certain Amendments to the Constitution, in relation to 
State debt and liability. 

Resolved, (if the Senate concur,) That the following Amendments 
be proposed to the Constitution of this State, and that the same be re- 
ferred to the Legislature next to be chosen, and published in the man- 
ner prescribed by the eighth article of the Constitution : 


AMENDMENT No. 1. 

The pledges and guarantees of the act, entitled ‘‘ An act to provide 
for paying the debts and preserving the credit of the State,” passed 
March 29, 1842, are hereby confirmed ; and the revenues specified 
therein shall be applied to the purposes therein specified, including the 
repayment to the United States Deposite Fund, and to the Common 
School Fund, of all moneys of the said funds, which have been or 
shall be invested in pursuance of the said act, in such equal annual sums 
as will be sufficient to pay in full, both principal and interest, all the 
debts and liabilities of this State, as they existed at the time of the 
passage of the said act; and also all the debts and liabilities of the 
State authorized by said act to be created and incurred, and which 
have been created and incurred by authority of, and pursuant to said 
act, in the period of twenty-two and a half years from the time said 
act was passed and took effect; and the Legislature shall not divert 
any part of the revenues appropriated by said act, requisite to pay in 
full, both principal and interest, all the debts and abilities of the State 
herein before specified, within the fixed period of time, and in the equal 
annual sums hereinbefore expressed, from the purposes to which they 
are hereinbefore directed to be applied. 


AMENDMENT No. 2. 
The Legislature shall not in any manner create any debt or debts, 
liability or liabilities of the State, direct or contingent, which shall 
singly or in the aggregate, at any time, exceed one million of dollars, 
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except to repel invasion, or suppress insurrection, unless the same 
shall be authorized by law for some single object or work, to be dis- 
tinctly specified therein ; and such law shall impose and provide for 
the collection of a direct annual tax sufficient to pay the interest of 
such debt or liability as it falls due, and also to pay and discharge the 
principal of such debt or liability within eighteen years from the time 
of the contracting thereof ; and no such law shall take effect until it 
shall, at a general election, have been submitted to the people, and 
have received the sanction of a majority of all the votes cast for and 
against it at such election. And on the final passage of every such 
bill, in either house of the Legislature, the question shall be taken by 
ayes and nays, duly entered on the journal, and shall be, ‘‘ Shall this 
bill pass, and ought the same to receive the sanction of the people ?” 
and the assent of a majority of the members elected to each house of 
the Legislature shall be requisite to the passage of such bill; and 
such law shall be irrepealable until such debt or lability, and the in- 
terest thereon, are fully paid and discharged ; and the moneys arising 
from any loans or stocks creating such debt or liability, shall be ap- 
plied to the object or work specified in the act authorizing such debt 
or liability, or for the payment of such debt or liability, and to no oth- 
er purpose whatever. Where a debt or liability on the part of the 
State shall be created to repel invasion or suppress insurrection, the 
moneys arising from the loans or stock creating such debt or liability, 
shall be applied to the purpose for which the same were raised, or 
for the repayment of such debt or liability, and to no other purpose 
whatever. 


RESOLUTION 
Proposing an Amendment to the Constitution, in relation to the Court 
of Chancery. 

Resolved, (if the Assembly concur,) That the following Amend- 
ment be proposed to the Constitution of this State, and that the same 
be referred to the Legislature next to be chosen, and published in the 
manner prescribed by the eighth article of the Constitution : 


AMENDMENT. 

The Court of Chancery shall consist of the Chancellor and three 
Associate Chancellors, any of whom may hold the court. The said 
Associate Chancellors shall have the same powers, be appointed in 
the same manner, hold their offices by the same tenure, and be sub-, 
ject to the same disqualifications as to holding any other office or pub- 
lic trust, or receiving votes for any elective office, as the Chancellor. 


RESOLUTION 
Proposing an Amendment to the Constitution, in relation to the Su- 
reme Court. 

Resolved, (If the Assembly concur,) That the following Amend- 
ment be proposed to the Constitution of this State, and that the same 
be referred to the Legislature next to be chosen, and published in the 
manner prescribed by the eighth article of the Constitution : 
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AMENDMENT. 

Two additional Justices of the Supreme Court shall be appointed, 
who shall have the same powers, be appointed in the same mariner, 
hold their offices by the same tenure, and be subject to the same dis- 
qualifications as to holding any other oflice or trust, or receiving votes 
for any elective office, as the other justices of that court. 


RESOLUTION 
Proposing an amendment to the Constitution, in relation to the re- 
moval of judicial officers. 

Resolved, (if the Assembly concur,) ‘That the following Amend- 
ment be proposed to the Constitution of this State, and that the same 
be referred to the Legislature next to be chosen, and published in the 
manner prescribed by the eighth article of the Constitution : 


AMENDMENT. . 

No judicial officer shall be removed by the joint resolution of the 
two Houses of the Legislature, or by the Senate on the recommenda- 
tion of the Governor, unless the cause of such removal shall be entered 
onthe journalof both Houses, or of the Senate, as the case maybe; and 
such officer against whom the Legislature or the Senate may be about to 
proceed shall be served with notice thereof, accompanied with a copy 
of the causes alleged for his removal, at least twenty days before the 
day on which either house shall act thereupon, and shall have an op- 
portunity to be heard in his defence before any question shall be taken 
upon such removal: and the yeas and nays shall be entered upon the 
Journals of the Senate, or Houses, as the case may be. 


RESOLUTION 
Proposing an amendment to the Constitution, to abrogate the proper- 
ty qualification for office. 3 
Resolved, (if the Assembly concur,) That the following Amend- 
ment be proposed to the Constitution of this State, and that the same 
be referred to the Legislature next to be chosen, and published in the 
manner prescribed by the eighth article of the Constitution : 


AMENDMENT. 
No property qualification shall be required to render a person eligi- 
ble to or capable of holding any office or public trust in this State.

portion of the Catalogue, but the committee cannot end this brief and 
discursory notice of it, without mentioning that the following valuable 
works (in themselves) are also offered, because they contain matters 
relating to the United States. 

Proceedings of the Royal Academy of Sciences, 44 volumes 4to. 

Encyclopedie Methodique, 32 volumes 4to, 

Monthly Review, London, 46 volumes 8to. 

Biographie Des Hommes du Jour., 6 volumes 4to. 

It is probable that, by a more critical examination of the Manuscript 
Catalogue, the number of volumes in many of the divisions enumerated 
above would be considerably increased. 

As to the value of this collection, the following letters have been 
submitted to your committee. 


Copy of a Letter from Jared Sparks to Isaiah Townsend, dated 
Cambridge, (Mass.,) May 10, 1844. 

Dear Srr—I have received your letter asking my opinion of the 
character and value of the Collection of Books offered for sale by Mr. 
Warden. After a partial examination of the books themselves, in Pa- 
ris, and a careful inspection of the Catalogue, I cannot hesitate to say, 
that I think they would make an extremely important addition to any 
public library in the United States, which does not aiready possess 
them. I know, from my own experience, that books on America are 
becoming more and more scarce in Europe, because the demand is in- 
creasing, and very few of them are reprinted. It is, moreover, a rare 
chance to find any considerable number of these books on sale at one 
time. It would take years to make such a collection as that of Mr. 
Warden, and if the works were ordered separately, the average cost 
would be much larger than the price at which he will sell them ; be- 
cause it would be swelled by booksellers’ cominissions and other char- 
ges. In my opinion, therefore, the expediency of procuring such a col- 
lection, by any institution which has the means, cannot, for a moment, 
be doubted. ‘There is scarcely a probability that an opportunity of this 
kind will again occur for a long term of years. 

Mr. Warden’s first collection was purchased about twenty years ago 
by Mr. Eliot of Boston, for $5,000, and presented to Harvard College. 
To this was added another collection of greater extent, bought in Ger- 
many, and presented by Mr. Thorndike. But still our library of books 
is not complete, and we are now negotiating with Mr. Rich of London 
to supply deficiencies, to the amount of three or four thousand dollars. 
He has been for sixteen years assiduously engaged in searching for 
books of this description in the European markets. .He told me in 
London, that he asked $10,000 for the whole that he had been able to 
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procure. I mention these particulars to show that books of this class, 
so important to our history, cannot be easily obtained, nor at reduced 
prices. The difficulty wil! be daily increased, and the prices will cer- 
tainly never fall. 

The maps and charts, the titles of which are contained in Mr. War- 
den’s catalogue, are many of them peculiarly valuable, and of some 
of them, particularly those relating to the military movements of the 
revolution, I know of no copies in the United States. And, in fact, 
it is by mere accident that they can now be found anywhere. It is 
only necessary to run one’s eye over the titles to be convinced of their 
historical importance. 

I will only add, that as an American, I should deem it a fortunate 
circumstance, if these books were brought into the country and depo- 
sited in a public library, where they might be accessible to those who 
may wish to infurm themselves or others of our progress as a nation, 
and of the achievements of our ancestors, on which are founded our 
present national condition, character and prosperity. 


Extract from a letter from Jared Sparks to Isaiah Townsend, dated 
* Cambridge, November 25, 1844. 

For the honor of the country and the benefit of your State, I hope 
Mr. Warden’s collection of books will be purchased for your State 
library. Books on America are every day becoming more rare, and 
the prices at which the old ones now sell are ten fold greater than for- 
merly ; nor will these prices ever be less. At an auction sale of Eng- 
lish books in Boston, two or three months past, several books of this 
description were sold, and they were all bid off at enormous prices. 


Extract of a letter from George Bancroft to Isaiah Townsend, dated 
Boston, May 12, 1844. 

LT hope you will be able to secure for your New-York State library 
Warden’s American collection. I have not his catalogue, and can 
therefore form no judgment of its pecuniary value; but some experi- 
ence leads me to know the difficulty of getting together books on Ame- 
rican history. _Warden’s position in Paris has been extremely favora- 
ble for that end, and the next eighteen years of diligence could achieve 
less than the last. Every year enhances the cost and difficulty of 
making these collections. 


Copy of a letter from Major Davezac to the Trustees of the New- 

York State Library. 
Albany, May 8, 1844. 
GENTLEMEN— 

Having seen, when | was in Paris in the year 1839, the library of Mr. 
Warden, I take great pleasure in stating to you that the books mentioned 
in the ‘ Bibliotheca Americana,” which was placed in my hands as chair- 
man of the State Library committee, are as valuable, on account of the 
enlightened discrimination with which they have been selected, as they 
are by the excellent preservation in which they have been kept. 1 can 
truly say, that with the exception of the royal libraries of Paris, there 
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_are no where to be found so many works of acknowledged celebrity, 
and which may prove so useful to the chroniclers of America, as those 
contained in the collection which Mr. Warden has procured during forty 
years residence in Paris, where books now scarce and “out of print,” 
are only to be obtained. If the State should add that unrivalled choice 
of books relating to America, it would mark the New-York State Li- 
brary as the only one in the new world where historians or compilers 
will direct their researches.

Extract from a Letter of Henry Ledyard, late Secretary of the Ame- 
rican Legation at Paris, to the Hon. John Greig, dated Havre, 
Jury 25, 1844. 

I have had the honor to receive your letter of the 17th of May, re- 
questing my opinion respecting the condition of Mr. Warden’s collec- 
tion of books relating to America, and the eligibility of a purchase of 
it, by the State of New-York, upon the terms proposed by him. 

Although well acquainted with the collection, I thought it best to re- 
examine it, with a view to giving the opinion you desire, and accord- 
ingly devoted my first leisure moments to its examination. I found 
the books generally in a good state of preservation, many of them well 
bound ; and I have no hesitation in saying that I think the sum, $4,000, 
for which Mr. Warden offers them to the State, below their real value. 
Many of the editions of the works are rare and curious, which it would 
be difficult, if not impossible, to find elsewhere ; and in the works of 
Spanish discoverers and travellers, it is particularly rich. I have long 
thought that this library should be transferred to our country, and [ 
earnestly hope that my native State will not allow this opportunity to 
pass by, without adding to the valuable literary stores already in her 
possession, by the purchasing of a collection so rich in American his- 
tory. ; 
Extract of a letter from James E. DeKay, M. D., to Isaiah Town- 

send, dated Oyster Bay, June 12, 1844. 

**T am acquainted with the circumstances under which that noble col- 
lection was formed, and examined many of the books. Mr. Warden 
was an active member for many years of the Geographical Society of 
Paris, and was thus led to seek out all works connected with his pur- 
suits. He spared no pains nor expense, and had agents in all parts of 
Europe and America for that purpose.” 


The price asked by Mr. Warden for the above collection is four 
thousand dollars, to be paid in two yearly instalments, although it is 
probable that he would be willing, if desired, to prolong the period of 
payment. 

_ The whole amount appropriated for the annual purchase of miscel- 
laneous books for the State Library, is thirteen hundred dollars. The 
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condition of this department is such as to require that amount, and 
even more, for several years, in order to supply its deficiencies and to 
render it useful for consultation and reference to the Members of the 
Legislature, and to individuals engaged either in the affairs of the 
State or in literary and scientific investigations. 

It remains, then, with the Legislature to decide whether the cen in 
shall be made. ‘There will probably be about two hundred duplicates, 
but all, it is supposed, readily saleable at an average of more than two 
dollars each. A large portion of the collection is in the French, Spa- 
nish, and Italian languages, and the sum required is not an inconside- 
rable one. 

But on the other hand, Mr. Warden is an American citizen, who has 
long devoted himself to the illustration of American geography, anti- 
quities and history. ‘That the collection is fully worth the money ask- 
ed, is (besides the testimony given above) strikingly illustrated by the 
high prices which all works relating to America have, during the sum- 
mer and autumn of 1844, obtained at Boston and New-York. 

The State of New-York has expended millions upon millions, in 
promoting the physical improvement of her wide spread domain. She 
will not miss a small titne devoted to literature and science. Hallam 
and Guizot, Bancroft and Prescott, are names inscribed in the pages 
of a nation’s history, and if this purchase incite but one individual to 
tread even with feeble pace, in their footsteps, the gain and the honor 
will be with those who provided the means and spread the intellectual 
store.

Resolved, (if the Assembly concur,) That the joint rules of the 
Senate and Assembly, which were in force at the last session of the 
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Legislature, be adopted for the government of the two houses during 
the present session. 
The same having been read, 

Mr. Speaker put the question whether the House would concur with 
the Senate in their said resolution, and it was determined in the affirm- 
ative. 

Ordered, 'That the Clerk return the said resolution to the Senate, 
and inform them that the Assembly have concurred in the same without 
amendment. 

The said joint rules are as follows, to wit : 


JOINT RULES OF THE SENATE AND ASSEMBLY. 

1. Each House shall transmit to the other all papers on which any 
bill or resolution shall be founded. 

2. When a bill or resolution which shall have passed in one house, 
is rejected in the other, notice thereof shall be given to the house in 
which the same may have passed. 

3. Messages from one house to the other shall be communicated by 
the respective clerks of each house, unless the house transmitting the 
message shall especially direct otherwise. 

4. It shall be in the power of either house to amend any amendment 
made by the other to any bill or resolution. 

5. In every case of a difference between the two houses upon any 
subject of ‘legislation, either house may request a conference, and ap- 
point a committee for that purpose, and the other shall also appoint a 
committee to confer : ‘he committee shall mect at such hour and place 
as shall be agreed upon by their chairman, and state to each other, 
verbally or in writing as either shall choose, the reasons of their re- 
spective houses, and confer freely thereon ; and they shall be authorized 
to report to their respective houses such modifications or amendments 
as they may think advisable. 

6. It shall be in order for either house to recede from any subject 
matter of difference subsisting between the two houses at any time 
previous .to conference, whether the papers on which such difference 
has arisen are before the house receding, formally or informally ; and 
that a majority shall govern, except in those cases where two-thirds are 
required by the Constitution ; and the question having been put and 
lost, shall not be again put on the same day, and the reconsideration 
thereof shall in other respects be regulated by the rules of the respective 
houses. 

7. After each house shall have adhered to their disagreement, the 
bill which is the subject of difference shall be deemed lost, and shall 
not be again revived during the same session in either house. 

8. ‘The same bili shall not create, renew, or continue more than one 
incorporation, nor contain any provisions in relation to the altering of 
more than one act of incorporation ; nor shall the same bill appropriate 
the public money or property to more than one local or private purpose; 
and bills appropriating money for the payment of the officers of govern- 
ment, shall be confined to that purpose exclusively. 

9, Whenever there shall be a ballot for officers by the two houses, 
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the result shall be certified by the President of the Senate and Speaker 
of the Assembly, and shall be reported by the presiding officer of each 
house to their respective houses, and be entered on the journals of each, 
and shall be communicated to the Governor by the clerks of the two 
houses. 

10. No bill that shall have passed one house, shall be sent for con- 
currence to the other on either of the two last days of the session.

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Now, sir, anxious that the good people of Suffolk county should be 
fully represented, and the situation of my family being such as by their 
indisposition to forbid my personal appearance at Albany to present my 
case before the House for its decision, I am induced to ask the favor of 
you, that if that decision should be to deny my right to a seat in your 
Honorable Body, the earliest possible opportunity may be afforded 
them, if they wish to supply the vacancy. 

On twenty-seventh of November, 1844, I received and accepted the 
appointment of Collector of the Customs for the District of Sag-Harbor. 
Since that time, I have consulted several legal.gentlemen, with a view 
to ascertain whether the prohibition extended to my case or not, having 
received the appointment previous to the time of the opening of the 
session. ‘Their opinions have not given me much light. Had I con- 
sulted only my own feelings, I should have resigned ; but being un- 
willing to involve the county in the expense incident to a special elec- 
tion, I finally determined to bring the question personally before the 
House. The circumstances before mentioned preventing this, and 
deeming the House the proper and constitutional judges of the matter, 
must form my apology for asking through you their decision.

The petition of sundry colored inhabitants of the county of Rensse- 
laer, praying for the passage of a law permitting them to vote without 
a property qualification, was read, and referred to the committee on the 
judiciary.

The Constitution of this State, article first, section eleventh, provides, 
that ‘if any person shall, while a member of the legislature, be ap- 
pointed to any office, civil or military, under the government of the 
United States, his acceptance thereof shall vacate his seat in the 
legislature.” 

The only question, therefore, that arises, is, whether Mr. Dayton is 
to be considered a member of the Legislature, previous to the time fixed 
by law for its meeting, and without having taken the constitutional oath. 
On this point, the committee have no hesitation or doubt. He had been 
duly elected ; the fact of his election had been legally communicated 
by the county canvassers to the Secretary of State ; and we infer that 
he was, at the time of his acceptance of the oflice of collector of cus- 
toms, de facto a member of this House ; and that by his acceptance of 
said office, he disqualified himself. The committee, therefore, re- 
commend that his name be stricken from the roll of the House. 
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On motion of Mr. T. R. Lee, 
Ordered, That the said report be committed to a committee of the 
whole house. 
A communication from the Adjutant General was received and read, 
in the words following, to wit :

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of a copy of the reso- 
lution calling ‘‘ for information as to the proportion of adopted citizens 
comprising the military force ordered to and now in the city of Hudson, 
for the purpose of preserving the public peace.” 

In reply, I would respectfully state, that inasmuch as the act regu- 
lating the militia recognizes no distinction between the native and the 
adopted citizen, there is nothing upon the records, documents or re- 
turns in this department, which enables me to state ‘the proportion of 
adopted citizens in the military force ordered” to Hudson. 

The troops on duty there, were designated without any reference to 
their place of birth, and it is very gratifying to know that their conduct 
has elicited the approbation of the public authorities of that city.

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By unanimous consent, 

Mr. Van Schoonhoven offered for the consideration of the House the 
following resolutions, to wit : 

Wuereas his Excellency the Governor of Massachusetts, in pur- 
suance of resolutions passed by the Legislature of that Commonwealth, 
did, during the last year, with the advice and consent of the Council 
thereof, duly appoint and commission the Hon. Samuel Hoar, a citizen 
of said commonwealth, as an agent or commissioner on her part to 
proceed to and reside in the city of Charleston in the State of South- 
Carolina, for the purpose of collecting and transmitting: accurate in- 
formation as to the number and names of citizens of Massachusetts who 
might theretofore have been or who might then be imprisoned in that 
city without the allegation of any crime, with full authority also on the 
part of said agent to bring and prosecute suits in behalf of any citizens 
who might be so imprisoned, at the expense of Massachusetts, for the 
purpose of having the legality of such imprisonment tried and determined 
in the Supreme Court of the United States ; And whereus in pursuance 
of the purpose of such appointment, and in the prompt discharge of the 
official duties thus assigned to the Hon. Samuel Hoar, he did, in the 
month of November last, proceed to the city of Charleston, and im- 
mediately on his arrival communicate by letter to his Excellency the 
Governor of South-Carolina the fact of his appointment by the authori- 
ties of Massachusetts as agent for the purposes aforesaid, and of his 
presence in the city of Charleston for the discharge of such agency ; 
and his Excellency the Governor of South-Carolina was pleased there- 
upon to communicate by message with the Legislature of that State, 
then in session at Columbia, informing that Honorable Body of the 
arrival and commission of the Hon. Samuel Hoar, and submitting to 
them to determine upon the course of action most appropriate under the 
circumstances : And whereas the Honorable the Legislature of South- 
Carolina, on the reception of the message of his Excellency thus com- 
municated, did, without delay, and with but a single dissenting voice, 
adopt and declare resolutions in the words following (or to the following 
effect), to wit : 

Resolved, ‘That the right to exclude from their territories seditious 
persons or others, whose presence may be dangerous to their peace, is 
essential to every independent State. 

Resolved, ‘Vhat free negroes and persons of color are not citizens of 
the United States within the meaning of the Constitution, which confers 
upon the citizens of one State the privileges and immunities of citizens 
in the several States. 

Resolved, That the emissary sent by the State of Massachusetts to 
the State of South-Carolina, with the avowed purpose of interfering 
with her institutions and disturbing her peace, is to be regarded in the 
character he has assumed, and to be treated accordingly. 

Resolved, That his Excellency the Governor be requested to expel 
from our territory the said agent, after due notice to depart; and that 
the Legislature will sustain the Executive authority in any measures it 
may adopt for the purpose aforesaid. 

AND WHEREAS it was represented by the Hon. Samuel Hoar, in a 
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communication addressed by him to the Secretary of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, and at his request presented to the Executive thereof, 
who transmitted the same to both branches of the Legislature of that 
State, bearing date December 20th, 1844, that the said Samuel Hoar, 
subsequent to the passage of said resolutions by the Legislature of 
South- Carolina, was peremptorily and forcibly obstructed in the execu- 
tion of the duties of his agency above specified, by the authorities of 
Charleston ; threatened with personal violence by some of the residents 
of that city, in case he should remain therein to discharge said duties ; 
and finally expelled from and conducted out of said State, by many of 
her leading and distinguished citizens, against his will and in utter 
disregard of his protestations to the contrary, in defiance of the con- 
stitulional rights of himself and of the State he represented : 
Therefore, 

Resolved, (if the Senate concur,) ‘That in the judgment of the Legis- - 
lature of this State, the Commonwealth of Massachusetts has sustained, 
in these proceedings on the part of the Legislature of the State of 
South-Carolina, and of the local authorities of Charleston, a very gross 
indignity, as well as a violation of her most sacred rights : ‘The object 
and purpose of the agency established by | Massachusetis to wit, the 
liberation of her citizens from unlawful incarceration and. servitude, and 
the vindication of the immunities and privileges of her people as gua- 
ranteed by the Federal Constitution, were not only consistent with every 
obligation and duty which she as a member of our National Confederacy 
might owe to South-Carolina and her sister States, but to secure the 
accomplishtnent of that object and purpose she was powerfully impelled 
by the highest considerations of duty to herself as well as the country 
at large ; and in the prosecution of her noble design, she clearly con- 
ducted her proceedings with all due respect to the dignity as well as 
the constitutional rights of South-Carolina. 

Resolved, That the Legislature of this State regard the passage of 
any law conflicting with the plain and palpable provisions of the Con- 
stitution of the United States, and affecting the personal liberties as well 
as the commercial interests of all or either of the States of the Union, 
as at all times and particularly at the present day to be deprecated, and 
worthy to be rebuked by the public sentiment of the country: That in 
our judgment the provision of the act of the Legislature of South- 
Carolina, passed December 29th, 1835, prohibiting any free negro or 
person of color from entering that State on board any vessel as cook, 
steward or mariner, or in any other employment on board thereof, and 
authorizing the sheriff of any district of said State in whose harbor or 
port such vessel may arrive, to apprehend and incarcerate such free 
negro or colored person until such vessel shall be ready to proceed to 
sea, conflicts with and directly violates section second of article fourth 
of the Constitution of the United States, which declares that ‘‘ the citi- 
zens of each State shall be entitled to all privileges and immunities of 
citizens in the several States ;” and also section eighth of article first 
of said Constitution, which empowers Congress “‘to regulate commerce 
with foreign nations and among the several States, and with Indian 
tribes :” ‘That as a member of the American Confederacy, deeply in- 
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terested in this matter, New-York is called upon to: protest, and she 
hereby does tnost solemnly protest against the said law so as aforesaid 
enacted by South-Carolina; declaring at the same time her deliberate 
conviction that the principles and proceedings held and adopted by the 
said State in this unpleasant and embarrassing controversy with Massa- 
chusetts, are utterly untenable and unjustifiable, as well as directly 
calculated to introduce and perpetuate discord and disorder among the 
States of the Union. 

Resolved, That his Excellency the Governor of this State be re- 
quested forthwith to transmit copies of the foregoing preamble and 
resolution to his Excellency the Governor of Massachusetts, to his 
Excellency the Governor of South-Carolina, and also to the chief 
executive officers of the several States of the Union. 

Pending the consideration of the said resolutions, the hour of twelve 
o’clock at noon arrived ; when, 

Pursuant to title sixth, article fourth of the sixth chapter of the first 
part of the Revised Statutes of this State, and agreeably to the con- 
current resolution of the Senate and Assembly, the House proceeded to 
nominate a Senator to represent this State in the Senate of the United 
States, in the place of the Hon. Silas Wright, resigned ; and also a 
Senator in the place of the Hon. Nathaniel P. Tallmadge, resigned ; 
when each member present openly nominated as follows, to wit : 


For a Senator to represent this State in the Senate of the United 
States, in the place of the Hon. Sinas Wricut, resigned, for the 
term which will expire on the fourth day of March, 1849.

AMENDMENT I. 

The tenth section of the first article of the Constitution is hereby 
amended, by striking out the words ‘‘no member of the legislature,” 
and inserting instead thereof the following words : ‘* No person, after 
being elected at any general or special election to the office of senator 
or member of the assembly ;” and by striking out the word ‘ during” 
in the said section, and inserting instead thereof the following words : 
‘until after the expiration of :” So that the said tenth section shall 
read as follows, to wit : | 

§ 10. No person, after being elected at any general or special election 
to the office of senator or member of the assembly, shall receive any 
civil appointment from the governor and senate, or from the legislature, 
until after the expiration of the term for which he shall have been 


elected. 
AMENDMENT IL. 

The eleventh section of the first article of the Constitution is hereby 
abrogated, and the following substituted instead thereof, to wit : 

§ 11. No person, after being elected a member of congress, shall, 
after his election and before the expiration of the term for which he 
shall have been elected, hold or retain a seat in the legislature of this 
State ; and no person holding a judicial or military cfice under the 
government of the United States, shall be elected a member of the 
legislature of this State ; and if any person, after being elected at any 
general or special election to the office of senator or member of as- 
sembly, shall accept a civil or military office or appointment under the 
government of the United States, such acceptance shall prevent such 
person from taking or holding a seat in the legislature of this State 
during the term for which he shall have been elected, and his seat in 
the legislature shall be declared vacated by the acceptance of such 
appointment under the government of the United States. 


AMENDMENT III. 
§ —. Neither the governor, lieutenant governor, nor any member of 
the senate or assembly of this State, shall be appointed to the office of 
senator from this State in the congress of the United States.

The petition of sundry inhabitants of the counties of Onondaga and 
Cortland, praying for the construction of a turnpike road from the village 
of Syracuse to the villages of Tully, Homer and Cortland, was read, 
and referred to the committee on roads and bridges. 

The petition of one hundred and nine inhabitants of the county of 
Delaware, praying for the passage of an act authorising the construction 
of a turnpike road, commencing at the Charlotte turnpike, and running 
through the village of Hobart to the western termination of the Scho- 
hariekill turnpike, was read, and referred to the committee on roads and 
bridges.

Two several petitions of sundry inhabitants of the county of Catta- 
raugus, praying for the passage of a law to change the location of the 
New-York and Erie railroad at certain points, were read, and referred 
to the committee on railroads. 

The petition of sundry inhabitants of the county of Steuben, praying 
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for the passage of a law, declaring the stealing of lumber, whether 
growing or severed, to be larceny, and punishable accordingly, was 
read, and referred to the committee on the judiciary. 

The petition of sundry inhabitants of the county of Orleans, praying 
for Jegislative action, for the purpose of submitting questions involving 
war, to a high court of nations, or to international arbitrators, was read, 
and referred to the committee on the judiciary. 

The remonstrance of sundry inhabitants of the city and county of 
Albany, against the interference of State officers, and the use of our jails 
for persons charged to be fugitive slaves, was read, and referred to the 
committee on the judiciary. 

The petition of sundry inhabitants of the manor of Rensselaerwyck, 
praying for relief, was read, and referred to the select committee on 
that subject. 

Two several petitions of sundry inhabitants of the counties of Otsego 
and Delaware, praying for the erection of a new county from parts of 
the counties of Otsego, Chenango and Delaware, with the seat of justice 
at Unadilla, were read, and referred to the committee on the erection 
and division of towns and counties. 

The remonstrance of sundry inhabitants of the towns of Butternuts 
and Unadilla in the county of Otsego, against the erection of a new 
county with the seat of justice at Bainbridge, for which the remonstrants 
had been induced to petition under a misapprehension, was read, and 
referred to the committee on the erection and division of towns and 
counties. 

The petition of the trustees of the village of Cazenovia in the county 
of Madison, praying for an amendment of the charter of said village, 
was read, and referred to the committee on the incorporation of cities 
and villages. 

The petition of Joshua Reed of the county of Montgomery, praying 
for relief, was read, and referred to the committee on grievances. 

The memorial of the New-York State Agricultural Society, praying 
for a renewal of the law to promote agriculture, was read, and referred 
to the committee on expiring laws. 

The remonstrance of sundry inhabitants of the city and county of 
Albany, against the annexation of Texas to the Union, and praying the 
Legislature to pass resolutions immediately against such annexation, 
was read, and referred to the select committee on that subject. 

Two several petitions of sundry inhabitants of the counties of St. 
Lawrence and Jefferson, praying for the passage of an act to renew and 
extend the charter for a railroad from Oswego to Syracuse, were read, 
and referred to the committee of the whole when on the bill upon that 
subject. 

The petition of the Albany Liberty Association, in relation to the 
violation of the rights of citizens under the inspection laws of the State 
_of Virginia, was read, and referred to the committee of the whole when 
on that subject. 

The remonstrance of William Currie and others, against discontinuing 
Eleventh-street between Broadway and the Bowery in the city of New-

tion, together with all persons who through the intervention of agents 
or otherwise can be proved to have held stock in said company at any 
time within one year previous to the failure thereof, shall become per- 
sonally liable for the loss sustained, to the amount of the capital stock 
remaining unpaid by the actual stockholders thereof. 

Ordered, That whe said resolution be laid on the table. 

Mr. Hine gave notice that he would, at some future day, introduce a 
bill 10 abolish or modify the court of special sessions in all criminal 
proceedings of the degree of petit larceny and simple assault and bat- 
tery, and for regulating fees and reducing the expenses in criminal 
proceedings in the several counties of this State.

Resolved, (if the Senate concur,) That the Senators from this State 
be instructed to vote for the rejection of any treaty to admit Texas into 
the Union. 

Resolve:, (if the Senate concur,) That our senators from this State 
be instructed, and our representatives in Congress requested to oppose 
the admission as a State into the Union, of any territory, without making 
the prohibition of slavery an indispensable condition of admission. 

On motion of Mr. Worden, | 
Ordered, That the said resolutions be printed, and laid on the table. 
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On motion of Mr. C. F. Crosby, 

Resolved, That the petition and other papers relating to a bridge 
across the Rondout, be taken from the files of the house, and sent to 
the committee on roads and bridges. 

In pursuance of previous notice, Mr. Danforth asked for and obtained 
leave to bring in a bill, entitled ‘An act to to supply the several school 
districts in the State of New-York with the Albany Cultivator for the 
year 1845 ;” which was read the first time, and by unanimous consent 
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was also read a second time, and referred to the committee on colleges, 
academies and common schools.

AMENDMENT No. 1. 

The pledges and guarantees of the act entitled ‘An act to provide 
for paying the debts and preserving the credit of the State,” passed 
March 29th, 1842, are hereby confirmed ; and the revenues specified 
therein shall be applied to the purposes therein specified, including the 
repayment to the United States Deposite Fund, and to the Common 
School Fund, of all moneys of the said funds which have been or shall 
be invested in pursuance of the said act, in such equal annual sums as 
will be sufficient to pay in full, both principal and interest, all the debts 
and liabilities of this State, as they existed at the time of the passage of 
the said act ; and also all the debts and liabilities of the State authorised 
by said act to be created and incurred, and which have been created 
and incurred by authority of and pursuant to said act, in the period of 
twenty-two and a half years from the time said act was passed and took 
effect ; and the legislature shall not divert any part of the revenues 
appropriated by said“&act, requisite to pay in full, both principal and in- 
terest, all the debts and liabilities of the State herein before specified, 
within the fixed period of time, and in the equal annual sums herein 
before expressed, from the purposes to which they are herein before 
directed to be applied. 


AMENDMENT No. 2. 

The legislature shall not in any manner create any debt or debts, 
liability or liabilities of the State, direct or contingent, which shall, singly 
or in the aggregate, at any time exceed one million of dollars, except to 
repel invasion or suppress insurrection, unless the same shall be au- 
thorised by law for some single object or work to be distinctly specified 
therein ; and such law shall impose and provide for the collection of a 
direct annual tax sufficient to pay the interest of such debt or liability 
as it falls due, and also to pay and discharge the principal of such debt 
or liability within eighteen years from the time of the contracting there- 
of ; and no such law shall take effect until it shall, at a general election, 
have been submitted to the people, and have received the sanction of a 
majority of all the votes cast for and against it at such election; and on 
the final passage of every such bill in either house of the legislature, the 
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question shall be taken by ayes and nays, duly entered on the journal, and 
shall be ‘Shall this bill pass, and ought the same to receive the sanction 
of the people?” And the assent of a majority of the members elected 
to each house of the legislature shall be requisite to the passage of such 
bill ; and such law shall be irrepealable, until such debt or liability, and 
the interest thereon, are fully paid and discharged ; and the moneys 
arising from any loans or stocks creating such debt or liability, shall be 
| applied to the object or work specified in the act authorising such debt 
or liability, or for the payment of such debt or liability, and to no other 
purpose whatever. Where a debt or liability on the part of the State 
shall be created to repel invasion or suppress insurrection, the moneys 
arising from the loans or stock creating such debt or liability shall be 
applied to the purpose for which the same were raised, or for the re- 
payment of such debt or liability, and to no other purpose whatever.

Mr. Mann amended the said resolution, by inserting, after the words 
‘be instructed to,” the words “inquire into the expediency of ;” and 
substituting the word “reporting” for the word ‘ report,” after such 
insertion. 

Mr. Speaker then put the question whether the House would agree 
to the said resolution, as amended, and it was determined in the affirm- 
ative.

the chair, and Mr. Niven, from the said committee, reported, that the 
committee had gone through the bill entitled ‘‘An act to discontinue 
Eleventh-street in the city of New-York, between Broadway and the 
Bowery,” and agreed to the same without amendment; which report 
was agreed to by the house. 

Ordered, That the said bill be engrossed for a third reading. 

Mr. Niven, from the same committee, reported progress on the bill 
entitled ‘‘An act to amend the act entitled ‘An act to increase the re- 
venues of the State, by extending the market for salt, coal and lead,’ 
passed April 18, 1843,” and asked for and obtained leave to sit again. 

The House then resolved itself into a committee of the whole, on the 
bill entitled ‘“‘An act to incorporate the Wandowenock, fire, hook and 
ladder company ;” and the bill entitled ‘‘An act authorising the sur- 
veyor general to lease a certain lot of land belonging to the State, in 
the St. Regis reservation ;” and after some time spent thereon, Mr. 
Speaker resumed the chair, and Mr. Constant, from the said commit- 
tee, reported, that the committee had gone through the bill entitled ‘An 
act, to incorporate the Wandowenock, fire, hook and ladder company,” 
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made sundry amendments thereto, and agreed to the same; which 
report was agreed to by the house. 

Ordered, That the said bill be engrossed for a third reading. 

Mr. Constant, from the same committee, also reported that the 
committee had gone through the bill entitled ‘“‘An act authorising the 
surveyor general to lease a certain lot of land belonging to the State, 
in the St. Regis reservation,” and agreed to the same without amend- 
ment; which report was agreed to by the house. 

Ordered, That the said bill be engrossed for a third reading.

Resolved, (if the Senate concur,) ‘That the Senators in Congress 
from this State be instructed to vote against the said resolution so as 
aforesaid recently adopted by the said House of Representatives. 

Resolved, (if the Senate concur,) That the Senators in Congress 
from this State be instructed to vote against any law, resolution or 
treaty, having for its object the admission into or incorporation with this 
Union of the territory of Texas, without making the perpetual prohibi- 
tion of slavery in the said territory, and in every state to be formed out 
of it, the indispensable condition of such admission.

AMENDMENT No. 1. 

The pledges and guarantees of the act entitled “An act to provide 
for paying the debts and preserving the credit of the State,” passed 
March 29th, 1842, are hereby confirmed ; and the revenues specified 
therein shall be applied to the purposes therein specified, including the 
repayment to the United States Deposite Fund, and to the Common 
School Fund, of all moneys of the said funds which have been or shall 
be invested in pursuance of the said act, in such equal annual sums as 
will be sufficient to pay in full, both principal and interest, all the debts 
and liabilities of this State, as they existed at the time of the passage of 
the said act; and also all the debts and liabilities of the State authorised 
by said act to be created and incurred, and which have been created 
and incurred by authority of and pursuant to said act, in the period of 
twenty-two and a half years from the time said act was passed and took 
effect ; and the legislature shall not divert any part of the revenues 
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appropriated by said act, requisite to pay in full, both principal and in- 
terest, all the debts and liabilities of the State herein before specified, 
within the fixed period of time, and in the equal annual sums herein 
before expressed, from the purposes to which they are herein before 
directed to be applied. 


AMENDMENT No. 2. 

The legislature shall not in any manner create any debt or debts, 
liability or liabilities of the State, direct or contingent, which shall, singly 
or in the aggregate, at any time exceed one million of dollars, except to 
repel invasion or suppress insurrection, unless the same shall be au- 
thorised by law for some single object or work to be distinctly specified 
therein ; and such law shall impose and provide for the collection of a 
direct annual tax sufficient to pay the interest of such debt or liability 
as it falls due, and also to pay and discharge the principal of such debt 
or liability within eighteen years from the time of the contracting there- 
of ; and no such law shall take effect until it shall, at a general election, 
have been submitted to the people, and have received the sanction of a 
majority of all the votes cast for and against it at such election ; and on 
the final passage of every such bill in either house of the legislature, the 
question shall be taken by ayes and nays, duly entered on the journal, and 
shall be ‘‘Shall this bill pass, and ought the same to receive the sanction 
of the people?” And the assent of a majority of the members elected 
to each house of the legislature shall be requisite to the passage of such 
bill ; and such law shall be irrepealable, until such debt or liability, and 
the interest thereon, are fully paid and discharged ; and the moneys 
arising from any loans or stocks creating such debt or liability, shall be 
applied to the object or work specified in the act authorising such debt 
or liability, or for the payment of such debt or liability, and to no other 
purpose whatever. Where a debt or liability on the part of the State 
shall be created to repel invasion or suppress insurrection, the moneys 
arising from the loans or stock creating such debt or liability shall be 
applied to the purpose for which the same were raised, or for the re- 
payment of such debt or liability, and to no other purpose whatever. 


AND wHeEREAS the said proposed amendments were, at the said last 
session, agreed to by a majority of the members elected to each of the 
two houses, and were entered on their journals with the yeas and nays 
taken thereon, and were referred to the Legislature then next to be 
chosen, and have been published for three months previous to the time 
of making the choice of the members of the present Legislature : 

Therefore, 

Resolved, That the Assembly do agree to the said proposed amend- 

ments. 


And after some time spent thereon, Mr. Speaker resumed the chair, 
and Mr. Jones, from the said committee, reported progress, and asked 
for and obtained leave to sit again. 

The bill entitled ‘‘An act to amend an act to reduce the number of 
canal commissioners, and to provide for their election by the people, 
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passed May 6th, 1844,” was received from the Senate, with a message, 
informing that they had passed the same with the amendment therewith 
delivered. 

The said amendment having been read, 

Mr. T. R. Lee moved to amend the amendment of the Senate, by 
adding the words following : 

‘‘And that the salaries of all officers payable out of the treasury or 
monies of the people of the State of New-York, be, and they hereby 
are reduced one-fifth, or twenty per cent on the amount of such salaries 
respectively.”

The petition of sundry inhabitants of the county of Broome, praying 
that the Legislature may consent to an extension of the New-York and 
Erie railroad into the State of Pennsylvania, was read, and referred to 
the committee on railroads. 

The petition of sundry inhabitants of the counties of Onondaga and 
Cortland, praying for the incorporation of a company to construct a 
turnpike road from the village of Syracuse to the villages of Tully, 
Homer and Cortland, was read, and referred to the committee on roads 
and bridges.

The petition of sundry inhabitants of the counties of Onondaga and 
Cortland, praying for the incorporation of a company to construct a 
railroad from the village of Oswego to the village of Syracuse, was read, 
and referred to the committee of the whole when on the bill upon that 
subject. 

The petition of the trustees of the Washington Academy, praying for 
a more equal distribution of the Literature fund to the several academies 
in this State, was read, and referred to the committee of the whole 
when on the bill upon that subject. 

Mr. Coe, from the committee on canals, to ain was referred the 
several petitions of sundry canal contractors, praying for the passage of

The remonstrance of sundry inhabitants of school district number 
fourteen in the towns of Cicero and Clay in the county of Onondaga, 
against the claim of H. M. Wright and Joseph Rector, was read, and 
referred to the committee of the whole when on the bill upon that 
subject. 

Five several petitions of sundry inhabitants of the county of Jefferson, 
praying for the incorporation of the American and Foreign Bible Society, 
was read, and referred to the committee of the whole when on the bill 
upon that subject.

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A message from the Governor was received and read, in the words 
following, to wit :

Albany, February 3, 1845. 
To THe LecisLaTure. 

I transmit, herewith, the annual report of the Commissary-General, 
and take the occasion to invite the attention of the Legislature to the 
information communicated in relation to the condition of the State Ar- 
senal in tle city of New-York, and to the negociation between this 
State and the United States for the sale of the fortifications on Stat- 
en Island to the latter. 

It will appear that definite terms, for the sale of the State proper- 
ty upon Staten Island, were long since given to the proper federal au- 
thorities, which still await the action of that government. Ifthe Le- 
gislature shall not see fit to modify those terms, the only desirable ac- 
tion would seemto be that most likely to induce an early decision by the 
federal authorities upon them. 

The Commissary-General suggests sending an agent to Washington 
for this purpose, but as legislation only is required, and as the sub- 
ject is shown to be before Congress in the shape of a bill reported from 
the appropriate committee, it would seem to me that a prompt ex- 
pression of the Legislature, calculated to draw the attention of the 
representatives from the State to this bill, would be more likely to se- 
cure the desired result. 

The various expressions of the executive officers of the United 
States upon this subject, show that they are fully impressed with the 
importance of the purchase, to the United States; and do not leave 
any ground to apprehend either difficulty or delay in bringing the 
negociation to a close, in case Congress see fit to invest them with 
the: necessary authority, and to place at their disposal the requisite 
means. 

J respectfully ask the attention of the Legislature to another sub- 
ject discussed in this report. I refer to the loan of State arms to com- 
panies of the militia not called into the service of the State. ‘ihe 
practice has been indulged, for several years, and many of the arms 
from the State Arsenal, have been thus loaned out, upon bonds sup- 
posed to be sufficient when taken, to secure their safe return. 

Still, serious doubts have been entertained, whether the law author- 
izes this disposition of these arms, at the discretion of the Executive, 
and the subject has been repeatedly brought before the Legislature, 
without, so far as I am aware, having secured either its action, or ex- 
pression, upon this point. 

My immediate predecessor, in one of his annual messages, express- 
ed his strong doubts as to his authority to make these loans, and urg- 
ed that further legislation might be had, but stated that he had con- 
cluded to pursue the practice, which he found in existence, unless the 
Legislature should signify its dissent. 

My examinations have satisfied me that the authority does not exist 
under the law as it is, and I shall therefore be constrained to decline 
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all such loans of the public arms, unless the authority to make them 
shall be conferred. Several applications have already been refused 
upon this ground, and as they are frequent, and a suspension of the 
former practice may seriously affect the formation, and extension, of 
uniformed companies of the militia, the subject is again respectfully, 
but earnestly, urged upon the attention of the Legislature. 

If the practice is to be continued, it should be not only expressly 
legalized, but regulated by distinct enactments as to the security to be 
required, the manner of ascertaining the sufficiency of the sureties ; 
the facts upon which loans of arms shall be made; the mode of ascer- 
taining periodically the condition of the arms loaned; the continued abi- 


lity of the sureties, and the like.

Resolved, (if the Senate concur,) That our senators from this State 
be instructed, and our representatives in Congress requested to oppose 
the admission as a State into the Union, of any territory, without making 
the prohibitiun of slavery an indispensable condition of admission.”

Kesolved, (if the Senate concur,) That the Senators from this State 
be instructed to vote for the rejection of any treaty to admit Texas into 
the Union. 
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Resolved, (if the Senate concur,) That our senators from this State 
be instructed, and our representatives in Congress requested to oppose 
the admission as a State into the Union, of any territory, without making 
the prohibition of slavery an indispensable condition of admission.”

to be in favor of immediate annexation, furnishing an unanswerable 
argument that the great Democratic Party of the Union are in favor of 


the measure : 


AND WHEREAS ALso it becomes the duty of the Legislature of New-

York to assume a position in relation to the said measure of annexation, 
in conformity with what they believe to be the views of the People of 
this State, by whom they have been chosen to seats in this body : 

We DO, THEREFORE, DECLARE, that we are in favor of the re- 
annexation of ‘Texas, at the earliest practicable period, for the reasons 
following, to wit: 

First. Because it will extend and secure the blessings of republican 
institutions over a broad extent of territory, peopled by a race of men 
who are bone of our bone and flesh of our flesh; who, having tasted 
freedom in the United States, and carved out the independence of ‘Texas 
by their valor, now ask for admission into the Union, and bring with 
them their infant Republic as a noble offering at the shrine of Liberty, 
an earnest of their worth and fitness to be numbered with their brethren. ° 

Secondly. Because it will secure to these United States, now and 
forever, the advantages we now possess, over all the nations of the 
world, in the production of the great American staple, Cotton; an ad- 
vantage of which the jealousy of Great Britain has vainly sought to strip 
us by her efforts in the Indies, and now to the same end is directing 
her eagle eye towards the fair fields of ‘Texas. 

Thirdly. Because it will open an extensive market for the agricul- 
tural products and manufactures of the Northern States, in exchange 
for the productions of the South, and thus strengthen and perpetuate 
the bonds of our union. 

Fourthly. Because it will provide a better southern frontier in case of 
war, and amply protect our commerce on the Gulf of Mexico, through 
which the products of the Valley of the Mississippi must forever find 
their outlet. 

Fifthly. Because thereby slavery, so repugnant to the people of the 
North, with all its concomitant evils, will be lessened, and an outlet be 
formed, by which, according to the inevitable ‘laws of population,” 
slavery must become extinct at no distant day, because the laws of the 
Union will forever put an end to the foreign slave trade within the 
boundaries of ‘Texas, and because the slaveholders of the Northern 
slave states will naturally seek a more profitable field of labor on the 
more fertile soil of ‘Texas, and leave their former places to be filled by 
the enterprising and free citizens of thé North. 

Sixthly. Because under no circumstances can the admission of ‘Texas 
into the Union give to the Slave States a preponderance in our national 
councils : Iowa is already knocking for admission into the Union as a 
Free State ; the vast Territory of Oregon, equal. in extent to all the 
slaveholding States, is forever sacred to freedom. We hold that the 
Slave States and Free States, under the Constitution of the Union, stand 
upon common ground, and each have equal right to be jealous of the 
encroachment of the other. 

Under these circumstances, we regard all objections to the annexation 
of Texas, on the ground of slavery, as the effusions of a whining hy- 
pocrisy, or what is worse, political abolitionism : 

Therefore, 

Resolved, (if the Senate concur,) That our senators in Congress be 

instructed, and our representatives requested, to vote for the Annexation 
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of Texas, and to use all proper means to prevent the loss of a great and 
“‘ permanent national acquisition on account of a temporary institution.” 

Ordered, That the said preamble and resolution be referred to the 

select committee on the annexation of ‘Texas to the United States.

rates of postage upon the revenues of the General Post-office Depart- 
ment, and that the present is a favorable opportunity to try said experi- 
ment : 

Therefore, further, 

Resolved, (if the Assembly concnr,) That our senators in Congress 
be instructed, and our representatives be requested, to use their best 
exertions for the passage of the bill which has recently passed the Se- 
nate of the United States, reducing the rates of postage. 

Resolved, (if the Assembly concur,) That the Governor be requested 
to transmit the foregoing resolutions to our senators and representatives 
in Congress. 

Mr. Speaker put the question whether the House would concur with 
the Senate in their said resolutions, and it was determined in the affirm- 
ative. :

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ARTICLES OF AGREEMENT, made this twenty-fourth day of April 1843, 
between the People of the State of New-York, by William C. Bouck, 
Governor, pursuant to an act entitled ‘An act in relation to the Natural 
History of New-York,” passed April 8th, 1843, of the first part, and 
Thomas B. Carroll AE Alanson Cook, Printers to the Assembly, of the 
second part, Witnesseth, that the said parties of the second part hereby 
covenant and engage to ‘publish and print all that which remains to be 
done to complete all the volumes of the Natural History of the State of 
New-York, and also to bind the said volumes. The said printing-and 
binding is in all respects to be as well executed, and of as good paper, 
as the first volumes of said History already printed, 

The said parties of the second part are to receive from the Treasury, 
for said printing and binding, the following prices, to wit : 

For the composition of every one thousand ems, forty-five cents ; 

For every ream of paper necessarily used, at the rate of five dollars per 
ream ; 

For the presswork, at the rate of one dollar for every white token ; 

For pressing the sheets, at the rate of fifty cents for every ream ; 

For folding, at the rate of forty cents for every ream ; 

For binding, at the rate of sixty-five cents per volume. 

The foregoing prices are to include the expense of furnishing al the 
materials, labelling the volumes, in pressing on the outer side of the 
covers the appropriate illustrations, and the performance of every kind 
of labor and every necessary expense to a perfect completion of the said 
printing and binding in all respects ; excepting, however, that if there 
should be any rule work, as it is technically called, that is, columns of 
matter that require to be justified, an additional allowance of twenty 
cents for every one thousand ems of such work is to be paid. 

The said volumes are to be of the same size as those now printed ; 
and every part of the work comprised in this c. ntract shall be done in 
such manner and at such time as shall be required by, and approved of 
by, the person administering the Government of this Stale ; on whose 
certificate, the ‘I’reasurer will be required to pay, out of any monies in 
the ‘Treasury not otherwise appropriated, the sum to which the said 
parties of the second part shall be entitled under this contract, and as 
fast as each volume shall be completed, approved of by the Governor, 
and deposited in the office of the Secretary of State.

Resolved, That the engrossed bill from the Senate, entitled ‘An act 
to pay the militia called into service in Decembery 1844 and January 
1845, and for other purposes,” be taken from the committee of the 
whole, and referred back to the committee on the militia and public 
defence, with instructions to inquire into the various items of expense 
in the transportation of said troops, and in their sustenance, and the 
items of expense in the expedition generally, and the kind of accommo- 
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dations which were furnished to the troops at Hudson ; also the cir-

Albany, February 18, 1845. 

To THe ASSEMBLY. | 

In reply to the resolution of the Honorable the Assembly of the 17th 
instant, requesting me to inform that House ‘“‘ whether the sum of ten 
thousand dollars, or thereabouts, has not been set apart for this State 
from the United States Land Fund; and if yea, where the same is, 
the amount thereof, and why the same has not been received into the 
Treasury of this State,” I have to refer the House to a communication 
made to the Legislature, by my immediate predecessor in office, under 
date of the 18th of April, 1843, which I find upon page 1008 of the 
Assembly Journal of 1843. ‘That communication contains all the in- 
formation in my possession upon the subject of the various inquiries 
embraced in the resolution. ‘The letter from the Comptroller of the 
Treasury, referred to in the message of Governor Bouck, I do not find 
upon the executive files, and therefore can only speak of it from that 
reference ; and I have no information as to the amount of money set 
apart to this State, any disposition made of it, or the reasons ‘‘why the 
same has not been received into the ‘Treasury of this State,” other than 
the information found in the message in question. 

I do not find that the Legislature has given to the Governor any 
advice or direction, in reference to his action upon the communication 
from the Comptroller of the ‘Treasury, which was requested in the 
message referred to. I am aware that the Jaw of Congress authorises 
the payments under it to be made to the order of the Executive of the 
State, in cases where the State Legislature does not otherwise direct ; 
but as the late Governor solicited the direction of the Legislature, I 
presume the reason of his not acting was the absence of that direction. 

I was not myself aware, until the resolution of the Honorable the 
Assembly was placed in my hands, that this amount of money had been 
set apart:to the State. I infer that the sum named is the dividend 
falling to this State, from the shares of the original fund to be distributed, 
set to those States which have refused to accept the money. Not 
feeling certain that the Legislature of this State will be inclined to take 
from the common Treasury of all the States money thus voluntarily 
left in that Treasury by a sister State, for the purpose of converting it 
to its own separate use, had 5 been aware of the state of the facts as I 
now suppose them to exist, I should not have felt authorised, without 
the express direction of the Legislature, to have drawn for the money. 
The same view of the matter will restrain me, for the future, from 
availing myself of the power conferred by the law of Congress to bring 
this money into the Treasury of the State; and I take this occasion to 
make the declaration, that the Legislature, if it shall be disposed to 


have the money drawn, may give its direction in the premises.

all persons having received a compensation for damages,” and the names 
of such persons ; which report for the last year, ending on the thirtieth 
September 1844, is herewith submitted. 

A considerable portion of the report is made up of a mere transcript 
from the ledger in the Canal Department, of the sums paid during the 
year to contractors, giving the name of the contractor, the section of the 
canal or other work, and the amount in each case. The aggregate of 
these sums is given in the report of the Commissioners of the Canal 
Fund, and also in the report of the Canal Commissioners. 

The items of all expenditures by the Canal Commissioners and the 
engineers are also embraced in the report now presented ; and there 
are also several interesting tables, showing the cost of the engineer 
department, a classification of the expenditures by canal superintendents 
for the fiscal year, and the average cost per mile for maintaining the 
several canals from 1826 to 1843 inclusive.

Fifteen several petitions of sundry inhabitants of the counties of 
Dutchess, Albany, Rensselaer and Schenectady, praying for an altera- 
tion of the law of landlord and tenant, were read, and referred to the 
select committee on that subject. 

The petition of sundry inhabitants of the county of Genesee, praying 
for a reduction of fare on the railroads from Schenectady to Buffalo, 
was read, and referred to the committee of the whole when on the bill 
upon that subject. 

The petition of sundry inhabitants of the county of Tompkins, praying 
for the incorporation of the American and Foreign Bible Society, was 
read, and referred to the committee of the whole when on the bill upon 
that subject. | 

Four several remonstrances of sundry inhabitants of the counties of 
Schoharie, Fulton and Albany, against the incorporation of the American 
and Foreign Bible Society, were read, and referred to the committee of 
the whole when on the bill upon that subject. 

The petition of sundry inhabitants of the city of New-York, praying 
for the repeal of the militia laws, was read, and referred to the com- 
mittee of the whole when on the bill upon that subject. 

Eleven several petitions of sundry inhabitants of the counties of Erie, 
Otsego and Schoharie, praying for the passage of a law submitting the 
question of license to the people of the several cities and towns, were 
read, and referred to the committee of the whole when on the bill upon 
that subject. 

Six several petitions of sundry inhabitants of the counties of Steuben, 
Sullivan, New-York and Cattaraugus, praying that aid may be granted 
to the New-York and Erie Railroad Company in the construction of 
their road, were read, and referred to the committee of the whole when 
on the bill upon that subject. . 

Mr. Chase, from the committee on the internal affairs of towns and 
counties, to which was referred the petition of the supervisors of the 
county of Dutchess, praying for the passage of an act restoring the 
distinction between town and county poor for said county, reported 
favorably to the prayer of the petitioners, and offered the following re- 
solution, to wit :

The petition of sundry inhabitants of the counties of Erie and Cat- 
taraugus, praying for the regulation of the construction of dams across 
the Cattaraugus creek, was read, and referred to the committee on the 
internal affairs of towns and counties. 

The petition of sundry inhabitants of the county of Suffolk, praying

Three several remonstrances of sundry inhabitants of the counties of 
Oswego and Niagara, against the proposed discrimination of tolls upon 
canals, were read, and referred to the committee on canals. 

Seven several petitions of sundry inhabitants of the counties of Erie, 
Orange, Oneida, Jefferson, Saratoga, Herkimer and Otsego, praying 
for a change in the license law, were read, and referred to the com- 
mittee of the whole when on the bill upon that subject. | 

Three several remonstrances against the incorporation of the Ameri- 
can and Foreign Bible Society, were read, and referred to the committee 
of the whole when on the bill upon that subject. . 

Four several petitions of sundry inhabitants of the city of New-York, 
praying for the consent of the Legislature that the New-York and Erie 
Railroad Company may construct their road in the counties of Pike 
and Susquehanna in the State of Pennsylvania, and for a conditional 
release of the lien of the State upon said road, were read, and referred 
to the committee of the whole when on the bill upon that subject. 
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Two several petitions of sundry inhabitants of the county of Scho- 
harie, praying for an alteration of the law of landlord and tenant, were 
read, and referred to the select committee on that subject. 

Two several petitions of sundry inhabitants of the counties of Broome 
and Ulster, against locating any part of the road of the New-York and 
Erie Railroad Company in the State of Pennsylvania, were read, and 
referred to the committee of the whole when on the bill upon that subject. 

The petition of sundry ladies of the county of Dutchess, praying for 
the passage of a law to suppress licentiousness, was read, and referred 
to the committee of the whole when on the bill upon that subject. 

The petition of sundry inhabitants of the county of Orange, praying 
for a reduction of the rate of interest to six per centum, was read, and 
referred to the select committee on that subject. 

The petition of the trustees of the Rochester Female Academy, and 
sundry inhabitants of the city of Rochester, praying for a more equal 
distribution of the Literature Fund, was read, and referred to the com- 
mittee of the whole when on the bill upon that subject.

Four several remonstrancs of sundry inhabitants of the counties of 
Oswego, Madison and New-York, against a discrimination of tolls on 
the Erie canal, were read, and referred to the committee on canals. 

The petition of sundry inhabitants of the county of “Lewis, praying 
for the construction of the Black River Canal, was read, and referred to 
the committee on canals. 

The memorial of sundry inhabitants of the county of Madison, on the 
subject of Texas, was read, and ordered to be laid on the table. 

Five several remonstrances of sundry inhabitants of the county of 
Ulster, against allowing the New-York and Erie Railroad Company to 
interfere in any manner with the rights of the Delaware and Hudson 
Catal Company, were read, and referred to the committee of the whole 
when on the bill upon that subject. 

The remonstrance of sundry inhabitants of the county of Erie, against — 
the incorporation of the American and Foreign Bible Society, was read, 
and referred to the committee of the whole when on the bill upon that 
subject. 

‘The petition of sundry inhabitants of the county of Madison, praying 
for the passage of a law to punish licenticusness, was read, and referred 
tu the committee of the whole when on the bill upon that subject. 

Eleven several petitions of sundry inhabitants of the counties of 
Greene, Genesee, Rensselaer, Saratoga, Onondaga, Erie and Liying- 
ston, praving for the passage of a law submitting the question of license 
to the people of the several cities and towns, were read, and referred to 
the committee of the whole when on the bill upon that subject.

Fourteen several petitions of sundry inhabitants of the counties of 
Steuben, New-York, Allegany and Cattaraugus, praying for the passage 
of a law authorising the New-York and Erie Railroad Company to 
Jocate a certain portion of their road in the State of Pennsylvania, were 
read, and referred to the committee of the whole when on the bill upon 
that subject. 

Five several remonstrances of sundry inhabitants of the county of 
Sullivan, against allowing the New-York and Erie Railroad Company 
to locate any portion of their road in the State of Pennsylvania, were 
read, and referred to the committee of the whole when on the bill upon 
that subject. 
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The remonstrance of sundry inhabitants of the town of Shawangunk 
in the county of Ulster, against raising money in said county to build 
a bridge in the town of New-Paltz, was read, and referred to the com- 
mittee of the whole when on the bill upon that subject.

And whereas by an existing law of the State of South-Carolina, 
passed December 29th, 1835, the rights, privileges and immunities, and 
especially the personal liberty, of a large and very worthy portion of the 
free citizens of the State of New-York are directly infringed upon and 
violated ; the same being in direct conflict with, and utter disregard of, 
the provisions of said Constitution : 

And whereas it is the duty of this, and of every other State of the 
Union, to watch over and protect all, and especially the most valuable 
and sacred rights of the citizens thereof,.with incessant and untiring 
vigilance, and ever to manifest a promptness and determination to assert 
and vindicate these rights in all lawful ways : 

Therefore, 

Resolved, 'That (the Senate concurring) the Legislature of this State 
do hereby most solemnly protest against the said law, so as aforesaid 
passed by the State of South-Carolina; and that His Excellency the 
Governor of New-York be, and he is hereby requested to communicate 
forthwith upon this subject with His Excellency the Governor of South- 
Carolina, transmitting a copy of the foregoing preamble and of this re- 
solution, and earnestly to request of said State the repeal of any and 
every provision of said law referred to, inconsistent with the spirit and 
principles of said preamble, at the earliest possible day. © 
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Ordered, 'Yhat the said resolution be laid on the table.

Chase, from the said committee, reported, that the committee had made 
some progress on the bill entitled ‘‘An act to amend and renew an act 
to provide for the construction of a railroad from Oswego to Syracuse, 
passed April 29th, 1839 ;” but not having gone through with the same, 
had directed their chairman to ask for leave to sit again. 

Mr. Speaker put the question whether the House would grant the 
committee of the whole leave to sit again on the said bill, and it was 
determined in the.affirmative. 

Mr. Chase, from the same committee, reported, that the committee 
had made some progress on the bill entitled ‘‘An act amendatory of the 
acts in relation to the election and terms of office of town assessors and 
commissioners of highways,” but not having gone through with the 
same, had directed their chairman to ask for leave to sit again.

The petition of the Warwick Railroad Company, praying for an 
extension of their charter, was read, and referred 10 the committee on 
railroads. 

The petition of sundry inhabitants of the county of Schenectady, 
praying for the repeal of the law allowing railroad companies to carry 
freight, was read, and referred to the committee on railroads. 

The petition of the stockholders of the Commercial Bank of Ro- 
chester, praying for the passage of a law taxing them only on their 
actual capital, was read, and referred to the committee on banks and 
Insurance companies. 

The petition of sundry inhabitants of the county of Ulster, praying 
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for the passage of a law compelling the banks to redeem their notes at 
par in the city of New-York, was read, and referred to the committee 
on banks and insurance companies.

The petition of sundry inhabitants. of the county of Montgomery, 
praying for the repeal of the law allowing railroad companies to carry 
freight, was read, and referred to the committee on canals. 

The petition of sundry inhabitants of Western New-York, praying 
for a dissolution of the Union, in case Texas is annexed to the United 
States, was read. 

Mr. Russell moved to lay the said petition on the table. 

Mr. Speaker put the question whether the House would agree to the 
said motion, and it was determined in the affirmative.

eminently to secure the blessings of liberty to themselves and their 
posterity : 

And whereas by an existing law of the State of South-Carolina, 
passed December 29th, 1835, the rights, privileges and immunities, and 
especially the personal liberty, of a large and very worthy portion of the 
free citizens of the State of New-York are directly infringed upon and 
violated ; the same being in direct conflict with, and utter disregard of, 
the provisions of said Constitution : 

And whereas it is the duty of this, and of every other State of the 
Union, to watch over and protect all, and especially the most valuable 
and sacred rights of the citizens thereof, with incessant and untiring 
vigilance, and ever to manifest a promptness and determination to assert 
and vindicate these rights in all lawful ways : 

Therefore, 

Resolved, That (the Senate concurring) the Legislature of this State 
do hereby most solemnly protest against the said law, so as aforesaid 
passed by the State of South-Carolina; and that His Excellency the 
Governor of New-York be, and he is hereby requested to communicate 
forthwith upon this subject with His Excellency the Governor of South- 
Carolina, transmitting a copy of the foregoing preamble and of this re- 
solution, and earnestly to request of said State the repeal of any and 
every provision of said law referred to, inconsistent with the spirit and 
principles of said preamble, at the earliest possible day.

Schoolar Everett,” was referred to the commiitee on the judiciary ; and 
the bill entitled ‘An act for the relief of Rebecca Kieyle, an alien,” 
was referred to the committee on the petitions of aliens.

§ 4. That the Senate concur in the first amendment to the fourth 
section. 

That the House recede from its amendment in the fourth line of the 
fourth section, excepting the word “ incidental.” 

§ 5. That the Senate concur in striking out the fifth section. 

§ 6. That the Senate agree to the striking out of the sixth section, 
and concur in the substitute adopted by the House. 

§ 8. That the Senate concur in striking out the eighth section; also 
in the substitute adopted by the House. 

§ 9. That the Senate concur in the amendments to the ninth section. 

The committee further recommend the following amendment, to wit: 
In the fourth line of the fourth section, after the word ‘‘ for,” insert 
“and shoeing.” | 
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‘The committee also recommend the following amendment to the 
amendment adopted by the House, to wit: Strike out the three last 
words in the ninth section, and substitute in heu thereof ‘“ while in 
service.” | 

The committee further recommend the following as aa substitute for 
the new section adopted by the House, and added at the close of the 
bill, to wit : ‘The term of service of each member of the corps serving 
at Hudson, and herein provided for, shall be deemed to have expired on 
the return of such corps to the place from whence it was ordered. 

The question recurred on agreeing with the committee of conference 
in their said report. 

Mr. Hine called for the previous question. 

Mr. Speaker put the question whether the House would second the 
call for the previous question, and it was determined in the affirmative. 

Mr. Speaker then put the question, ‘“‘Shall the main question be now 
put?” and it. was determined in the affirmative. 

Whereupon, 

Mr. Speaker put the question whether the House would agree with 
the committee of conference in their said report, and it was determined 
in the affirmative. 

The engrossed bill entitled “‘An act to provide for building a bridge 
over the Seneca river between the towns of Salina and Lysander in the 
county of Onondaga,” was read the third time. 

Mr. Speaker put the question whether the House would agree to the 
final passage of the said bill, and it was determined in the affirmative. 

Ordered, ‘That the Clerk deliver the said bill to the Senate, and 
request their concurrence in the same.

Fonr several petitions of sundry inhabitants of the counties of Dutchess 
and Chautauque, praying for the passage of a law submitting the ques- 
tion of license to the people, were read, and ordered to be laid upon 
the table. 

The petition of sundry inhabitants of the city of New-York, praying 
for the passage of a law to prevent naturalized citizens from voling 
within one year after their naturalization, was read, and ordered to be 
laid upon the table. 

The petition of sundry inhabitants of the city of New-York, praying 
that the naturalization of foreigners may be confined exclusively to the 
United States Court, was read, and ordered to be Jaid upon the table. 

The petition of sundry inhabitants of the city of New-York, praying 
for the passage of a registry law, was read, and ordered to be laid upon 
the table. 

The petition of sundry inhabitants of the county of Orange, praying 
for some modification of the proposed law to suppress licentiousness, 
was read, and referred tu the committee of the whole se on the bill 
upon that subject. 

‘T'wo several petitions of sundry inhabitants of the counties of Seneca, 
praying that costs in courts of special sessions may be made a town 
instead of a county charge, were read, and referred to the committee of 
the whole wheu on the bill upon that subject. 

Mr. Blake, from the committee on trade and manufactures, to which 
was referred the petition of sundry citizens of the town of Southold in 
the county of Suffolk, praying for an amendment of the charter of the 
Greenhill Wharf Company, reported favorably to the prayer of the 
petitioners, and asked leave to bring ina bill. 

Leave being granted, Mr. Blake accordingly brought in the said bill,

petitioners, and asked leave to bring in a bill. 

Leave being granted, Mr. Ross accordingly brought in the said bill, 
entitled ‘‘An act to consolidate and amend the act entitled ‘An act to 
incorporate the city of Brooklyn,’ passed April 8th, 1834, and the 
various acts amendatory thereof, and for other purposes ;” which was 
read the first time, and by unanimous consent was also read a second 
time, and committed to a committee of the whole house. 

Mr. Ross, from the committee on the incorporation of cities and vil- 
lages, to which was referred the petition of sundry inhabitants of the 
village of Liverpool in the county of Onondaga, for an amendment of 
the charter of the said village, reported favorably to the prayer of the 
petitioners, and asked leave to bring in a bill.

Mr. Van Schoonhoven moved that the House proceed to the con- 
sideration of the resolution heretofore offered by him, in the words 
following, to wit : 

Wuereas his Excellency the Governor of Massachusetts, in pur- 
suance of resolutions passed by the Legislature of that Commonwealth, 
did, during the last year, with the advice and consent of the Council 
thereof, duly appoint and commission the Hon. Samuel Hoar, a citizen 
of said commonwealth, as an agent or commissioner on her part to 
proceed to and reside in the city of Charleston in the State of South- 
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Carolina, for the purpose of collecting and transmitting accurate in- 
formation as to the numberand names of citizens of Massachusetts who 
might theretofore have been or who might then be imprisoned in that 
city without the allegation of any crime, with full authority also on the 
part of said agent to bring and prosecute suits in behalf of any citizens 
who might be so imprisoned, at the expense of Massachusetts, for the 
purpose of having the legality of such imprisonment tried and determined 
in the Supreme Court of the United States : And whereas in pursuance 
of the purpose of such appointment, and in the prompt discharge of the 
official! duties thus assigned to the Hon. Samuel Hoar, he did, in the 
month of November last, proceed to the city of Charleston, and im- 
mediately on his arrival communicate by letter to his Excellency the 
Governor of South-Carolina the fact of his appointment by the authori- 
ties of Massachusetts as agent for the purposes aforesaid, and of his 
presence in the city of Charleston for the discharge of such agency ; 
and his Excellency the Governor of South-Carolina was pleased there- 
upon to communicate by message with the Legislature of that State, 
then in session at Columbia, informing that Honorable Body of the 
arrival and commission of the Hon. Samuel Hoar, and submitting to 
them to determine upon the course of action most appropriate under the 
circumstances : And whereas the Honorable the Legislature of South- 
Carolina, on the reception of the message of his Excellency thus com- 
municated, did, without delay, and with but a single dissenting voice, 
adopt and declare resolutions in the words following (or to the following 
effect), to wit : 

Resolved, That the right to exclude from their territories seditious 
persons or others, whose presence may be dangerous to their peace, is 
essential to every independent State. 

Resolved, That free negroes and persons of color are not citizens of 
the United States within the meaning of the Constitution, which confers 
upon the citizens of one State the privileges and immunities of citizens 
in the several States. 

Resolved, ‘That the emissary sent by the State of Massachusetts to 
the State of South-Carolina, with the avowed purpose of interfering 
with her institutions and disturbing her peace, is to be regarded in the 
character he has assumed, and to be treated accordingly. 

Resolved, That his Excellency the Governor be requested to expel 
from our territory the said agent, after due notice to depart ; and that 
the Legislature will sustain the Executive authority in any measures it 
may adopt for the purpose aforesaid. 

AND WHEREAS it was represented by the Hon. Samuel Hoar, in a 
communication addressed by him to the Secretary of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, and at his request presented to the Executive thereof, 
who transmitted the same to both branches of the Legislature of that 
State, bearing date December 20th, 1844, that the said Samuel Hoar, 
subsequent to the passage of said resolutions by the Legislature of 
South-Carolina, was peremptorily and forcibly obstructed in the execu- 
tion of the duties of his agency above specified, by the authorities of 
Charleston ; threatened with personal violence by some of the residents 
of that city, in case he should remain therein to discharge said duties ; 
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and finally expelled from and conducted out of said State, by many of 

her leading and distinguished citizens, against his will and in utter 

disregard of his protestations to the contrary, in defiance of the con- 

stitutional rights of himself and of the State he represented : 
Therefore, 

Resolved, (if the Senate concur,) That in the judgment of the Legis- 
lature of this State, the Commonwealth of Massachusetts has sustained, 
in these proceedings on the part of the Legislature of the State of 
South-Carolina, and of the local authorities of Charleston, a very gross 
indignity, as well as a violation of her most sacred rights : The object 
and purpose of the agency established by Massachusetts, to wit, the 
liberation of her citizens from unlawful incarceration and servitude, and 
the vindication of the immunities and privileges of her people as gua- 
ranteed by the Federal Constitution, were not only consistent with every 
obligation and duty which she as a member of our National Confederacy 
might owe to South-Carolina and her sister States, but to secure the 
accomplishment of that object and purpose she was powerfully impelled 
by the highest considerations of duty to herself as well as the country 
at large ; and in the prosecution of her noble design, she clearly con- 
ducted her proceedings with all due respect to the dignity as well as 
the constitutional rights of South-Carolina. 

Resolved, ‘That the Legislature of this State regard the passage of 
any law conflicting with the plain and palpable provisions of the Con- 
stitution of the United States, and affecting the personal liberties as well 
as the commercial interests of all or either of the States of the Union, 
as at all times and particularly at the present day to be deprecated, and 
worthy to be rebuked by the public sentiment of the country : That in 
our judgment the provision of the act of the Legislature of South- 
Carolina, passed December 29th, 1835, prohibiting any free negro or 
person of color from entering that State on board any vessel as cook, 
steward or mariner, or in any other employment on board thereof, and 
authorizing the sheriff of any district of said State in whose harbor or 
port such vessel may arrive, to apprehend and incarcerate such free 
negro or colored person until such vessel shall be ready to proceed to 
sea, conflicts with and directly violates section second of article fourth 
of the Constitution of the United States, which declares that ‘‘ the citi- 
zens of each State shall be entitled to all privileges and immunities of 
citizens in the several States ;” and also section eighth of article first 
of said Constitution, which empowers Congress ‘‘to regulate commerce 
with foreign nations and among the several States, and with Indian 
tribes :” That as a member of the American Confederacy, deeply in- 
terested in this matter, New-York is called upon to protest, and she 
hereby does most solemnly protest against the said law so as aforesaid 
enacted by South-Carolina; declaring at the same time her deliberate 
conviction that the principles and proceedings held and adopted by the 
said State in this unpleasant and embarrassing controversy with Massa- 
chusetts, are utterly untenable and unjustifiable, as well as directly 
calculated to introduce and perpetuate discord and disorder among the 
States of the Union. 

Resolved, That his Excellency the Governor of this State be re- 
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quested forthwith 1o transmit copies of the foregoing preamble and 
resolution to his Excellency the Governor of Massachusetts, to his 
Excellency the Governor of South-Carolina, and also to the chief 
executive officers of the several States of the Union.

Resolved, That bills numbers 147 and 148 be referred to a select 
committee of one from each senatorial district, with instructions to such 
committee-to report, at an early day, which of the provisions in each 
they shall deem proper to become a law; and what (if any) amend- 
ments should be made in such provisions, as they exist in said bills, in 
order to make a perfect act; and that said bills retain their present 
place on the general orders. 

Mr. Sweeney moved to amend the said resolution, by striking out all 
after ‘© 148,” and inserting the words ‘be made the special order for 
Thursday next, at four o'clock in the afternoon.” 

The question recurred on the amendment offered by Mr. Sweeney. 

Debates were had thereon; when 

Mr. Blake called for the previous question. 

Mr. Speaker put the question whether the House would second the 
call for the previous question, and it was determined in the affirmative.

Mr. J. Young moved that the House adjourn. 

Mr. Speaker put the question whether the House would agree to the 
said motion, and it was determined in the negative.

The petition of sundry inhabitants of the village of Fredonia in the 
county of Chautauque, praying for the passage of a law making it im- 
perative on parents and guardians to send their children to school, was 
read, and referred to the committee on colleges, academies and common 
schools. 

The memorial of the trustees of the village of Syracuse in the county 
of Onondaga, praying for the passage of a law allowing them to borrow 
money, as may be necessary, to pay for a lot of ground, and erect a 
market and other public buildings thereon, was read, and referred to 
the committee on the internal affairs of towns and counties. 

The petition of sundry inhabitants of the county of Allegany, praying 
for the resumption of work on the suspended canals, was read, and re- 
ferred to the committee on canals. 

Two several remonstrances of sundry inhabitants of the counties of 
Ontario and Seneca, against the passage of the bill to amend the charter 
of the Auburn and Rochester Railroad Company, were read, and refer- 
red to the committee on railroads. 

Two several petitions of sundry inhabitants of the counties of Monroe 
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and Ontario, praying for the incorporation of a company to construct a 
railroad from Canandaigua to Corning, were read, and referred to the 
committee of the whole when on the bill upon that subject. 

The remonstrance of sundry inhabitants of the county of Cayuga, 
against a discrimination in the tolls on the Oswego and Erie canals, 
were read, and referred to the committee of the whole when on the bill 
upon that subject. 

The remonstrance of a public meeting held in the village of West-

Mr. Comstock, from the committee on the judiciary, to which was 
referred the petition of Ashbel Palmer, praying for the passage of an 
act to confirm his acts as a justice of the peace, reported favorably to 
the prayer of the petitioners, and asked leave to bring in a bill.

The petition of the owners of land on Mud creek in the towns of 
Clay and Cicero in the county of Onondaga, praying for the passage of 
a law to open the channel of the said creek to ils intersection with the 
Seneca river, was read, and referred to the committee on the internal 
affairs of towns and counties. 

The petition and proceedings of a town meeting of the citizens of the 
town of Gouverneur in the county of St. Lawrence, praying for the 
passage of an act authorising a tax to be levied on the said town, was 
read, and referred to the committee on the internal affairs of towns and 
counties. ' 

Seven several remonstrances of sundry inhabitants of the city of 
New-York, against the passage of an act authorising the erection of a 
bridge at Albany, were read, and referred to the committee of the whole 
when on the bill upon that subject. 
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Nine several remonstrances of sundry inhabitants of the counties of 
Otsego and Schoharie, against running the New-York and Erie railroad 
into the State of Pennsylvania, were read, and referred to the committee 
of the whole when on the bill upon that subject. 

Three several petitions of sundry inhabitants of the counties of Nia- 
gara and Herkimer, praying for a discrimination of tolls on the canals 
in this State, were read, and referred to the committee of the whole 
when on the bill upon that subject. 

Three several petitions of sundry inhabitants of the counties of Chau- 
tauque, New-York and Allegany, praying for the release of the lien of 
the State upon the New-York and Erie railroad, upon certain conditions, 
were read, and referred to the committee of the whole when on the bill 
upon that subject. 

The petition of sundry inhabitants of the county of Otsego, praying 
for the incorporation of the American and Foreign Bible Society, was 
read, and referred to the committee of the whole when on the bill upon 
that subject. 

The remonstrance of sundry inhabitants of the county of Chenango, 
against the increase of tax on foreign insurance companies, was read, 
and referred to the committee of the whole when on the bill upon that 
subject. 

‘The remonstrance of the trustees of the Montgomery Academy, 
against any alteration of their charter, was read, and referred to the 
committee of the whole when on the bill upon that subject.’ 

Mr. Coe moved that the engrossed bill from the Senate, entitled “An 
act authorising the New-York and Erie Railroad Company to construct 
a branch terminating at the village of Newburgh,” be taken from the 
table, and ordered to have its third reading.

Prayer by the Rev. Mr. Wilkins. 

The minutes of Saturday were read and approved. 

T'wo several petitions and a report adopted at a public meeting held 
in the village of Syracuse in the county of Onondaga, praying for the 
passage of a law authorising the borrowing of money to build a town- 
house and market in the said village, were read, and referred to the 
committee on the internal affairs of towns and counties. | 

The resolutions of sundry inhabitants of the town of Newburgh in 
the county of Orange, in favor of a change of the time of holding the 
town meeting in said town, were read, and referred to the committee 
on the internal affairs of towns and counties. 

The petition of sundry inhabitants of the city of New-York, praying 
for the passage of a Jaw to extend the water limits in said city, was 
read, and referred to the committee on the internal affairs of towns and 
counties. 

The petition of sundry inhabitants of the town of Wilson in the 
county of Niagara, praying for the incorporation of an academy in said 
town, was read, and referred to the committee on colleges, academies 
and common schools. 

The petition of one hundred and fourteen inhabitants of the village of 
Cambridge in the county of Washington, praving for the passage of a 
law authorising the Secretary of State to distribute, at the public ex- 
pense, a copy of the Natural History of the State of New-York, to each 
college and academy under the care of the Regents of the University, 
was read, and referred to the committee on colleges, academies and 
common schools. 

Two several petitions of sundry inhabitants of the counties of New- 


York and Chautauque, praying that the New-York and Erie Railroad 
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Company may be allowed to connect their road with roads leading into 
the State of Pennsylvania, were read, and referred to the committee of 
the whole when on the bill upon that subject. 

Four several remonstrances of sundry inhabitants of the county of 
Otsego, against running any portion of the New-York and Erie railroad 
into the State of Pennsylvania, were read, and referred to the com- 
mittee of the whole when on the bill upon that subject. 

Five several remonstrances of sundry inhabitants of the county of 
Kings, against the passage of an act authorising the erection of a bridge 
across the Hudson river at the city of Albany, were read, and referred 
to the committee of the whole when on the bill upon that subject. 

Two several remonstrances of sundry inhabitants of the counties of 
Albany and Washington, against the incorporation of the American and 
Foreign Bible Society, were read, and referred to the committee of the 
whole when on the bill upon that subject. 

Two several remonstrances of sundry inhabitants of the village of 
Newburgh in the county of Orange, against any alteration in the charter 
of the Newburgh and Plattekill Turnpike Company, were read, and 
referred to the committee on roads and bridges. 

The remonstrance of sundry inhabitants of the county of Otsego, 
against conferring the office of commissioner of deeds exclusively on 
the profession of the law, was read, and referred to a select committee. 

The petition of sundry inhabitants of the county of Westchester, 
praying for the construction of the New-York and Newhaven railroad, 
was read, and referred to the committee of the whole when on the bill 
upon that subject. 

The remonstrance of sundry inhabitants of the county of Cortland, 
avainst closing the canal Jocks on Sundays, was read, and referred to 
the committee of the whole when on the resolutions upon that subject. 

A message from the Senate, with the bills therein mentioned, was 
received and read, informing that the Senate had passed the bill entitled

A message from the Senate, with the bill therein mentioned, was 
received and read, informing that the Senate had passed the bill entitled 
“An act for the relief of the New-York Institution for the Blind,” with 
the amendment thereto therewith delivered.

Resolved, That the bill entitled ‘‘An act to amend an act entitled 
‘An act to lay out a road from Newkirk’s mills in the county of Fulton, 
to Piseco village in the county of Hamilton,’ passed April 27, 1841,” 
be taken from the general orders, and referred to the committee on roads 
and bridges, to report complete.

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REPORT FROM THE ATTORNEY GENERAL. 


State oF New-York, 
In Assembly, March 18, 1848.4 
Resolved, That it be referred to the Attorney Gencral to report to 
this House, whether or not, in his opinion, an act authorising the New- 
York and Erie Railroad Company to construct any portion of their road 
in Pennsylvania requires a vote of two-thirds of the members elected to 
this House : Also in relation to the State lien upon the said road, for 
his report thereon.

In obedience to the above resolution, the Attorney General respect- 
fully reports : 

That he has been furnished with the proposed joint resolutions in- 
troduced into the Assembly by Mr. Morrison, on the twenty-fourth of 
February, 1845, and the act introduced by Mr. Van Valkenburgh on 
the eleventh of March, 1845; and he understands the foregoing resolu- 
tion to require his opinion as to the constitutionality of the former, and 
as to the applicability of the ninth section of the seventh article of the 
Constitution of this State to the Jatter. ‘The project of connecting the 
Hudson river with Lake Erie by means of a railroad, in whatever aspect 
it may be regarded, is of vast public importance, and it is most natural 
that it should have attracted to its support a large share of popular favor. 
The undersigned has examined the several measures submitted to him, 
designed as they no doubt are to facilitate the execution of this great 
enterprise, with a sincere desire to interpose no obstacle to its success- 
ful accomplishment ; and he respectfully submits to the Honorable the 
Assembly the results of this examination. 

The original charter granted to the New-York and Erie Railroad 
Company was granted to them for the purpose of constructing a single, 
double or treble railway from the city of New-York to Lake Erie, 
commencing at the city of New-York, or at such point in its vicinity 
as should be most eligible and convenient therefor, and continuing said 
railroad through the southern tier of counties, by way of Owego in the 
county of ‘Tioga, to the shore of Lake Erie, &c. (See Session Laws 
1832, chap. 224, § 1.) By the sixth section of the charter, it was 
provided that the company should first construct, lay down and com- 
plete one line or track from the city of New-York, or from some point 
on the western shore of the Hudson river, zn the satd southern tter of 
counties, unto Lake Ene, and carry passengers or materials upon it, 
before building a second track. By the twelfth section, it was provided 
that the corporation should not, at any point, connect the said railway 
or ways with any railroad either of the State of Pennsylvania or 
New-Jersey, or leading into either of said States, without the consent 
of the Legislature of this State, on pain of forfeiting their charter. 
And by the seventeenth section, it was provided as follows : “ It shall 
be lawful for the said corporation to unite with any other railroad com- 
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pany, already incorporated, upon the route of said road through said 
southern tier of counties, npon such terms as may be agreed upon by 
the directors of said companies, in making @ continuous railroad from 
New-York to Lake Erte, at all tumes, however, confining the route of 
said road to said southern tier of counties.” A simple enumeration of 
these various provisions suffices to show that a primary object in grant- 
ing this charter was to secure the erection of a continuous line of raile 
road through the southern tier of counties from the Hudson river to 
Lake Erie, and a glance at the map will disclose the large number of 
meritorious and sequestered counties interested in the prosecution of 
this work. The counties of Sullivan, Delaware, Otsego and Chenango 
were as deeply solicitous for the granting of this charter, and were en- 
tilled as confidently to expect great benefits from it, as any other coun- 
ties in the southern tier. ‘The several sections, therefore, which were 
intended to secure a continuous line of road through that tier of coun- 
ties, and which only allowed a connection with other roads confined to 
the same tier, were not only a part, but a most essential.and important 
part of the charter, and must have contributed much to its being granted. 

The joint resolutions of Mr. Morrison are entitled ‘Joint Resolutions, 
authorising the New-York and Erie Railroad to change their route.” 
They propose to authorise the road to be run into the State of Penn- 
sylvania for sixteen miles, nearly parallel to the southern line of the 
county of Sullivan, and then to be continued along the border of said 
county till if passes the county limit. ‘They further propose that the 
line of road shall leave this State opposite the counties of Delaware, 
Otsego and Chenango, and be continued for twenty-eight miles in the 
State of Pennsylvania ; and this proposed to be done by a joint resolu- 
tion of the two Houses, which is claimed to be a grant of the consent 
of the Legislature of the State that this road may connect with the rail- 
roads of Pennsylvania and New-Jersey, or roads leading into either of 
said States, as required in the twelfth section of the charter. In the 
opinion of the Attorney General, the twelfth section only applies to 
cases where the company desire to connect their road at any point in 
the established route with roads of Pennsylvania and New-Jersey, or 
roads leading into those States, without interrupting the continuous line 
of railroad through the southern tier of counties of this State; or, in 
other words, as it is most obvious that the intention of the Legislature 
was to secure to the city of New-York and other cities and villages in 
our own State, exclusively, the commercial advantages of this line of 
communication, they forbid the company to connect their road at any 
point even with roads leading into other States, without the consent of 
the Legislature. But it seems to the undersigned it never could have 
been intended that when such connection was formed, it should super- 
sede and destroy the great leading object of the charter, to wit, the 
erection of a continuous line of railroad from the Hudson river to Lake 
Erie, the route of which should be confined to the southern tier of 
counties in this State. ‘T'he consent given by the joint resolutions of 
Mr. Morrison, therefore, is not the consent mentioned in the twelfth 
section of the act. 

The Attorney General appreciates the great learning of the written 
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opinions furnished to him, and the able arguments delivered on the floor 
of the House, which seek to establish the position that the consent re- 
quired by the twelfth section may be given by concurrent resolution. 
But he is clearly of opinion that the joint resolutions submitted to him 
directly conflict with the main object of the charter, repeal the seven- 
teenth section, and are such an alteration of a body corporate as can 
only be constitutionally effected through a law having the assent of 
two-thirds of the members elected to each branch of the Legislature. 

The remaining inguiry, if the undersigned correctly understands the 
resolution of the House, is whether the bill introduced by Mr. Van 
Vaikenburgh is subject to the restrictions of section 9, article 7, of the 
Constitution of this State. This section is in the following words : 
“The assent of two-thirds of the members elected to each branch of 
the Legislature shall be requisite to every bill appropriating the public 
monies or property for local or private purposes, or creating, continuing, 
altering or renewing any body politic or corporate.” ‘The language of 
the section, in regard to bodies politic or corporate, would seem in- 
tended to reach every possible modification of a charter that a corpora- 
tion could seek at the hands of the Legislature. It should be construed 
in its plain and ordinary signification, such as would be most likely to 
be given to it by the great mass of those for whom it was framed and 
by whom it was adopted. ‘The corporation called ‘*‘ The New-York 
and Erie Railroad Company,” was created by the act of 1832, already 
referred to; and if it be true as is contended, that none of the subse- 
quent acts have altered the corporation, then the proper mode of testing 
this bill is to compare its provisions with those of that act. By a re- 
ference to sections 2, 3, 4, 5, 9 and 16 of the original charter, it will be 
seen when and within what time certain sections of the road were to be 
completed ; what amounts of money were to be expended thereon ; 
what was to be the amount of capital stock ; how and when snbscribed, 
and when paid; and what were the general powers and duties of the 
corporation. ‘The bill now before the Assembly, and submitted to the 
undersigned, in its first four sections, essentially alters most of these 
provisions of the original charter. [t authorises an additional subscrip- 
tion of three million dollars ; and on payment of twenty-five per cent of 
such subscription, empowers the company, by the issue of bonds, to 
mortgage the road to the extent of $3,000,000, for the purpose of raising 
money to construct the road. It authorises these bonds to be issued by 
the company, and makes them liens on the road, prior to that of the 
State, and it gives the bondholders the same remedies against the road 
as is by law given to the mortgagees of real estate. It necessarily 
waives all the forfeitures that have occurred by the neglect to comply 
with the original requirements of the charter. The undersigned does 
not propose to examine minutely and to contrast the provisions of the 
two bills. If it is not obvious from a perusal of them that the last is a 
bill which alters the corporation created by the first, no reasoning of his 
could make it apparent. Jn the opinion of the Attorney General, the 
bill in question continues, alters and renews the New-York and Erie 
Railroad Corporation, and therefore requires the assent of two-thirds of 
the members elected to cach branch of the Legislature to its passage. 
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It is probably true that precedents may be found for the passage of a 
bill similar to this by a majority of a quorum of both Houses. The 
members of the Legislature will, of course, give all the weight to these 
precedents which, in their opinion, they deserve. ‘The undersigned 
does not feel at liberty, when called upon to construe the Constitution 
as it is, to be governed by precedent. ‘The question of the constitutional 
power of Congress to charter a Bank of the United States was, previous 
to 1836, decided in favor of the power by several congressional acts, 
by the decision of the Supreme Court of the United States, and by the 
approval of chief magistrates, eminent for their learning, purity and 
patriotism ; yet a subsequent President, equally distinguished, with the 
vigor and courage and devotion to popular rights that have illustrated 
his civil and military career, did not hesitate to avow his belief of the 
unconstitutionality of the measure, to refuse his sanction to an act of 
incorporation, and to appeal to the people for their judgment upon him 
and it. ‘The result is believed to be, that at this day the Executive of 
the United States, a majority of both branches of the National Legis- 
lature, the Supreme Court of the United States, and a majority of the 
American people, agree in the opinion that the Constitution does not 
warrant the creation by Congress of a national bank. If precedent, 
therefore, in its most commanding shape, could alter a written constitu- 
tion, this would seem to have been a case where it must prevail; and 
yet it will be observed that it could not offer even a serious obstacle to 
the determination of those living under the Constitution and by it, to 
prefer its simple terms to the glosses of interpretation or the invasions 
of precedent. 

Those arraigned for a violation of the law never plead precedents in 
extenuation or excuse, although they occur every day ; and it is cer- 
tainly as important that one violation of the Constitution should not be 
urged as a warrant for another. Nor can we shelter ourselves from 
responsibility for our own conduct, by interposing the shield of past 
legislation, or invoking the weight of other authority, however pure, 
high-minded or patriotic these legislators or authors may have been. 
We are sworn to support the Constitution. With all the respect that 
the undersigned feels for the opinions of other and far abler men than 
himself; with all the delicacy that is inseparable from differing with 
them, his understanding of his oath and of his duty leaves him no dis- 
cretion. ‘I’hose whose servants we are, will hold the present living, 
acting generation, responsible for what is done, and will insist that the 
great charter of their rights shall be acted under as it is, and not as it 
has been held to be. 

_ The bill before the House also proposes, in its fifth section, to release 
the claim of the State for the repayment of the $3,000,000 loaned to 
the company in 1836, unless the State shall choose to purchase the 
road withina stated period of the company, and pay them all the monies 
expended by them for construction, repairs, permanent fixtures, and 
‘ otherwise for the purpose of said road,” with seven per cent interest. 
At the close of the fifth section, it is provided that no such purchase by 
the State shall affect the lien of the bonds issued in pursuance of this 
act ; and by previous sections, the lien of the State on the road is post- 
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poned to the lien of said bonds. The practical result of this bill, there- 
fore, if the undersigned correctly understands it, is to authorise the 
company to raise three million dollars on a pledge of the road ; to post- 
pone the State lien to such pledge ; to authorise the expenditure of the 
money raised upon the construction of the road, and then to release the 
State lien altogether, unless the State, after a single track is constructed 
from the Hudson river to Lake Erie, should choose to reimburse the 
company all the money expended on the road, and take the road subject 
to the three million mortgage authorised by this act. For instance, if 
the company have already expended four and a half million dollars, and 
should raise three million dollars more under this act, and expend it 
upon the road, the State would, at the time limited, pay the company 
seven and a half million dollars and interest, and take the road subject 
to a mortgage of three million dollars in the hands of the bondholders 
authorised by this act. ‘This statement 1s made to render clear and 
intelligible the position which the Attorney General supposes may be 
safely assumed. to wit, that this bill contains a gift of three million of 
dollars to the New-York and Erie Railroad Company. Does the bill, 
then, in this view, require the assent of two-thirds of the members elect 
of each branch? Is it an appropriation ‘‘ of the public monies or pro- 
perty for local or private purposes?” ‘Those who contend that this is 
not an appropriation for local or private purposes, rely on the numerous 
acts of the Legislature authorising railroad companies to take the. pro- 
perty of our citizens for the uses of their road, without the consent of 
the owner, and on making compensation. The courts of our State have 
declared these laws to be constitutional ; and, in doing so, have dis- 
cussed the true meaning of the last clause of section 7, article 7 of our 
State Constitution, which is in these words, “‘nor shall private property 
be taken for public use without just compensation.” 

The question of the power of the Legislature to take the property of 
one citizen, and give it to others for the purpose of constructing a rail- 
road, is believed to have first come before the courts of this State in 
1831, in the case of Beekman vs. the Saratoga and Schenectady Rail- 
road Company, reported in 3 Paige, 46. The Chancellor there decided 
as follows : ‘‘ The eminent domain, the highest and most exact idea of 
‘ property, remains in the government, or in the aggregate body of the 
‘‘ people in their sovereign capacity ; and they have a right to resume 
“the possession of the property, in the manner directed by the con- 
stitution and laws of the State, whenever the public interest requires 
‘it. This mght of resumption may be exercised not only where the 
safety, but also where the interests, or even the expediency of the 
State is concerned ; or where the land is wanted for a road, canal, or 
other public improvement. ‘The only restriction upon this power, in 
cases where the public or the inhabitants of any particular section of 
the State have an interest in the contemplated improvement as citi- 
zens merely, is that the property shall not be taken for the public use 
without just compensation to the owner, and in the mode prescribed 
“by law.” He farther held that this right of eminent domain did not 
authorise the taking of the property of one man and giving it to another 
man, where compensation was made, unless the public interest would 
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be in some way promoted by the transfer. “ But,” he says, “if the 
public interest can be in any way promoted by the taking of private 
property, it must rest in the wisdom of the legislature ‘to determine 
whether the benefit to the public will be of sufficient importance to ren- 
der 1t expedient for them to exercise the right of EMINENT DOMAIN, 
and to authorise an interference with the private rights of individuals 
for that purpose ;” and he cites 2 Kenv’s Com. 340. The Chancellor 
then proceeds to show that it is no objection to the exercise of this right 
that the powers it confers and the benefits resulting from it are dele- 
gated to an incorporated company, if the public have an interest in, and 
enjoyment of, the use of the property taken. He instances the taking 
of private property for highways, turnpike roads, canals, basins, ferries, 
etc. etc., and considers them all as resting on the same footing. 

The only other case which it is necessary to refer to, is that of Blood- 
good vs. the Mohawk and Hudson Railroad Company, decided in the 
Supreme Court, and reported in 14 Wend. 54. Bloodgood brought an 
action of trespass against the railroad company, for entering upon his 
Jand, digging up the soil, etc. ‘The company justified under their char- 
ter, ahicii authorised fem to enter upon Jand, make surveys, and use 
such Jands as should be necessary for the purposes of their railroad, 
provided that all lands entered upon, taken possession of and used by 
the company, should be purchased and paid for in the manner pointed 
out in the act of incorporation. ‘The land of Bloodgood had been en- 
tered upon and used, but was not, at the time suit was commenced, 
purchased or paid for. The main question in the case was, whether 
the proviso was a condition subsequent or precedent to the entry upon 
the land in the manner complained of. ‘The Supreme Court held that 
the purchase and payment was a condition subsequent to the entry, and 
gave judgment for defendant. The Court of Errors (18 Wendell, 9,) 
held that the purchase and payment was a condition prececent to the 
right of entry and occupation, and reversed the judgment of the Su- 
preme Court ‘This was the point decided. Buta resolution was in- 
troduced, and passed by a vote of 17 to 3, to the effect (see 18 Wend. 
77,) that the Legislature have the constitutional power to authorise the 
taking of private property for the purpose of making railroads or other 
public improvements of the like nature, whether such improvements be 
made by the State itself or through the medium of a corporation or joint 
stock company, on making ample provision for a just compensation for 
the property taken, to the owners thereof. Several of the members of 
the Court reaffirmed the doctrine that the Legislature, in taking private 
property and giving it to a railroad company, exercised the “right of 
eminent domain ; and one of them, Mr. Senator Tracy, in a very able 
and ingenious opinion, suggests great doubt as to the legislative power 
to exercise this right in behalf of a private company. The Court con- 
curred in the view taken by the Chancellor, that the constitutional pro- 
vision restricted this inherent right, so far as to compel just compensa- 
tion to be made where private property was taken. A reference to the 
authorities cited by Mr. Tracy (page 58,) will show what is meant by 
the right of eminent domain, or, as it is sometimes called, the force of 
supereminent dominwmn. Tn simple language, it 1s a sovereign power 
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to appropriate individual property to the necessities of the State. 'The 
degree and kind of necessity that calls for the exertion of the power, 
must, of course, be judged of by those who exertit. If such a power 
exists in this State, where is it lodged ? In England it is vested in par- 
liament, whose power and jurisdiction is described in | Black. Com. 
160. ‘*This being the place,” he says, ‘‘where that absolute, despotic 
power, which must in all governments reside somewhere, is entrusted 
by the constitution of these kingdoms. All mischiefs and grievances, 
operations and remedies that transcend the ordinary course of the laws, 
are within the reach of this extraordinary tribunal.” And after a graphic 
sketch of the power of parliament to regulate the succession to the 
crown, to alter and establish the religion of the land, to change the con- 
stitution and even itself, he concludes that ‘It can, in short, do every 
thing that is not naturally impossible, and therefore some have not 
scrupled to call its power by a figure rather too bold, the omnipotence 
of parliament. ‘True it is, that what the parliament dotht no authority 
on earth can undo.” To concede to such a body the right of eminent 
domain, would be no enlargement of their privileges. ‘The Constitution 
of the United States (article 5 of the amendments) has the same provi- 
sion as to taking private property for public use, and in the same words. 
If this is a restriction upon a pre-existing right of eminent domain, in 
what bratch of the general government does the right rest? If the right 
exists, what is to prevent the legislature from taking the property of A 
and giving it to B? This is exactly what is done when land is taken ~ 
from one citizen, and given to several others to construct a railroad upon. 
It is true that the Legislature avow and act upon a belief that the 
public interest will be promoted by the change. ‘The theory is to take 
the property of one individual and give it to several others, because they, 
in the judgment of the legislature, will apply it to more public uses. 
This would authorise the taking of the house of one, to make a hotel 
for another ; the horses and wagon of one, to enable another to establish 
a line of public conveyances ; the books of one, that another might keep 
a public library ; the time-piece of one, that another might set it up for 
a town clock. In the case of Varick vs. Smith, 5 Paige, 159, the 
Chancellor suggests this safeguard to private rights : After saying that 
in England, perhaps, the omnipotence of parliament places their abuses 
of discretion beyond the reach of remedy, he adds, ‘‘ But in a state 
which is governed by a written constitution, like ours, if the legislature 
should so far forget its duty and the natural rights of an individual as to 
take his private property and transfer it 10 another, where there was no 
foundation for a pretence that the public was to be benefited thereby, I 
should not hesitate to declare that such an abuse of the right of eminent 
domain was an infringement of the spirit of the Constitution, and there- 
fore not within the general powers delegated by the people to the legis- 
Jature. But while I deny to the legislative power the right thus to take 
private property for the mere purpose of transferring it to another, I 
admit that the two branches of the legislature, subject only to the qna- 
lified veto of the executive, are the sole judges as to the expediency of 
making police regulations interfering with the natural rights of our citi- 
zens, which regulations are not prohibited by the Constitution ; and also 
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as to the expediency of exercising the right of emanent domain for the 
purpose of making public improvements, either for the benefit of the 
inhabitants of the State generally, or of any particular section thereof.” 
The difficulty that occurs to the undersigned is, that if this tremendous 
power is confided to legisiative discretion, their will stands for a reason 
when they act. Even if they were called on by the courts to show a 
“ foundation for a pretence,” that they transferred the property of A to 
B with a view to benefit the public, the simple fact that the legislature 
did the deed would furnish such pretence. The rights of private pro- 
perty would thus be undefined and uncertain, the power of the legisla- 
ture arbitrary and despotic, their discretion and not the written constitu- 
tion would determine the rights of the citizen, and the spirit and genius 
of our institutions would be sacrificed. ‘lhe undersigned believes that 
the provision as to taking private property for public use was intended 
to confine the taking to cases where the government, or its subordinate 
agents, or others under their direction and charge, enjoyed the posses- 
sion and use; but there have been frequent legislative and judicial acts 
extending: the power further than this, and, in his judgment, it would 
have been less dangerous to have stretched the term “public use” so as 
to cover a private railroad, than to have asserted an inherent power in 
the legislature, so slightly limited and restrained by the Constitution, 
and which may reach so far beyond the case it is intended to meet. 

But even if it were conceded that the term ‘‘public use” in the se- 
venth section of the seventh article, properly includes the uses of a 
railroad company, it by no means follows that an appropriation or gift 
of public monies to such a company is not a gift ‘‘ for local or private 
purposes,” within the meaning of the ninth section of the same article. 
It is believed that no judicial decision can be found, declaring that such 
an appropriation would not require a vote of two-thirds of the members 
elect of each branch of the legislature. Jt will be borne in mind that if 
the constitutional power of the legislature to take private property for 
use of a railroad company is denied, a unanimous vote of the legislature 
would not aid those who seek to establish the right; and there may 
have been something in the supposed necessities of the case to induce 
a conviction that the power existed. And again, that where private 
property is thus taken, the corporation is created by a two-third vote. 
There is no analogy, therefore, in the necessity or extent of the two 
questions. Jf the restrictions of the ninth section do not apply to a 
grant of money to railroad corporations, then a bare majority of a quo- 
rum of the two houses, with the assent of the executive, may give away 
any amount of the public monies to these corporations ; and if the exe- 
cutive refuse his sanction, two-thirds of the members present may still 
effect the donation. 

The question, therefore, now presented, is of immense public con- 
cern, and calls for serious and anxious consideration. If the fact that 
the transactions of a company are shared in by the public, and are 
deemed advantageous to many, takes from it the character of ‘a local 
or private purpose,” then banks, insurance companies, manufacturing, 
forwarding and transportation companies, are entitled to the advantages 
of this construction. ‘The whole treasure of the State is at the mercy 
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of a majority of the members of the legislature, to be bestowed on these 
different companies, according to their discretion, or caprice, or jndg- 
ment. 

It will not be denied that the New-York and Erie railroad corporation 
is a private corporation. The opinion of Mr. Justice Story, in the case 
of the Dartmouth College vs. Woodward, 4 Wheaton, 468, 494, is 
conclusive on this point. ‘Strictly speaking,” he says, ‘‘ public cor- 
porations are such only as are founded by the government for public 
purposes ; where the whole interests belong also to the government, 
such as towns, cities, counties; but a bank, whose stock is owned by 
private persons, is a private corporation, although it is erected by the 
government, and its objects and operations partake of a public nature. 
The same doctrine may be affirmed of insurance, bridge and turnpike 
companies.” 

The Civil Code of Louisiana, book 1, title 10, chapter 1, article 420, 
divides corporations into political and private, under which classification 
are ranged all corporations ; and they are severally defined substantially 
as Judge Story defines thern above. 

This corporation, then, is clearly a private corporation. Are its pur- 
poses “local?” 

A mere description of the route of the railroad would seem to show 
that it is, in the common acceptation of the term, a “local” work. 
But it is true that the Legislature have not acted on this strict significa- 
tion of the term ‘‘local.” The Erie and other canals, colleges and 
academies, if their mere location is to be regarded, might be deemed 
“local” in this view. The Legislature have chosen to connect with 
the fact of location, the idea of universal state benefit or direct govern- 
ment property ; and where these were combined in behalf of a measure 
that was by position ‘‘local,” they have not regarded the measure as 
coming within the prohibition of the Constitution. In these cases they 
have construed the term ‘‘local” to mean the reverse of ‘ public.” 

Yhe Attorney General would not be understood as insisting that laws 
thus passed by a majority vote are unconstitutional ; but he is of opi- 
nion that it would be infinitely safer to apply the two-third restriction to 
those acts, which, from the universal favor with which they are regarded, 
could easily secure such an assent, than to make those cases precedents 
for holding a work like the Erie railroad to be other than “‘Jocal.” 

Are the purposes of this company ‘‘private?” It has already been 
attempted to be shown that it is a private corporation. It is also com- 
posed of private persons. ‘They have procured a charter for purposes 
of individual gain. It is true, a laudable object, and one which may 
accommodate a large portion of the public or whole people of the State, 
and even of the United States, is to be effected by the company. ‘The 
same may be said of other incorporated companies heretofore alluded 
to. But does this differ from individual enterprises having the same or 
a similar design? There is nothing in the fact of their being associated 
or incorporated, that distinguishes them in this respect from other pri- 
vate citizens. All professional men, then, clergymen, physicians and 
lawyers, serve or claim to serve the public. Innkeepers, transporters 
of men and merchandize, merchants and traders, all profess the same 
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object, and no doubt many of them accomplish it. If their advertise- 
ments are to be relied on, their almost exclusive object is to benefit all 
others but themselves ; and yet it is notorious that at the bottom of all 
these efforts in behalf of the public, lies the great principle of self- 
interest and private gain; and so long as their dealings are fair and 
honorable, no objection can be taken to the principle. 

But the question presents itself, Can the Legislature, by a majority 
vote, appropriate the public monies in aid of these public accommoda- 
tions, when the profit of them is received by private citizens ? 

The undersigned is unable to perceive any distinction in principle 
between the several cases before enumerated, and the one now under 
consideration : all are private purposes, and yet all may serve the public 
use ; and he does not hesitate to say, that, in his opinion, the donation 
of $3,000,000 proposed to be made by the bill submitted to him, is, 
within the meaning of the Constitution, an appropriation of public monies 
for private purposes, and cannot be made without the assent of two- 
thirds of the members elected to each branch of the Legislature. 

The results, then, to which the Attorney General has arrived in re- 
gard to the several questions which he understands to have been sub- 
mitted to him, are, that in his opinion, 

1. The joint resolutions of Mr. Morrison do not give ‘‘ the consent 
of the Legislature,” mentioned in the twelfth section of the New-York 
and Krie railroad charter. 

2. ‘That the alterations of the route of the railroad in the manner 
proposed in the joint resolutions, can only be effected by a bill having 
the assent which the ninth section of the seventh article of the Con- 
stitution prescribes. 

3. That the bill submitted to him, entitled ‘“‘An act in relation to the 
construction of the New-York and Erie railroad,” contains, in its first 
four sections, provisions which “continue,” ‘‘alter,” and “renew” the 
body corporate called ‘The New-York and Erie Railroad Company,” 
and therefore requires the constitutional assent above mentioned. 

4. That the bill makes a donation to the New-York and Erie Rail- 
road Company of three million dollars, and therefore appropriates that 
amount of public monies “for local” and “private purposes,” within 
the meaning of article seven, section 9, and requires for its passage the 
assent prescribed in that section. 

The Attorney General has had less reluctance in declaring these 
convictions which have been forced upon his mind from a careful exa- 
mination of the several questions submitted to him, from the fact that 
the work which this company have undertaken, has, as he has already 
stated, excited a large share of public interest and favor. ‘The region 
of country through which it passes, and which is chiefly interested in 
its completion, is inhabited by industrious, enterprising and patriotic 
citizens, who have shared equally in the public burdens, but sparingly 
in its benefits. And it would seem to be impossible, if the friends of 
the road are willing to entrust its construction to a private company, and 
if this company have done nothing to forfeit the confidence of the people 
or of the Legislature, that the assent which the Constitution requires 
could not be obtained to any rational and just measures that will ensure 
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its completion. So noble an undertaking should not be stained by vio- 
lations of the Constitution : so important a work should not be prose- 
cuted under laws of even doubtful constitutionality ; and least of all 
should it be made a pioneer in encroachments on and invasions of the 
sacred charter of popular rights, when in its rear may and will follow 
many less meritorious projects.

By unanimous consent, 

Mr. Bloss, from the committee on charitable and religious societies, 
to which was referred the bill entitled ‘‘An act to amend an act to in- 
corporate the New-York Institution for the Blind,” with the amend- 
ments of the Senate thereto, reported, and recommended that the House 
do concur in the said amendments. 

Ordered, That the said bill and amendments be laid on the table. 

The House then resolved itself into a committee of the whole, on the 
bill entitled ‘An act to amend an act to provide for building bridges 
over Oak-orchard and Marsh creeks, at or near the junction of said 
creeks in the town of Carlton in the county of Orleans, passed March 
Qist, 1844 ;” and after some time spent thereon, Mr. Speaker resumed 
the chair, and Mr. J. Young, from the said committee, reported, that 
the committee had gone through the said bill, made sundry amendments 
thereto, and agreed to the same; which report was agreed to by the 
house, and the bill ordered to be engrossed for a third reading.

The petition of sundry inhabitants of the county of Onondaga, praying 
for the renewal of the charter of the Syracuse and Binghamton Railroad 
Company, was read, and referred 10 the committee on railroads. 

The remonstrance of sundry inhabitants of the village of Syracuse in 
the county of Onondaga, against the passage of a law authorising the 
borrowing of money to build a town-house and market in said village, 
was read, and referred to the committee on the internal affairs of towns 
and counties. 

The petition of sundry inhabitants of the county of Ontario, praying 
{or the passage of an act authorising the holding of a special term of the 
Supreme Court at the village of Geneva in said county, was read, and 
referred to the committee on the judiciary. 

The petition of the First Presbyterian Society of the town of Dans- 
ville in the county of Steuben, praying for the passage of a law allowing 
said society to sell their lands, etc., was read, and referred to the com- 
mittee on charitable and religious societies. 

The petition of six hundred merchants of the city of New-York, 

praying for a reduction of the tolls on the canals west of Syracuse, was 
read, and referred to the committee of the whole when on the bill upon 
that subject. . 
' The remonstrance of two hundred and forty-six inhabitants of the 
counties of Oswego and Oneida, against any discrimination in the tolls 
on the canals of this State, was read, and referred to the committee of 
the whole when on the bill upon that subject. | 

Four several petitions of sundry inhabitants of the counties of Ontario 
and Steuben, praying for the incorporation of a company to construct a 
railroad from Canandaigua to Corning, were read, and referred to the 
committee of the whole whew on the bill upon that subject.

The remonstrance of sundry inhabitants of the county of Erie, against 
the incorporation of the Buffalo and Lancaster Plank Road Company, 
was read, and referred to the committee on roads and bridges. 

The petition of sundry inhabitants of the city of New-York, praying 
for the passage of a law authorising the erection of a bridge across the 
Hudson river at the city of Albany, was read, and referred to the com- 
mittee of the whole when on the bill upon that subject. 

Six several remonstrances of sundry inhabitants of the counties of 
Erie, Saratoga-and Orange, against the erection of a bridge across the 
Hudson river at the city of Albany, were read, and referred to the com- 
mittee of the whole when on the bill upon that subject.

The petition of sundry inhabitants of the city of Buffalo, praying for 
the removal of the cross section in Blackrock harbor, and for the con- 
struction of an independent canal, was read, and referred to the com- 
mittee on canals. 

Two several petitions of sundry inhabitants of the county of Erie, 
praying for the equalization of tolls on the Erie and Oswego canals, 
were read, and ordered to be laid on the table. 

Two several petitions of sundry inhabitants of the county of Erie, 
praying for a reduction of lawyer’s fees, were read, and ordered to be 
laid on the table. 

The remonstrance of Henry B. Armstrong of the town of Redhook 
in the county of Dutchess, relative to the taxation of rents, was read, 
and referred to the committee of the whole when on the bill upon that 
subject. 

Mr. Oakley, from the committee on engrossed bills, reported, that 
the committee had examined the bill entitled ‘‘An act to incorporate the 
Empire Mutual Insurance Company,” and found the same correctly 
engrossed. 

Ordered, 'That the said bill do have its third reading. 

Mr. Hannum, from the committee on engrossed bills, reported, that 
the committee had examined the bill entitled ‘“‘An act authorising Si- 
meon Westfall to establish and continue a ferry across the Delaware 
river,” and found the same correctly engrossed.

A message from the Governor, transmitting the bill therein mentioned, 
with his objections thereto, was received and read, in the words follow- 
ing, to wil:

TO THE ASSEMBLY. 


GenTLEMEN—A bill originating in your honorable body, entitled 
*¢ An act in relation to the canals,” has been placed before me for my 
approval and signature. I find myself unable to approve this bill, and 
therefore, in obedience to the Constitution, return it, with my objec- 
tions. 

The first section of the bill appropriates one hundred and _ ninety- 
seven thousand dollars from the revenues of the canals, and com- 
mands its payment by the Commissioners of the Canal Fund, for the 
following objects, and in the following proportions, namely : 

1. Twenty-five thousand dollars ‘‘ for the re-construction of such 
locks on the Crooked Lake canal” as the Canal Commissioners 
shall judge necessary to ensure the safety of navigation on that 
canal. 

2. Eighty:two thousand dollars ‘‘ for the purpose of completing 
and bringing into use such works on the Erie canal enlargement as 
the Canal Commissioners shall decide will best promote the interests 
of the State, and the facilities of navigation.” 

3. Fifty thousand dollars ‘‘to‘be expended upon the Genese? Val- 
ley canal, for the following objects, to wit: 

1. ‘For the purpose of preserving the work on the Genesee Val- 
ley canal, which has been finished and not brought into use ; 

2. “Or which has not been finished ;

3. “* And the materials that have been procured and paid for, or es- 
timated to contractors for such work ; 

4. “ And for the purpose of completing the construction of such 
portions of the unfinished work on the said canal, as the Canal Com- 
missioners shall be of opinion will be the most economical for the in- 
terest of the State.” 

Twenty thousand dollars to be expended upon the Black River ca- 
nal south of Boonville, for the same objects as those specified in rela- 
tion to the Genesee Valley canal ; 

And twenty thousand dollars 10 be expended upon the Black River 
canal north of Boonville, for the same objects. 

I have used the language of the bill, as faras I could, and make 
my statement of the provisions clearly intelligible, and have stated 
fully and truly the provisions of the first section of it, if I understand 
thein correctly. 

Against the first expenditure authorized, namely, the re construc- 
tion of such locks on the Crooked Lake canal as the Canal Commis- 
sioners shall judge necessary to ensure the safety of navigation on 
that canal, I make no objection. . On the contrary, the information [ 
have been able to obtain, induces the belief that the expenditure 
would be a proper one, and may become necessary to the navigation 
of the canal. 

Against the second expenditure authorized for the purpose of com- 
pleting and bringing into use such works on the Erie canal enlarge- 
ment, as the Canal Commissioners shall decide will best promote the 
interest of the State, and the facilities of navigation, I should not find 
myself compelled to interpose objection. The enactm nt, it is true, 
does not follow the guarded precedent found in chap. 278 of the laws 
of the last session, where the rule of expenditure was a previous de- 
termination that it was better economy, and more for the interes: cf 
the State, to complete and bring into use the new work, than to repair 
and continue in use the old. Yet the information I have been able to 
obtain from official and authentic sources, authorizes the belief that- 
the sum of eighty-two thousand dollars, proposed to be appropriated 
to this object, might be expended upon the Erie canal enlargement, 
in completing and bringing into use new locks and other structures, 
within the rule laid down in the act of the last year; and the Legis!a- 
ture cannot entertain a stronger confidence than I do in the judginent 
of the board of Canal Commissioners, so to direct this expenditure 
as to bring it within this prudent rule, or as near as possible to it. 

While the magnitude and condition of the public debt, and the state 
of the revenues applicable to its payment, shall be such as to require 
a continuance of the suspension of the public works, this rule appears 
to me to be manifestly the safe and proper one, as to the unfinished and 
partly completed new works: and if the enactment under consideration 
had left it to the judgment of the Canal Commissioners to complete 
and bring into use such works only, on the Ene canal enlargement, as 
would promote the interest of the State, and the facilities of naviga- 
gation, the provision would have been less objectionable. _ It is not so. 
‘The mandate upon the Commissioners of the Canal Fund, to pay the 
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money appropriated, is imperative, and of course, as I suppose, the im- 
plied obligation upon the Canal Commissioners to expend it, upon the 
objects specified, is equally imperative. If they cannot find those ob- 
jects, the completion and bringing into use of which will be “ better 
economy and more for the interest of the State,” “than it is to repair 
and continue in use the old works,” in the language of the law of. the 
last year, they must select such as, in their judgment, ‘ will best pro- 
mote the interest of the State, and the facilities of navigation,” in the 
language of this bill. ‘That is, if they cannot find those works, which 
can be completed and brought into use more economically and better 
for the interest of the State, than to repair and continue in use the old 
works, they must select those which they shall decide will come the 
nearest to this rule of expenditure. ‘This is my understanding of the 
fair construction of the provision, and yet, as the information [ have 
received satisfies me that the Canal Commissioners can find unfinish- 
ed works upon the Erie canal enlargement, upon which the amount of 
this. appropriation may be expended, without.a violation of this safe 
rule, | should not be compelled to withhold my assent from this enact- 
ment of the bill. 

} have come to the same conclusion in relation to the three first ob- 
jects of expenditure upon the Genesee Valley canal, as they are found 
specified in the bill, and are above enumerated, viz: 

1. To preserve the work which has been finished and not brought 
into use. 

2. To preserve the work which has not been finished. 

8. To preserve the materials that have been procured and paid for, 
or estimated to contractors for such work. 

These are expenditures to preserve, protect, and save work which 
has been done at the public expense, and materials which were re- 
quired in the prosecution of that work, up to the time of its suspen- 
siov for the want of the necessary means to prosecute it to comple- 
tion, and must therefore be considered as expenditures dictated by 
economy and the best interests of the State, ifthe works themselves and 
the materials for their further prosecution, at a future day, are worth 
preserving. Should this point be considered a questionable one, it is 
not a question for me to decide. ‘That decision must be left to that 
Legislature, which, having the means at its command, shall be called 
upon to authorize the resumption and completion of these works. 
The present Legislature has, by the passage of this bill, pronounced 
its judgment in favor of the present preservation of the works and 
materials, in the condition in which the suspension has left them, and 
that judgment I am not disposed to resist. These provisions of the 
bill, therefore, if unconnected with others which are insuperably ob- 
jectionable, I stould approve. bin 

The same remarks will be applicable to the appropriation for the 
Black River canal, so far as the expenditures are directed to be made 
for the preservation of the works and materials; and the language of 
the appropriation, referring to that for the Genesee Valley canal, is, 
‘‘ for the like purposes, and to be expended in the like manner.” 

This brings me to the provisions of the bill which I find myself 
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unable to apnrove. ‘That relating to the Genesee Valley canal is enu- 
merated above, under the fourth head of expenditure upon that canal, 
and is, by the force of the language last above quoted, in effect, re- 
peated in reference to the Black River canal. ‘The expenditure upon 
both is directed to be ‘‘ for the purpose of completing the construction 
of such portions of the unfinished work on the said canal as the Ca- 
nal Commissioners shall be of opinion will be the most economical 
for the interest of the State.” This enactment I am compelled to 
cousider as putting an end to the policy of a suspension of the public 
works, until the debt of the State shall be brought within the safe and 
certain power and control of its revenues, without taxation upon the 
people ; andas a distinct resumption of those works, under circum- 
stances quite as objectionable, in reference to the provisions and poli- 
cy of the suspension act of 1842, and the other legislation, previous 
and subsequent, upon the same subject, as such a resumption would 
be, without any forms of limitation upon the expenditure. 

I am well aware that this bill preserves the forms of limitation, and 
that its friends appear to have convinced themselves that its provi- 
sions are in strict accordance with the provisions and policy of the sus- 
pension act, and of course, I presume, with the other legislation to 
which I refer. In this view of the enactment in the bill, now under 
immediate consideration, [am wholly unable, after the most careful 
examination and mature reflection, to concur with those who hold these 
opinions, and hence my inability to approve and sign the bill itself, 
while this provision constitutes a part of it. I will proceed to state 
the grounds of my dissent, and my objections to the enactment, as con- 
cisely as shall be consistent with a clear and full understanding of 
them. 

The assumption upon which the appropriation in the first section of 
the bill rests is, that there is a surplus of the canal revenues, equal to 
the sum thereby appropriated, over and above all the requirements of 
the suspension law of 1842, which surplus is open to the free dispo- 
sal of the Legislature, without any infringement upon existing pledges 
of the public faith or any violation of the sound policy declared and 
established by the passage of the suspension act. At least it appears 
to me that the appropriation rests upon the assumption of these premi- 
ses, and my objections grow out of my belief, that these premises are 
entirely erroneous. 

In the first place, if the surplus assumed did, in fact, exist beyond 
the express requirements of the act of 1842, anil beyond a sourd and 
faithful adherence to the policy of that act, I do nut think the Legis- 
lature could make the appropaiation of it, fur a resumption of the 
work upon the unfinished canals, without a direct infringement upon 
numerous and long existing pledges of the public faith, and pledges 
too, which are now pressingly calling for fulfilment and redemption. 

‘The first of these pledges, to which I propose to refer, is that con- 
tained in the law authorizing the construction of the “Cayuga and Se- 
neca canal,” which was passed on the 20th day of April, 1825. That 
law declares that ‘tthe moneys appropriated shall form a part of the 
canal debt, and be repaid out of the Canal Fund.” 
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On the same dav, the 20th of April, 1825, a law was passed to au- 
thorize the construction of the ‘“‘ Oswego canal,” which declares, “ and 
the said funds hereby appropriated shall form a part of the canal debt, 
to be repaid by the Canal Fund.” 

At the time when these laws were passed, the terms ‘Canal Fund’’ 
had a definite signification, well known to the public creditors of the 
State, and to those who proposed to become such. It was that sacred 
fund, set apart and pledged by the constitution of the State, for the 
security of those who should make loans of money to it for the prose- 
cution of its great undertakings, the completion of the Erie and Cham- 
plain canals. It was the fund which had embodied the public confi- 
dence, not merely in our own country, but in Europe also, and had 
raised the credit of the State to a proud elevation. A pledge of this 
fund, a promise of payment out of it, would be sure to command loans 
upon favorable terms, and without embarrassment, or delay. It would 
do that almost without a reflection as to the promise of productive- 
ness of the work proposed to be constructed with the money ad- 
vanced. 

‘Y hose who scanned the constitution closely, or listened attentively 
to the discussions which attended the passage of these laws, were 
aware that the pledge of the constitution did not reach these appropri- 
ations; but they saw it declared that the Legislature possessed the 
power to pledge the fund, subject to the pledge which the consti- 
tution had placed upon it, and that these appropriations would be the 
first liens upon that rich fund when the constitutional pledge should 
be redeemed. ‘These declarations were palpably true, and that they 
secured the confidence of the public was demonstratively manifested 
in the avidity with which capitalists sought and took the loans for the 
construction of these canals. 

The law for the construction of the Chenango canal, passed on 
the 23d day of February, 1833, contains the next pledge upon this 
fund, to which I propose to refer. It authorizes the loaning of one 
million of dollars; declares that the loans made under it shall be paid 
after the close of the year 1845, ‘‘ or sooner, if the debt nowcharged 
on the canal revennes shall have been paid;” and after pledging 
the tolls to be derived from the canal, when made, and all gifis, grants 
and donations which might be made to the State on account of the ca- 
nal, as a fund for the payment of the interest and principal of the 
sums borrowed for its construction, contains this section : 

‘¢§ 7, If the funds appropriated in the preceding sections shall not 
prove sufficient to pay the costs and expenses of ti.e Chenango canal, 
at the time when the certificates of stock shall become due, then it 
shall be the duty of the Commissioners of the Canal Fund to pay the 
same out of any moneys which may be on hand, belonging to the Ca- 
nal Fund, which may not be pledged by the constitution of this 
State.” 

'The last of the stock issued for the construction of the Erie and 
Champlain canals, was made redeemable on the first of July, 1845— 
July of the present year. ‘Then the constitutional pledge was to be 
removed from the Canal Fund, by the final payment of the Erie and 
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The whole of the stocks for the construction of the Oswego canal, 
$421,304 in amount, and $150,000 of those for the construction of 
the Cayuga and Seneca canal, were made redeemable on the Ist of 
July, 1846, just one year after the final payment of the Erie and 
Champlain canal debt, and the redemption of the Constitutional 
pledge. 

The law above referred to, for the construction of the Chenango 
canal, required the $1,000,000 of stock to be issued under it, to be 
made redeemable “after the year eighteen hundred and forty-five,” 
which is to say, on the first day of January, 1846, six monilis before 
the Oswego and Cayuga and Seneca canal stocks would become pay- 
able, and directed the Commissioners of the Canal Fund ‘ to pay the 
same out of any moneys which may be on: hand belonging to the Ca- 
nal Fund, which may not be pledged by the Constitution of this 
State.” 

Subsequent legislation, in furtherance of the construction of this 
canal, increased thle amount of Chenango canal stocks redeemable on 
the first of January next, from $1,000,000, authorized by the first act 
above referred to, to $2,362,535.66 ; and that amount of Chenango 
canal debt is now payable on that day. 

Here the pledges made in the laws authorizing the loans for the 
Cayuga and Seneca and Oswego canals, were cumpletely circumvent- 
ed, unless the Canal Fund should have the ability to redeem all the 
three pledges on the days named. 

The Chenango stock was made first redeemable, and the direction 
to the Commissioners of the Canal Fund to pay it out of any moneys 
on hand ‘‘which may not be pledged by the Constitution of this State,” 
gave to that stock positive priority, as the pledge in favor of the Cay- 
uga and Seneca and Oswego stocks was nota constitutional, but a le- 
gislative pledge. 

Ts the Canal Fund to possess the ability to pay the $2,362,535 .66 
of Chenango ca‘ al stock on the first day of January next, and the 
$571,304 of Cayuga and Seneca and Oswego canal stocks, on the Ist 
day of July next, and to meet the appropriation made by the first 
section of this bill? No one expects it, or pretends that 1t can be so. 
It is not to be able to meet the payments of the stocks alone, in any 
way but by new loans, which are not yet authorized by any law. 

Sull, are not these pledges in favor of the holders of these stocks 
binding upon the faith and honor of the State? Are those made to 
the lenders of the money with which the Oswego, and Cayuga and 
Seneca canals were constructed, less solemn and obligatory, because 
a subsequent Legislature interposed a pledge in favor of the holders 
of a much larger amount of the Chenango stocks? So far from see- 
ing any release from these solemn pledges of the public faith to pri- 
vate citizens, in this conflicting legislation, I am able to see only in- 
creased obligation, and especially upon this Legislature, the last 
which is to meet in the State, before the day of payment, under one 
of these pledges, is to arrive—the Legislature which must provide the 
means to redeem these pledges, or they must be forfeited. 

I confess my inability to find anything in the suspension act of 
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1842, or in any other law, which releases us from the full obliga- 
tions of all these pledges to our public creditors, and I cannot bring 
myself to believe that the oath I have taken, will permit me to con- 
sent to appropriations ef the moncys of the Canal Fund to objects not 
indispensable to the preservatian of the property of the fund and the 
productiveness of its revenues, in open disregard and willing violation 
of the faith of the people of the State, thus trebly pledged. It does 
not relieve my sense of duty, to say that the debts cannot be paid at 
the day, in any event, and that the only question is, whether we shall 
pay a comparatively small sum more, or less, on that day, as, in 
either case, our faith will be equally broken. The debtor who pays 
all it is in his power to pay, may claim to have saved his principles 
and his honor, though his faith and promise be broken, but he, who 
does less than this, may not be able to sustain this claim. 

It has been said that these certificates of stock are not made paya- 
ble upon any day certain, ‘‘ but at the pleasure of the State,” after a 
day named in the certificate, and therefore that the faith of the State 
is not pledged to pay at any precise period, but only when it pleases 
to pay after the day named ‘To my understanding, the faith and ho- 
nor, and pleasure of the State, used in reference to obligations of 
this description, are, practically speaking, terns of like meaning and 
import.. What is the obligation of the bond, or the promise of a 
sovereign state, but its pleasure? What is its faith, or 11s honor, but 
its pleasure? Jt pays its bond, or repudiates it, at its sovercign plea- 
sure, and no power on earth, unless it be another and more powerful 
sovereign state, can coerce it, or enforce the bond. It fulfils its pro- 
mise, or breaks it, precisely as its sovereign pleasure shall dictate, 
and who can bring suit, or levy an execution? It preserves its faith, 
and maintains its honor, or throws both to the winds to gratify its sove- 
reign pleasure, and who shall set bounds to the indulgence of that 
“‘»leasure,”? Just as much then, -is the obligation to pay at all de- 
pendent upon the pleasure of the State, as the ume of that payment, 
when the day to make it is named inthe bond. ‘This language, in the 
obligation of a sovereign state to a citizen, was probably introduced in 
deference to ihe sovereignty of the august contracting party, and asa 
signification that it could not be coerced, and that its pleasure is its 
only pledge of payment. The phraseolugy is believed to be uniforin 
in stocks of this description. | 

It is certainly uniform in the stocks of this State, and was inserted 
in all the scrip issued under the constitutional pledge, which was 
made to secure the payment of the Erie and Champlain canal stocks, 
as fully as it is found in the Chenango, Cayuga and Seneca, and 
Oswego stocks. Indeed all, or nearly all of our laws authorizing emis- 
sions of public stocks, refer to the ‘‘ act to improve the funds and pro- 
vide for the redemption of the funded debt of this state,” and declare 
that the certificates of stock shall be issued in the manner directed by 
that act. and it prescribed the form of the certificate, and inserted the 
phrase payable at the pleasure of the State after a day named, which 
has universally, hitherto, been held by the whole world, and admitted 
by the State itself, to be the day of payment. This act was passed 
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in reference to the war debt, and long before any canal stocks were 
issued. 

The same phraseology is believed to be universally inserted in all 
public stocks issued by the United States, and if the view which I 
lave presented of the obligations of a sovereign state be sound, it is 
language as strongly obligatory as such a State can properly or useful- 
ly employ. 

] find myself, however, relieved from the necessity of extending re- 
marks farther upon this point, as a reference to the annual report of 
the Commissioners of the Canal Fund for the year 1841, Assembly 
Document No. 4, pages 38 and 39; to the like report for the year 
1843, Assembly Document No. 26, page 3, and to the report of the 
committee of ways and means of the House of Assembiy of 1842, 
Document No. 88, being the report upon which the suspension act of 
1542 was predicated, pages 22 and 23, will present a body of author- 
ity, a force of arguinent, and a concurrence of opinion, settling the 
construction I put upon these certificates, if weight of character, and 
conceded financial experience and skill, drawn from both the great po- 
litical parties of the State, can settle it. In those reports the palpable 
idea is strongly presented, that, under the opposite construction, the 
outstanding stocks of this State are practicaily irredeemable, and 
our present load of debt is to remain perpetually upon the tax 
payers of the State, in case it shall be the pleasure of each succeed- 
ing legislature to direct the means provided for its payment, to some 
new object of expenditure ; a construction which our yeomanry, upon 
whom taxation always talls most heavily, will not be likely, willingly, 
to adopt, even where there is reasonable doubt. 

Entertaining these views, [ am constrained to consider these pledg- 
es as resting upon the moneys of the Canal Fund, after the constitu- 
tional pledge shall have been finally redeemed on the first day of July 
next, and that this Legislature cannot, without a direct infraction of 
thein, divert these moneys, or any portion of them, to new objects of 
expenditure not connected with the protection and preservation of the 
property of the fund and its revenues, and leave these stocks unpaid 
at the times fixed for their payment. ‘These are pledges, as it ap- 
pears to me, above and beyond any provisions contained in the suspen- 
sion law of 1842, or any provisions which could have been righttully 
or properly enacted in that law or any other. 

he law authorizing the construction of the Black River canal, 
passed on the 19th day of April, 1836, contains a pledge upon the 
Canal Fund in the precise. language of that above copied from the 
Chenango law, with the addition of the words, * or not otherwise ap- 
propriated,” thus obviating the conflict with prior pledges of a like 
character, which the provision in the Chenango law produced. The 
pledge in this case is, that the stocks shall be redeemed by the mo 
neys of the Canal Fund, “which may not be pledged by the Consti- 
tution of this State, or otherwise appropriated,” aud stocks were is- 
sued to the amount of $800,000 upon the faith of this pledge, and 
made redeemable on the Ist day of January, 1851. 

An exactly similar pledge to that last recited is found in the law to 
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authorize the construction of the Genesee Valley canal, passed on the 
6th day of May, 1836, and $2,000,000 in amount of stocks, made 
spe ot on the Ist day of January, 1861, were issued under that 
aw. 

These again are pledges upon the Canal Fund and its revenues, 
older than the suspension act of 1842, and cannot, in justice to the 
holders of these stocks, or without an infraction of the public faith, be 
considered as released or weakened by any of the provisions of that law. 
There may be provisions of a like character in other laws authorizing 
loans for the various canals, as time has not permitted me to examine 
all that legislation, nor would a reference to other like pledges 
strengthen the argument which it has been the design of these refer- 
ences to present. 

It is not contended that these pledges, resting upon the Canal Fund, 
interdict the Legislature from making any appropriations from the ca- 
nal revenues for objects of new expenditnre, until all these debts are 
paid, but simply, that the Legislature cannot, without an infraction of 
these pledges, equally unjust to the public creditors, and to the tax 
payers of the State, make such appropriations of the means necessary 
to meet these debts as they fall due, and at times, and in a manner 
directly calculated, either to defeat,’ or to postpone their payment. 
Hence this objection to this bill, as the moneys it proposes to appro- 
priate, not connected with the preservation and security of existing 
works, or the improvement of existing navigation, but to progress with 
new works not expected to be brought into use by the expenditure of 
the appropriations, are imperiously required to meet the payment of 
the Chenango stocks falling due on the Ist day of January next, and 
the payment of which, on that day, in addition to the general obliga- 
tion of payment arising out of the loan, was made an express pledge 
upon these moneys by the law authorizing the loan to be made. 

In my annual message to the Legislature, I discussed this question 
ina more general manner, and derived my conclusion that the pay- 
ment of those portions of the canal debt falling due, should control 
the resumption of the works upon the unfinished canals from the 
obligations arising out of the loans, and the duty to preserve the faith 
of the State involved in those obligations, independently of these spe- 
cial legislative pledges upon the Canal Fund moneys; and I still think 
that conclusion sound and irresistible, and only illustrated and enforc- 
ed by these pledges, held out at the time of contracting the debt, to 
strengthen the confidence of the public creditors, upon the one side, 
and to give to the people of the State increased assurance of security 
against taxation, upon the other. ; 

I wiil now proceed to examine this bill in connexion with the provi- 
sions of the law of 1842, called the suspension act, and the subsequent 
legislation, connected with, and affecting the construction of that law 
and the financial system and policy established by it. | 

And here I may as well make myself understood upon one point, in 
respect to which [ have reason to suppose, from the provisions of the 
bill before me, there must be a difference of opinion between myself 
and a. majority of the members of each branch of the Legislature. 
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The law of 1842, directs the institution of a Sinking Fund, which, it is 
assumed, would extinguish the then existing canal debt, in a period of 
twenty-two and an half years, as | suppose from the close of the fiscal 
year 1841, though the precise commencement of the term, within a 
fraction of a year, cannot be very material. That was the latest peri- 
od to which the accounts could have been brought up, and calculations 
for any fraction of the subsequent fiscal year must have been mostly 
based upon very uncertain esumates. ‘lhe point of difference, how- 
ever, to which [ allude, is this: The bill under consideration appears 
to me to assume, and to have been framed and supported upon the hy- 
pothesis that the policy, if not the express provisions of the law of 
1842, requires that the canal debt should be paid in a period of 1wen- 
ty-two and an half years, and that it should not be paid in any shorter 
period, or at a rate, during any portion of that period, any more rapid 
than the regular wearing away of the Sinking Fund estab.ished by that 
act, would extinguish it. Hence, as I have supposed, the assumption, 
upon which the first section of the bill under consideration seems to 
have been framed, that all the canal revenues, not required to consti- 
tute that Sinking Fund, and meet the other payments expressly direct- 
ed by that act, may be rightfully considered by the Legislature as a 
surplus in its hands, subject to’ any appropriation it may choose to 
make, irrespective of any provisions of law existing prior to the pas- 
sage of the act of 1842, or any obligations of the debt created by such 
previous legislation. 

From any such construction of the provisions or policy of the law 
referred to, I am compelled wholly to dissent. I can find no enact- 
ments in ihat law, which, in my judgment, either in terms, or by 
fair construction, or implication, release in any degree, or to any ex- 
tent, either the general obligations to pay every portion of the debt, at 
the day originally stipuiated, or the specific pledges imposed upon the 
Canal Fund moneys, which [ have before recited. Neither have I 
been able to find anything in the policy marked out by this ‘law, or in- 
dicated in the able report of the committee from which it emanated, 
and upon which it was based, to countenance at all the idea that the 
object, or the policy, was to postpone the payment of any portion of 
the debt, other than the temporary and unfunded, and to a great ex- 
tent, unliquidated debt, then found to exist, and for the payment of 
which, then, or as it would fall due, no means were within the power 
of the State. So far from this, the principal labors of the committee 
are shown by the report to have been to devise the ways and means 
to meet the immediate and pressing demands upon the Canal Fund, 
for the interest upon the debt and the spring repairs to the canals ; to 
place the temporary debt in a condition satisfactory to the public cre- 
ditors, and manageable by the State, and to meet the payments of 
these very portions of the debt to fall due in 1845 and 1846. On 
page 23 of the report, the committee, referring to the annual report 
of the Commissioners of the Canal Fund of 1841, before alluded to, 
say ihat they ‘‘agree with the Commissioners in their conclusion, that 
there is no alternative but to provide for the payment of these certifi- 
cates, at the times when they are redeemable.” And on page 36 they 
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say, “until after 1845, therefore, there will be no canal surplus to be 
employed as a fund or means to pay interest on new canil loans.” 
Again, on pages 42 and 43, the committee make a detailed statement 
of their anticipations of means to redeem these stocks, and close with 
this remark: ‘ This would leave the sum of $1,338,734.59 to be 
provided for the canals before or in 1845, aft»r applying all available 
present means, the canal half mill tax, all surpluses from prospec- 
tive canal tolls to accrue up to and in 1845, and after borrowing, as 
far as it can safely be done, from the specific funds.” 

After this view of the policy, which the committee thus expressly 
and repeatedly avows and advocates, as the policy to be established 
by the suspension act of 1842, it is impossible for me to conclude 
that that policy was a postponement of the payment of the canal debt, 
for the purpose of a resumption of the public works. ‘The act itself 
bears upon its face no evidence, to.my mind, of any such policy in- 
tended by that Legislature, and the report of the committee, upon 
which the law was based, advocates throughout a directly contrary 
policy. | 

As en additional evidence that no such policy could have been in- 
tended by the authors of this law, the act itself pledges the very re- 
venues appropriated by the bill under consideration, if they can other- 
wise be considered surplus revenues, for the redemption of the stock 
to be issued under it. The seventh section of the act is in these 
words : 

‘“‘§ 7. The loans herein before authorized to be made by the Com- 
missioners of the Canal Fund, may, in the scrip to be issued therefor, 
be declared to be a charge on any money to be raised for canal pur- 
poses under the first section of this act, and on any surplus of canal 
revenue, after the payment of the interest on the canal debt and all 
expenses for current damages, superintendence, repairs and collections, 
on-all the State canals.” 

This is a provision totally inconsistent with the idea that the Sink- 
ing Fund provided for in the act, was intended to be the sole reliance 
for the payment of the debt, and that any surplus of revenues, be- 
yond the annual contributions to that Sinking Fund, and the other 
payments expressly required by the act, was to be expended upon 
the new works, regardless of the pre-existing obligations of the 
debt. : 
Again. It is assumed on all hands, that the policy and the provi- 
sions of the act of 1842, were to pay the canal debt in a period of 
twenty-iwo and an half years, even if its provisions, and its Sinking 
Fund, are only to be regarded in reference to that payment. ‘Three 
years of that time, not to speak of fractions, have already passed 
away; and what has been the action of the law,—of its Sinking 
Fund, and of the subsequent legislation,—upon the debt to be paid. 

The committee of ways and means, in their report before alluded 
to, estimated the amount of the canal debt, at the time of the passage 
of the suspension act of 1542, at $19,056,466.22, This the com- 
mittee made up in the following manner, namely :

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The committee are supposed to have based their anticipations upon 
this amount of debt, and yet, conscious of the uncertainty of the'r es- 
timates, and of the vagueness of their information as to the oulstand- 
ing and unliquidated claims in the bill they reported, (the suspension 
act,) they authorized loans for canal purposes to the amonnt of 
$4,204,741.52, in six several specific sums, confined to specific 
objects of expenditure. Portions of some of these specific appropria- 
tions were not required for the objects for which the funds were set 
apart, but others were found to demand much more than the appropri- 
ations; and by two several laws, passed in the following year, 1843, 
(chapters 48 and 240 of the Laws of 1843,) a transfer ot the money to 
different objects was authorized, and the stocks were directed to be 
issued, so that the canal debt has been increased tothe full extent au- 
thorized by the suspension act of 1843. Beyond this, the act, chap- 
ter 314 of the Laws of 1844, authorized a further loan of $900,000 ; 
the whole of which stock, except $45,000, has been issued, and now 
constitutes a part of the canal stock debt; and I am informed by the 
Commissioners, of the Canal Fund, that the $45,000 will be required 
in the course of the current year, and that in all: probability, a still 
further loan will become necessary to meet the objects for which the 
$900,000 were appropriated. 

A statement of the present canal stock debt will, therefore, stand as 
follows : 

The stock debt existing at the time of the passage of

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It will be recollected that funds had been set apart, long before the 
year 1842, for the entire payment and redemption of the old Erie and 
Champlain canaldebt. Atthe time of the passage of the act of 1842, it 
was found that a very large proportion of those moneys having been 
deposited in banks as a mode of investment, had become unavailable 
by reason of the inability of the banks to pay the deposits. ‘The re- 
port of the committee of ways and means so frequently heretofore re- 
ferred to, at pages 23, 24 and 25, will give the condition of these funds 
at the time of the passage of the law of 1842, and one of the specific 
loans authorized by that act was the sum of $400,000 (subdivision 6, 
of § 5,) to supply any deficiency which might prove to exist in them, 
by reason of the unavailable condition of portions of the moneys. 
The amount of the old Erie and Champlain canal debt, then unre- 
deemed, was $2,010,679 .99, as stated in the report of the committee, 
page 22. ‘he amount of that debt now outstanding and unredeemed, 
as ascertained from the Comptroller’s books, is $1,016,542.31, show- 
ing that $994,137.68 of this old debt has been redeemed since the 
passage of the suspension law. ‘l’o make these redemptions, and se- 
cure the amount of funds necessary to extinguish this debt, on the first 
day of July next, but $100,000.00 have been used out of the appro- 
propriation of $400,000.00 made by the act of 1842, the remaining 
$300,000.00 of this appropriation having been transferred by the act, 
chapter 240, of the Laws of 1843, to the payment of arrearages to con- 
tractors and other demands against the canals. @ 

he redemption of the $15,000.00 of the Chemung canal stock 
was made under the provisions of the act chapter 183, of the Laws 
of 1842, and of $6,000.00 of Erie Canal Enlargement stock, under 
the provisions of the act chap. 308, of the Laws of 1842, both laws 
merely permitting contractors to surrender stocks, which had been is- 
sued to them in payment under their contracts, but which were below 
par, and to be paid under the provisions of the suspension act of 1842, 
either in money, orin a stock bearing a higher rate of interest. ‘This 
operatiou, therefore, was only a redemption of stock in form, and did 
not diminish the debt of the State, one dollar, but in effect increased 
it by increasing the amount of stock to be issued under the suspen- 
sion act bearing a higher rate of interest. 

Hence the conclusion is reached that not one dollar of the State

This balance of debt is wholly unprovided for by any present means, 
after applying all the surplus means of the Canal Fund for the three 
years, and the $278,197.56, derived from the direct tax upon the 
people, a balance $1,896,904.41 larger than the whole stock debt 
when the suspension act was passed, and $1,294,317.60 more than 
the committee of ways and means, who reported that law, estimated 
the entire amount of the canal debt to be at that time, exclusive of the 
balance of the Erie and Champlain canal debt.

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The large amount of unavailable means above mentioned, and ap- 
plicable to the payment of this balance of debt, consists mostly of de- 
posits made with banks which have failed, or are in a deeply em)ar- 
rassed condition, and unable to make present payment. ‘The Safety 
Fund is supposed to be liable, in cases where the banks have absolute- 
ly failed ; and a law of the present session, authorizing the emission 
of a stock to anticipate the contributions by the banks to this fund, it 
is believed, may give availability to a considerable portion of these 
means, within the present fiscal year. It is probable that this process 
may be perfected in time to bring means from this source to meet the 
balance of the debt which will become due and payable on the Ist of 
July next, and that a balance may be returned to the Canal Fund, be- 
fore the close of the fiscal year, more than sufficient to repay to it the 
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$100,000 borrowed under the law of 1842 to meet the redemption of 
- this debt. 

Such is the present condition of the canal debt, without taking 
$197,000 from its revenues to commence anew the public works, and 
the fucts stated, as it appears to me, conclusively show that the opera- 
tions of the law of 1842 have not yet been able to commence a reduc- 
tion of this debt, and only to retard its increase, although very nearly 
one 7th part of the whole twenty-two and an half years have expired, 
and about one-seventh part of the debt ought to have been paid, or the 
means to pay that portion of it ought to have been accumulated. An 
application of. all those means, as has been before seen, leaves a ba- 
lance of debt all but as large as the whole estimate of debt, finded 
and unfunded, when that law was passed. The spirit and intention of 
that act was certainly to extinguish finally this debt in the twenty-two 
arid an half years; and if that spirit and intention be observed, is there 
a surplus of the canal revenues now on hand authorizing a recom- 
mencement of the work upon the unfinished canals? To me no propo- 
sition seems more Clear than that there is no such surplus ; but, on the 
contrary, that there is no prospect of an extinguishment of the debt 
within the time limited, even with the application of the whole canal 
revenues, unless the regular annual increases of the debt itself can be 
arrested. Certainly, then, I cannot believe that the express provi- 
sions or the spirit of the law will be observed, in a diverson of any por- 
tion of these revenues to new works, in the present state of the debt 
and liabilities of the fund.

This is a sum larger by $163,475.15 than the whole surplus of the 
canal revenues of the last year, over and above the current payments 
charged upon them, independently of auy payment to the Sinking Fund 
and those revenues for the last year, largely exceeded any former ex- 
ample. Here, therefore, is certainly no surplus on hand, and none to 
be anticipated at the close of the present fiscal year, unless the pay- 
ment and redemption of this stock is to be deferred, for the purpose 
of applying our means to new expenditures. 

Iu my annual message to the Legislature, J assumed that the amount 
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of interest actually paid upon the canal debt during the fiscal year 
ending on the 30th of September, 1844, as reported to me from the 
Canal Department, was the true sum by which to determine the 
amount to be contributed to the sinking fund established by the act of 
1842, and that one-third of that sum was the measure of that contri- 
bution. Comparing the revenues of that fiscal year with the expenses, 
including this contribution thus ascertained, { arrived at a surplus of 
the revenues for that year, of $197,179.39. In a subsequent para- 
graph it was stated that the revenues for 1842 and 1843 were defi- 
cient in contributions to the Sinking Fund ; but added that including 
the amount received from the tax, the interest upon the sums contri- 
buted to the fund, and the whole surplus of that year, the aggregate 
would be more than one third of the interest upon the debt, for the 
three years. . 

Those remarks will show what was the fact, that I was not very 
conversant with the institution and management of a Sinking Fund; 
that [ had not regarded with sufficient care the provision of the act 
of 1842 upon that point, and that I had not examined at all a subse- 
quent law, giving a construction to that provision in an important par- 
ticular. From the sum assumed as an existing surplus in the bill un- 
der consideration, | cannot but apprehend that | may have been un- 
intentionally instrumental in misleading the Legislature, or some of 
its members, upon this point. If that be so, while I most deeply re- 
gret the fact, it is the more imperiously my duty now to correct the 
erroneous impressions. 

Upon inquiry, I find that to establish the Sinking Pund provided for, 
it was held necessary to take the debt at some specified period, and 
that. the design was to select the pei:iod when it was believed to have 
reached its maximum; to ascertain the actual interest for one year 
upon the stocks composing that debt, according to the several rates of 
interest upon the different descriptions of stock, the one third of 
which aggregate amount of interest would be the fixed sum to be con- 
tributed from the surplus of canal revenues, for each of the twenty-two 
and an half years of the term ; that, according to the provisions of the 
law, these annual contributions were to be made from the canal reve- 
nues proper, and not from the avails of the tax, and that the interests 
annually accruing upon the capital of the Sinking Fund, could not 
properly be included to determine whether the limit of contributions 
to the fund for any given term of years, had been reached. Careful 
examination has satisfied me that these points have been correctly de- 
termined, and that another point, namely, that any deficiency in these 
revenues for any given year, to make the required contribution of the 
fixed sum to this fund, must be supplied by the first accruing surplus 
of a subsequent year, has also been correctly decided. A moment’s 
reflection will satisfy every mind that a Sinking Fund, io accomplish 
the payment of a given debt in a given period, must be supplied and 
its accumulations sustained with mathematical regularity and preci- 
sion. In reference to this case, the last Legislature, by § 4 of the act 
chap. 314, of the Laws of 1844, have put an end to dispute as to the 
coustruciion to be given to the act of 1842, in this respect, by directe 
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ing that the contributions to this Sinking Fund from the surplus of 
canal revenues over and above the current expenses charged upon 
them, shall be such as will pay. the debt in twenty-two and an half 
years froin the passage of the act of 1842, and that any deficiencies 
in the Sinking Fund for previous years shall be supplied from such 
surplus revenues. ‘These points being established, it will be easy to 
see whether any surplus in fact remains, after complying with the re- 
quirements of this law. 

At the period selected for the establishment of this Sinking Fund, 
the amount of the debt was $20,710,335.22, and the actual interest 
for one year upon the stocks which composed it, was $1,127,728.16. 
The one-third of this interest is the fixed sum which the law requires 
should be annually contributed to compose the capital of the Sinking 
Fund to be established, which third of the interest amounts to $375,- 
909.38. ‘Three times this amount is the sum which the cana! reve- 
nues should have contributed for the three fiscal years, 1842, 1843, 
and 1844, the one equal third at the close of each year, and which 
would have mae the capital of the fund on the 30th day of Septem- 
ber, 1844, exclusive of any accumulations of interest upon that capi-

This carries to the Sinking Fund the whole surplus of the last year, 
including the 197,000 appropriated by the bill under consideration, 
and yet the express provisions and requirements of the suspension 
act of 1842, are not complied with by the large sum above named. 

An} still this sum is too small. The mere contributions of capital 
to the Sinking Fund will not enable it to wear ont the debt. The re- 
gular annual accumulations of interest upon that capital must be added 
1u the principal at the close of each year, and thus form a new and 
enlarged capital again to accumulate interest for the subsequent year ; 
and where deficiencies exist in the contribution of the fixed sum to the 
capital in any given year, the interest which should have accumulated 
upon the deficient capital, for the time itis withheld, must be as faith- 
fully supplied as the capital itself, or the power of the fund is im 

aired, and the payments required from it cannot be made. | 

Time has not enabled me to bring up the castings of interest in 
this case, nor have [ deemed it material to do so, as enough is ‘shown 
to put at rest the possible existence of the surplus assumed, and ap- 
propriated by the bill now submitted tome. On the contrary, the de- 
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ficiencies in the capital of this Sinking Fund are now large, and the 
additions «f the deficient interests would swell the sum of deficient 
revenue by a number of thousands of dollars. 

Sull another lien rests upon our surplus canal revenues, which must 
be met before any portion of those revenues can be diveited from the 
canal debt, if the faith of the State to the public creditors and to its 
tax paying cilizens is to be preserved. 

The law, chapter 314 of 1844, before referred to, authorizes a new 
debt, imposes a new tax, and institutes a new Sinking Fund to redeem 
the debt it creates. ‘The first section authorizes a loan beyond the 
provisions of the act of 1842, of $900,000. ‘The third section im- 
poses a tax of one tenth of a mill on the dollar of the valuation of 
real and personal estate within the State, for the payment. of the in- 
terest, and the reimbursement of the principal of this loan. ‘The 
‘fourth section provides for establishing a Sinking Fund in aid of the 
tax, and for its discontinuance when the condition of the canal reve- 
nues shall permit. The provision is, that all the requirements of the 
act of 1842 shall be complied with by payments from the canal reve- 
nues, including all deficiencies in the payments of previous years to 
the Sinking Fund established under that act, and that any surplus 
which may remain ‘‘ shall in each year be reserved by the Commis- 
sioners of the Canal Fund, and kept and sacredi:y devoted and applied 
as a Sinking Fund, to an amount in each year sufficient to pay tke 
interest as it accrues, and to purchase in or to pay off within eighteen 
vears the principal of the loans authorized by the first section ‘of this 
act. And whenever the nett surplus of canal revenues, exclusive of 
the one-half of mill tux, appropriated to canal purposes, and beyond 
the charges thereon, as hereinbefore specified, shall contribute to the 
Sinking Fund provided by this act, asum sufficient, if paid each year, 
to meet the interest as it accrues, and redeem the principal of the loans 
authorized by this act, with any arrearages not contributed by the tax 
imposed by this act, within the period of eighteen years above limited 
for the payment thereof, the tax authorized by this act shall cease,” 
elc. 

Thus precise and specific is this last pledge resting upon the sur- 
plus revenues of the canals, which is wholly and entirely disregarded 
by the bill under consideration. Upon the preservation of this pledge 
depends the duration of the tax imposed by the law upon all the per- 
sous and all the property of the State, and surely the Legislature has 
not designedly, but inadvertently, proposed its violation and virtual 
repeal in the passage of the bill [am now called upon to approve. 

In the establishment of the Sinking Fund under the act of 1842, . 
as before related, that portion of the canal debt contracted under this 
act is carefully excluded, and the $20,710,335.22 taken as the debt 
which constitutes the measure of that Sinking Fund, does not em- 
brace it. This new debt is, as the language and spirit of the act re- 
quires, reserved to be made the basis of this new Sinking Fund. 

It now amounts to $855,000, and the remaining $45,000 will be 
required, and will be added in the course cf the present fiscal year. 

No account has as yet been formally opened with this second Sink- 
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ing F’und, because, as has been before seen, no surplus of canal reve- 
nues applicable to it has yet been yielded from those revenues, the 
requirements of the act of 1842, and its Sinking Fund, calling for all, 
and more than all, of that surplus, beyond the current annual charges 
upon the revenues. Surely until the demands of this pledge can be 
met, and this tax discontinued, there cannot be said to be a canal sur- 
plus applicable to a recommencement of the public works. 

These are my objections to the bill under consideration, too hastily 
to be briefly stated, or stated as clearly as I could desire, though I 
hope ina manner to be understood by the Legislature, and by our 
common constituents. 

I cannot yield my approbation to the bill, 

Because in my judgment express pledges contained in the laws au- 
thorizing loans for the public works, now falling due and becoming 
payable, i: periously require that the moneys it appropriates to be ex- 
pended upon new works, should be applied to the extinguishment of 
the debts created by those loans: 

Because IJ think the policy involved in the passage of the bill, that 
of postponing the payment of the existing debt as it shall fall due, 
that we may use the funds for a resumption of the public works, is a 
direct violation of the spirit and intention of the suspension law of 
1842, and unwise and impolitic in reference to the true interests of 
the people of the whole State : 

Because the facts set forth in-relation to the present condition and 
amount of the canal debt, appear to me to show that the effect of the 
operation of the law of 1842 upon the debt, influenced as it has been 
by subsequent legislation, has not been such as to offer any promise 
of a payment of the debt, in the period of twenty-two and an half 
years, in case the public works shall be now resumed, and portions 
of the canal revenues diverted from the payment of the debt to be ex- 
pended in their prosecution : 

Because the provisions of the bill appear to me, upon a more care- 
ful examination, directly to conflict. with the positive requirements of 
the act of 1842, and to assume as a surplus those moneys, which 
must be contributed to the Sinking Fund directed to be established by 
that act, if its enactments are to be obeyed: 

And because the provisions and pledges of the act, chapter 314 of 
1844, are expressly violated and disregarded by the appropriation con- 
tained in the first section of the bill. 

I deem it not improper to add a remark in reference to the economy 
of the appropriation proposed by this bill. A careful enquiry of the 
officers who have the charge of the unfinished canals, informs me that 
from $5,0C0 to $8,000 is the utmost amount which can be economi- 
cally, or profitably, expended in the security and preservation of the 
unfinished and unused works and materials, upon the Genesce Valle 
canal, and that $1,700, or $1,800, is the largest sum required for the 
same purposes, upon the Black River canal. ‘This would leave, of the 
appropriation, from $42,000 to $45,000, to be expended in construc- 
tion, upon the former canal, and from $38,000 to $39,000, upon the 
latter. | cannot convince myself that the expenditure of these sums,

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upon works so far from completion, including the array of prepara- 
tion, which would necessarily be required in the re-engagement of en- 
gineers, the formal lettings for new contracts, the collection of hands 
and supplies, and the like, to terminate again when means so limited 
should be consumed, can be economically made ; and | will not assume 
that the object has been, in any quarter, by this smal] beginning, to re- 
open to a second trial the unsupported and unsustained credit of the 
State, to struggle with expenditures of this character, and sustain the 
load of our present almost literally undiminished debt. In an economi- 
cal view of the subject alone, therefore, separate from the many obli- 
gations resting upon us to make a different application of these means, 
these portions of the appropriation would be very objectionable, in my 
judgment; but having found so many reasons of principle, and of pub- 
lic faith, which force me to interpose objections, [ merely mention this 
point, as one worthy of the consideration of the Legislature, and deep- 
ly interesting to our constituents. 

The act, chap. 278, of the Laws of 1844, provided a fund for the 
protection and preservation of these works and materials, and one 
which some suggest might be adequate to those objects. ‘There are, 
as I am informed, balances of money realized under that act, applica- 
ble to this description of expenditure upon both these canals; but in 
the opinion of the Canal Commissioners small appropriations, not to 
exceed the sums I have named above, including the unexpended bal- 
ances, may be necessary to complete the work of security and protec- 
tion. 

I do not see occasion to remark upon the provisions of this bill, af- 
ter the first section, as. [ discover nothing in them which would prevent 
my approval of the law. ‘The enactments of the fourth section are not 
so distinct and clear as would be desirable in legal provisions, and 
there might be some difficulty, under circumstances which might arise 
in determining how much money is actually appropriated, or how ihe 
$197,000 are to be paid; but as I see nothing necessarily objectiona- 
ble in principle in these enactments, I pass them over with this no- 
lice. 

Independently of the great objections of principle which have been 
urged against the passage of this bill, | am forced to consider the pre- 
sent a most unfortunate time to introduce the change of policy it pro- 
poses. ‘The embarassments upon individuals and sections of the State 
and the direct losses to the public consequent upon a sudden suspen- 
sion of the public works, have not yet been fully ascertained and mea- 
sured, in relation to the suspension of 1842. Much of the time of each 
Legislature subsequent to that of 1842, has been consumed in the 
consideration of grievances and claims growing out of that suspension, 
and bills are, and have been, before this Legislature, containing provi- 
sions in favor of such claims which would mure than exhaust any ca- 
nal surplus assumed to exist by the bill under consideration. Under 
such circumstances, to resume these works upon such slender means 
as those proposed to be applied to the resumption, must be to invite 
almost immediately, a second suspension with all ils comparaiive 
disappointments and embarassments to individuals and interested sec- 
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tions of the State, and all its losses to the public; or it must be to lay 
the foundation for an open abandonment of the sound, debt-paying po- 
licy ot 1842, for that of a general recommencement of works of inter- 
nal improvement. relying upon the unaided and already heavily tasked 
credit of the State for the means. If any one hopes to be able to pre- 
serve a middle line between these two courses, he hopes against ex- 
perience and the natural operations of cause and effect. Payment of 
the debt at the day, and in strict conformity with the pledges of the 
public faith, must guide and control our legislation, or open expen- 
diture irrespective of the redemption of the debt will contiol it. He 
who supposes the public works can be resumed, and their prosecution 
confined to the expenditure of such annual surpluses as this bill as- 
suines and appropriates, has turned his attention much too superficial- 
ly 10 the history of our own legislation upon the subject of public ex- 
penditures of this character, and has looked at the present condition 
of the other heavily indebted States of the Union, and the causes which 
have conspired to bring them to that condition, without the instruction 
which those lessons should impart. That middle line cannot be pre- 
served. If payment of the debt is to govern our policy, a substantial, 
faithful adherence to that policy, a preservation of the public faith, 
and redemption of the public obligations, will alone inspire public con- 
fidence. Ifaresumption of the public works is. to be the policy, a 
healthful and vigorous prosecution of those works alone, will, as it 
should, content our constituents ; and any attempt to preserve a feeble 
and sickly and inefficient adherence to both these courses at the same 
time, will prove an entire failure. 

Another reason why I consider the present an unfortunate time to 
make this change of policy, is the evidence before us of a determinate 
disposition in the public mind to remodel our constitutional system, in 
reference to expenditures of this description. Ever since the pros- 
tration of the credit of the State in 1841, and the consequent suspen- 
sion of the public works and establishment of the financial system 
adopted by the Legislature of 1842, the attention of our peop'e has 
been drawn to the necessity of some further constitutional protection 
against the dangers of enduring debt and perpetual taxation. Extend- 
ed discussion for two years resulted in action by the last Legislature, 
originating and submitting to the people, previous to the last election, 
specific amendments to the Constituuion, taking two most important 
positions in reference to the further increase of our public debt for 
these objects, namely : 

1. Thatno debt should hereafter be contracted for expenditures like 
these, until the law authorizing the loan should have been submitted 
to the people, and expressly approved by them, by their direct votes 
at tlie polls, and 

2. hat no law submitted to the people for their appropriation, 
should contain authority to make loans for but a single work or ob- 
ject of expenditure, and should contain irrepealable provisions for a 
Sinking Fund to meet the interest and pay off the principal of the debt, 
within a specified period. \ 

This legis:ature, elected with reference to these provisions as amende 
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ments proposed to the Constitution of the State, has expressed its 
sense, the one house by the constitutional vote of two-thirds, and the 
other by a majority in their favor, thus reflecting most truly, as [ ve- 
rily believe, the deliberate sense and wish of a majority of the people 
of the State. The propositions, however, having failed to receive the 
constitutional vote of two-thirds in the Assembly, cannot be submitted 
to the people, according to the provision contained in the Constitution 
for its amendment, and have therefore failed. ‘This failure, together 
with that of other amendments similarly proposed and similarly fail- 
ing, has secured the passage of a law for the call of a convention of 
the people of the State to amend the Constitution. ‘That convention, 
if the call shall be affirmed by the people, as I do not entertain a doubt 
that it will be, is to be assembled in little more than one year from 
this day. ‘Then we have every right to expect and believe that a re- 
organization, in a constitutional form, of our financial system, and of 
our powers over the use of the public credit, especially as touching 
the subject of internal improvements, will take place. Now, our con- 
dition is peculiarly favorable for such re-organization, be it what it 
may, as no work is in progress to be injuriously affected, or mate- 
rially interfered with, by any change which the convention may think 
wise and safe. Under these circumstances, to resume tle public 
works, make new contracts, and a re-organization for their prosecu- 
tion under the old financial system which was suspended in 1842, it 
appears to me would only be to embarrass the convention, or disap- 
point the contractors, and subjcct the State to new losses without any 
promise, with the means possessed and proposed to be used by this 
bill, of making very material or useful advancement with the works. 
I must, therefore, for this reason, consider the resumption of these 
works at this time inopportune and unwise. 

The present condition of State credit in Europe, and of the foreign 
relations of the country, are also considerations not unworthy of care- 
ful examination and reflection, as connected with a measure calculated 
either to continue our present debt, or to produce the necessily of a 
new if not an enlarged one. 

1 by no means apprehend a state of war, as a consequence of the 
present somewhat angry and excited feeling occasionally manifested, 
and connecting itself with our foreign relations ; but that unfriendly 
discussions may take place, and be somewhat protracted, and that dis- 
trusts may be occasioned very unfavorable to State credit abroad, ha- 
ving the effect to return upon the country such investments now held 
abroad, and giving to any failure on the part of this State to redeem 
any portion of its stocks on the day they fall due, an importance such 
a contingency would not deserve, seems to me quite probable. If, in 
addition to such a failure to pay, we should be seen re-opening our 
oid system of expenditure, without strengthening our sources of re- 
venue, the effect upon our credit might be severe. I have occasion to 
know that some of the ablest men connected with our moneyed insti- 
tions, and from their positions and business, accustomed to observe 
closely all indications from abroad touching public credits, entertain 
unfavorable apprehensions in relation to any departure from the safe 
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policy pursued since 1842, while our foreign relations wear their pre- 
sent aspect. [ would not, by these remarks, excite the slightest alarm 
as toan apprehended interruption of the peace of the country, but I 
must think that these considerations make the passage of this bill ill- 
timed and inexpedient. 

Great as I consider the weight due to these objections, of economy, 
time and expediency, but for the more grave objections of principle, 
which J have stated in the former part of this communication, I should 
not be constrained to interpose my individual opinion, in opposition to 
that of the majority of the Legislature. ‘lhe regret I feel at being 
compelled to do it, under any circumstances, [ have not the power to 
express, and still my most solemn convictions assure me, that I but 
discharge an imperious constitutional duty, unmixed with, and unin- 
fluenced by, a single personal feeling or interest of which I am con- 
scious. ‘lhat the consequence of my action is but a call upon the 
Legislature to reconsider its own, and not a necessary rejection of the 
bill, is a gratifying reflection ; -aud 1 am not without hope that the con- 
siderations I have presented, imperfect and tedions as that presenta- 
tion is, may induce the two houses to come to my conclusion, that 
the bill, in its present shape, and with its present provisiors, ought 
not to pass. If, on the contrary, these considerations shall seem to 
deserve no weight, and the bill shall pass, notwithstanding the objec- 
tions, the harm, if any, of this communication, must fall upon my- 
self, where it should rest, if the objections are not well founded. 
Should neither of these results follow,.and. the bill fail for a want of 
the constitutional vote, a majority of both houses continuing to be in 
its favor, in that case | shall cheerfully submit to the people of the 
State the decision of the issue which will be formed between myself 
and the majority of the Legislature, rejoicing in the conviction that 
the difference of opinion on my part, is unaccompanied by one perso- 
nal feeling unfriendly to a single individual of that majority, and de- 
termined that the decision of our common constituents shall be sub- 


mitted to by me, in the same spirit in which [ have joined the issue.

should ever characterize the representatives of the people. Whatever 
differences of opinion may have existed among us with regard to them, 
we can all unite in the hope that they may prove beneficial to that con- 
stiluency which we have honestly endeavored to serve. 

The period has now arrived when our association as members of this 
house must terminate. Some may meet occasionally or accidentally 
hereafter : with most, this is a final separation. But, gentlemen, ] can 
assure you that the kindness which I have always experienced from 
each member of this house will ever be held in grateful remembrance 
by me. I shall always cherish the fervent hope that all of you may 
enjoy, both here and hereafter, all the blessings which a beneficent God 
can bestow upon you. 

I bid you, gentlemen, an affectionate farewel.
